LAST MEN TO LEAVE DAWSON 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 21.—[Special.}—T. P. 
Riley, formerly section foreman of the 
Northern Pacific at Alderton, twelve miles 
from Tacoma, returned today from the 
Klondike and weighed out im front of a 
Ledger reporter $85,000 in gold nuggets, the 
result of two years of hardships and foil 
in the frozen region of the North. 

His partners, Flannigan and O’Brien, have 
an equal share with him, and are now 
speeding across the continent to Pennsyl- 
vania with $85,000 apiece of Alaska gold. 
Mr. Riley and his party left the Klondike 
on July 6, and were twenty-three days at 
Dyea. They carried their golden gleanings 
themselves, and to evade notoriety told no 
one of their good fortune. 

“ All my life I have had to work like a 
slave for small wages,”’ said Mr. Riley, “ but 
am now independent for life. Two years ago 
I was a section foreman on the Northern

He reached here about the middle of April, 
and left again for Dawson City May 14, ar- 
riving there June 18. Stewart went in with 
Thorpe last fall, and remained at the new 
camp till the party started out on July 4. 

He says the accounts of the richness of 
the new district are entirely true and that 
$1,500,000 will be taken out of the streams 
tributary to the Klondike this winter. New 
strikes have been reported since June 18. 

A discovery of gold was made June 30 on 
Dominion Creek and a stampede followed. 
Reports were also received of strikes hav- 
ing been made on Stewart River. Late in 
June the steamer Alice left Dawson loaded 
down with miners bound for the Stewart 
River, who fell over one another in a wild 
stampede to get to the new diggings.

GOLD SUPPLY NOT EXHAUSTED. 


Australian Scientist Says the Globe Is 
Still Rich in the Yellow 
Metal. 


{SPECIAL BY PROF. ALBRECHT PENCK.]

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 21. ; 

I have been asked if the gold supply of 
the world is not being rapidly exhausted. 
I cannot see that itis. It was thought that 
when the first great output from California 
and Australia was over no more hew gold 
fields would be discovered, but since that 
time new fields have been opened in the 
very regions that were supposed to have 
been exhausted, while diseoveries have been 
made in hitherto unsuspected regions. On 
top of the African discoveries we have the 
great fields in the Klondike, showing that, 
notwithstanding the vast quantities taken 
from the earth, there is lots of gold still left 
beneath its surface. Some of the old mines 
are increasing their output in a manner en- 
tirely unexpected some time ago, 

The increased use of gold in the financial 
systems of various countries does not seem 
tc have had the effect of increasing the 
price of gold, probably because of the con- 
stantly increasing supply owing to the open- 
ing up of new fields. The unlimited use of 
gold, on the other hand, would seem to pre- 
vent any serious fall in its value, as new 
discoveries are made, especially as it will 
probably continue to displace silver as new 
countries adopt the gold standard, 

The moment a new gold field is discovered 
the demand for gold is increased, and there- 
fore I do not believe its value will decrease 
very much, 

The Austrian silver mines are no longer 
worked for the profit of the government, but 
merely to furnish.employment to the men 
who have been working in the mines, and 
this result is due to the immense increase in 
the production of silver in the United States. 

I have been much pleased with the meeting 
of the British association. Geologists from 
all parts of the world are interested in the 
proceedings. I also enjoyed meeting the 
American scientists at Detroit, and had a 
pleasant trip through New York State in 
examining the lakes with Professor Gilbert. 
Geography and geology are so connected 
that the conclusions of those in one branch 
are likely to be of value to students of the 
other. I shall spend as much tme as pos- 
sible in the United States, hoping to reach 
Chicago by Sept. 256, and returning to Vienna 
in October. ;

* Dawson City is a hundred miles or more 
east of the 14lst meridian, which is the 
boundary line. Mount St. Elias is near the in- 
tersection of the ten marine league line with 
the 14lst meridian. To be exact, the sum- 
mit is 140 degrees and 55 minutes, or 5 min- 
utes on the Canadian side, which in that lat- 
itude represents two and one-fialf miles. 
But on the southern side it is only twenty- 
eight and one-half miles from the coast, 
which brings it inside of the ten league line, 
or thirty-mile limit, and one and one-half 
miles on American soil. 

“ At Forty Mile Creek our survey agrees 
with that of the Canadiay e®rvcy under 
Ogilvie within fourteen-hundredths of a sec- 
ond, which tn that latitude represents six 
and a half feet. The Canadian line steals 
the six and a half feet from us. Crossing 
the Yukon River the difference in the two 
surveys is fourteen seconds, which in that 
latitude represents 300 feet. According to 
the line of Ogilvie, the Canadian govern- 
ment surveyor, we gain 300 feet on the Brit- 
ish side. 

*“* We are anxious to compare the two lines 
at the Porcupine River crossing, which ts 
several miles further north, but the Cana- 
dian government has given us no notice of 
where it has fixed its line there. I 
do not suppose that the difference will be 
worthy of note.’ 

General Duffield added that if there is any 
dispute between the two countries over the 
boundary line it will be fn regard to the ten 
league coast line in the southern portion of 
Alaska, as that is a question which admits 
of considerable diversity of opinion. 


WATCHING FOR ALASKAN NEWS. 


Large Party of Newspaper Correspond- 
ents at Puget Sound Cities Try- 
ing to Beat Each Other. 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 21.—[Special.]-Port 
Townsend, Vancouver, Victoria, and other 
upper sound cities are crowded with special 
correspondents from the large dailies of the 
principal cities of the world. These men 
are on the watchout for the steamer Port- 
land, which is nearly due from St. Michael's 
with a cargo of Yukon gold. The Portland 
is being guarded on its way down by the 
revenue cutters Bear and Perry. This large 
crowd of newspaper rustlers, comprising 
some of the most brilliant men known to the 
profession, are making Port Townsehd their 
principal headquarters. There is among 
them a party from Tue Cuicaco TRIBUNE, 
New York World, New York Journal, New 
York Herald, San Francisco Examiner and 
Chronicle, Tomaca Ledger, and many other 
prominent American newspapers. ‘There 
are twenty men from London and Canadian 
papers, and several Paris and Berlin cor- 
-respondents, making seventy all told. All 
of these men are striving to scoop each 
other, and all are trying to secure tugboats 
so as to meet the slow-going Portland as 
soon as it enters the straits, get the story, 
and come to Tacoma to file their matter. 

The securing of tugs is a disappointing 
effort, as the grain fleet has commenced to 
arrive, and tugboat men refuse all offers of 
the press correspondents. Another seri- 
ous matter is the wiring of matter from 
Port Townsend, which is an isolated point, 
with only one wire to the outer world, and 
it is down almost all the time. It is run 
along the shore, and evéry time the tide 
comes it is buried under the water, the 
electric current grounded, and the wire 
cannot be used. The wire from Tatoosh is 
in the same condition, and the boys are 
worried for fear they will not be able te 
get word from Cape Fiattery when the ves- 
sel enters the straits. 

The fog and smoke ts so thick in the straits 
that if forty tugs were sent out the chances 
are that they would miss the vessel and it 
would come into port withowtt the corre- 
spondents, who are up the sound, knowing 
of its arrival until they saw the local pa- 
pers. Despite the fact that the boat ts not 
due for several days the press gang have 
divided themselves into watches of eight 
hours each, and are patrolling the water 
front day and night so as not to miss the 
Portiand should it slip by Tatoosh without 
being seen. 

The correspondents are enjoying them- 
selves at Port Townsend, and have formed 
a press club, holding nightly meetings. The 
English correspondents hold themselves 
aloof from their American brethren, and 
are the subject of much guying and many 
practical jokes in the story line, It ts ex- 
pected that if the rich strikes of last spring 
on the Klondike were continued throughout 
the summer the Portland will bring down 
several milifons of dollars, besides the 
$2,800,000 that was reported to be cashed 
at St. Michael's last. June, 6 this be 
the case the correspondents are: playing to 
send out full reports of all the-strikes that 
have been made this summer. .. 

The Portiand will make one.more trip 
' this season to bring down those who have 
worked all, summer, and many of the cor- 
respondents are preparing to open offices 
and remain in the sound cities. until after 
the last boat of the season returns. -

CHINESE PIRATES LOOT A SHIP. 


Captain and Most of His Crew Butch- 
ered and the Steamer Stripped 
of All Valuables. 


Sen Francisco, Cal., Aug. 21,—[8pécial. }— 
Advices received from the Orient today give 
details of the attack on the steamer Pegu 
by Achinese pirates, briefly reported by the 
last mail. The Captain, mate, three sea- 
men, and a number of native passengers 
were, killed and the vessel looted.. The fol- 
lowing account is taken from the Chinese 
papers under date of Penang: 

“The steamer Pegu ieft this port on 
Wednesday, July 7, for her usual run to the 
north of Samatra. She reached Edie safely 
on the 8th and left that port for Teluk 
Semawe on the same evening. Among the 
passengers who went aboard at Edie were 
eleven Achinese passengers and one Woman, 
all booked for Segii. While Captain Ross 
and Mr, Craigie, the engineer, were at din- 
ner tn the saloon about 7 p. m. six arm#i 
Achinese suddenly broke in on them by one 
door and two more by another. The Euro- 
peans were taken by surprise, but still made 
a brave fight, defending themselves with 
their chairs, but their assailants so slashed 
their hands that resistance soon became out 
of the question. 

‘‘ Mr. Craigie succeeded in getting on deck 
and from there to the engine room, where he 
was not followed. Captain Ross also man<« 
aged to fight his way through the pirates to 
the deck, hotly pursued by his assailants, 
one of whom had secured the carving knife 
from the table. As the unfortunate skipper, 
badly wounded, struggled to reach the 
bridge, this man stabbed him terribly in. the 
abdomen, and when he fell the rest of the 
piratical gang gathered around the fallen 
man and hacked him, leaving him a 
mangled corpse on the deck of his ship. 

“ The mate and helmsman were next at- 
tacked by the bloodthirsty gang. Both were 
on the bridge, and in spite of what resist- 
ance they could offer they were soon cut 
down.

In view of the for- 
eign situation, as reflected by cables, the 
shorts were not inclined to stand on the or- 
der of their going, but covered, and thanked 
their stars that some one had decided to 
let go. 

From the standpoint of volume of business 
the first half hour of the session was the 
most interesting. After that the offerings 
dried up, and the market became congested. 
The only buying was by the people who had 
no other alternative. The syndicate did not 
add to its lines by purcnases, but kept a 
card up its sleeve, to be played in this di- 
rection at the close. With no one selling 
freely, and the buying under protest, the 
business was not as great as the sharp fluc- 
tuations would suggest. The whole situa- 
tion was strained and nervous, and with all 
sorts of quotations made in different parts 
of the pit the position of “‘ marker "’ is no sin- 
ecure. 2 


Cause Found in the Cables. 


The cause of the strength was to be found 
in the cables; the aggravation of the ner- 
vous tension by the position of the “ clique.”’ 
Liverpool was conspicuously strong on 
futures and what was equally significant 
moved up on spot wheat. Spot red winter 
was up the equivalent of over seven cents. 

The advances in detail, as quoted by the 
closing official cable, were as follows: Spot 
California, 4 pence; spot red American, 6 
pence; spot No. 1 Northern, 4% pence; 
September, 3% pence; October, 8 pence; De- 
cember, 8 pence. For wheat on passage an 
advance of 1 shilling was asked. 

Paris got back into the procession, which 
slie headed only a short time ago. Flour 
futures were up 80 te 95 centimes and wheat 
was up 50 centimes to 1 franc. 

Antwerp came in with an advance equal to 
more than 6% cents. 

New York put the export business at 
nearly 2,000,000 bushels for Friday. There 
were all the signs of a panic abroad and 
there was no time for theorizing as to the 
prospects of a maintenance of prices. If 
the foreigners seemed to be a far away in- 
fluence to bearish operators there was a 
near at hand Nemesis in the shape of the 
bull clique and its active brokers. 

Statistics were rather too slow for the 
game under way but they were all bullish 
and some of the figures, telling of enormous 
exports and small receipts at primary points, 
were of the kind to add fuel to the fire. 


Gaick Changes Develop. 


After early reaction there were some quick 
changes and the September price got up to 
99 cents and hung around in that vicinity 
for some little time. It was well along in 
the session before a dollar was touched. 

J. H. Weare, Irwin-Green’s broker, will 
probably go down to board history as the 
first man a sale at $1. He sold 
to Barrett. It was by a neck, if at all, as 
half a dozen transactions at $1 were made at 
practically the same time. Lester, Schwartz- 
Dupee, and other commission concerns made 
early sales or purchases at the even figure, 
and a few minutes later $1 was no more tu 
the ‘pit than 75 cents, 82 cents, 90 cents, or 
any of the other intermediate points in the 
up-turn have been. Even at the time $1 was 
quoted inh parts of the pit a lower figure 
was current in others. May passed a dollar 
only a little before September got there. 
The advance again tempted the people with 
big profits and there was a reaction to a 
close at 99% cents. 

The hand of the clique representative was 
recognized or suspected in every turn of the 
market, but the bears miscalculated that 
their troubles were over when the bell 
tapped to close the official day. The card 
held in reserve was played right at the 
close and whether it was a winner or not 
remains to be seen. 


Makes a Gallery Piay. 


The Allen-Grier syndicate made a gallery 
play which simply took the breath away 
from some of the.old-time operators, to 
whom all sorts of corner tactics are known 
by actual experience. It called wheat to the 
extent of 2,000,000 bu at a price considerably 
above that current in the pit. The high 
points for the day were $1 for September and 
99% cents for December. The closing prices 
were 99% cents for September and 90 cents 
for December. On such a close the syn- 
dicate called December wheat on calle at 
$1 and September wheat: calls at $1.00%. 
The people who had sold the calls had no 
idea that they would be called upon to de- 
liver the wheat, and the tendency of the 
operation was to leave them hanging in the 
air. Having had no intimation that all 
precedents were to be overturned, they had 
not protected themselves. Some of them 
scurried around and covered their calls on 
the curb and open board. Their experience 
showed that the Allen-Grier people could 
have bought wheat cheaper than they se- 
cured it on calls, and the operation was 
primarily for spectacular effect. 

It amointed to the purchase of the equiv- 
alent of 2,000,000 bushels of wheat on a 
dollar basis. It double-riveted the propo- 
sition that September wheat in Chicago 
was worth 100 cents a bushel. 


Excitement on the Curb. 


The curb was a continuation of the whirl 
of excit t and unsettled values which 
marked thé earlier hours of the day on the 
regular board. About the first thing traders 
did was to mark the price of September 
wheat up one-half cent, making it for the 


second time quotably $1.00. The ease with ij.

Tit necessary. To do this necessitated run- 


ning up the privilege market. 

From the drop of the hat there was a wild 
scramble for calls. One would be offer- 
ing them on September 1 at $1.11, while 
ten feet distant another | be bidding 
$1.12, each unable to hear the other because 
of the pandemonium w reigned for the 
best part of an hour. When the confusion 
had in a measure subsided it was decided 
that calls had ranged from $1.11 to $1.14, 
and settled back to $1.10 as a closing. 

December calis opened about one cent 
under September, at $1.10, sold to $1.13, off 
to $1.09, and recovered to $1.10 before trading 
was over with. Puts ranged from 91% to 
98 cents on September, and from 91 to 94 cents 
on December. The Allen-Grier interest was 
the big buyer of calls on both September 
and December wheat and corn, but outside 
of their operations the trade was 50 divided 
and.on such an extensive scale it could not 
be particularized. 

Remarkable Deal Being Run. 


In many respects the deal which is being 
run in the speculative market through the 
Allen-Grier-Zeller house is one of the most 
remarkable in all the history of the local 
speculative trade. That it has been Suc- 
cessful in a high degree is self-evident. 
Since it was started there has been an ad- 
vance in wheat of over 50 per cent, and the 
wheat line handled has at all times been 
figured in seven figures. It is claimed that 
the syndicate line in wheat is rather more 
than less than 6,000,000 bushels, and it has 
been supplemented by a line of perhaps 
8,000,000 bushels to 10,000,000 bushels in corn 
and 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 bushels of oars. 

One of the remarkable features in connec- 
tidn with the operhktions of the syndicate is 
that its personnel has been well concealed. 
Its representative throughout has been 
George B. French, who has direct Wall 
street connection, and the two commission 
concerns of Norton-Worthington and Allen- 
Grier-Zeller company nares divided a large 
part of the brokerage. 

Early in the deal it was supposed by every 
one that Armour was the principal. Since 
that time nearly every one prominent in the 
speculative grain trade and with recognized 
bullish tendencies has been cormected by 
rumor with the deal. The list of traders 
who have been thus honored is a long one, 
and includes Angus Smith of Milwoukee, 
Pillsbury of Minneapolis, a lot of operators 
in St. Louis, and people in New York of-the 
highest financial standing. The claim that 
Joe Leiter was the principal has never been 
satifactory to the trade, as the deal has 
been one worthy of veterans in the business. 


Keene and White May Be in It. 


A majority of the speculsiors seem to 
have settled down to the proposition that the 
real people in control of the local wheat 
situation are the men wh® have been mak- 
ing the big money in stocks in New York, 
and include in the syndicate such mon as 
Rockefeller and J. Pierpont Morgan. As to 
the men actually handling the deal they 
have settled on Jim Keéne and “‘ Deacon ”’ 
Ss. V. White. There is some circumstantial 
evidence which would lead to the belief tnat 
these are the people in control and if so, a 
pat illustration will be presented of retribu- 
tive justice. 

Back in 1879 Jim Keene ran a corner in 
wheat which was one of the notable deals 
in the history of grain speculation. When 
he had it well under way the local crowd of 
speculators raided the market, and by means 
not altogether creditable succeeded in doing 
him out of $1,000,000 

Deacon White's latest unfortunate experi- 
ence on the Chicago Board of Trade was on 
a corn deal of much more recent date. 

Both the gentlemen mentioned have full 
cause-to be “ sore ’.at the Board of Trade 
and would feed fat on ancient grudge. 

The main features of the Keene corner 
are fresh in the memory of many of the local 
traders. The Chicago end of it was run by 
the firm of J. K. Fisher & Co. “ Archie”’ 
Fisher was the office man. James K. Fisher 
put in most of -his time oscillating between 
here and New York. While in the latter 
city early in ’79 he was introduced to “ Jim " 
Keene and succeeded in interesting him in 
the wheat market. 

Within three or four months of the time 
of the original purchase Keene was long 
about 4,000,000 bushels. The process had 
been to buy it so gradually that the price 
was not particularly affected. There is no 
telling to what length the corner might 
have run had it not been for a deeply laid 
scheme to manipulate the market and create 
heavy losses for the New York speculator, 

At the time the trick was sprung J. K, 
Fisher was traveling in Burope. His 
brother, however, was in this city attending 
to all the details of what was expected to 
be a deal of enormous proportions. One 
morning in March a telegram was received 
at Fisher’s office reading: ‘“ Sell my wheat 
as the market will take it without affect- 
ing prices."" This was signed “ James R. 
Keene.”” The telegram was opened by Tom 
Bellas before ** Archie ” Fisher had reached 
the office. Mr. Bellas recognized the im- 
portance of the message and lost no time 
in communicating with the active partner 
of the firm by telephone. 

Both Fisher and Bellas thought it strange 
that Keene did not sign his message with 
the cypher word “ Africa,”’ as had been 
his custom in all telegraphic correspond- 
ence, but they concluded he either wanted 
to give “the boys” an inkling of what he 
intend: to do or to put them on the wrong 
track. They thought he figured on a leak 
somewhere along the line. 

Fisher went on 'Change and after selling 
1,000,000 bushels or so telegraphed Keene 
the result of his operation. It was paralyz- 
ing information to the New-Yorker and 
was his first intimation that some unscrupu- 
Jous operator had taken his name in vain. 
Keene insisted that he had sent no orders 
to sell his holdings and it was not long be- 
fore the fact of the bogus message became 
public. 

Minimizing Its Effect. 

In order to minimize its effect all the local 
people cofhected with the deal in any way 
made light of the affair; and, on the after- 
noon session. bought back as much of the 
wheat as they could get. The next day 
Fisher put Henry Norton and Nurton F. 
Cobb tn the market and bought back all 
that was not secured the day before. Fish- 
er's loss on this particular transaction 
amounted to only a few thousand dollars. A 
committee of the board, Charlies Counsel- 
man and O. H. Roche being members ther- 
on, made an elaborate investigation into the 
facts of the case, but they never discovered 
the author of the bogus telegram. 

This affair, which gave Mr. Fisher an 
unpleasant day or more, was only one of the 
incidents in which the local people, who 
were then prominent, but who, in many 
cases, have passed out of mind, beat the 
New-Yorker. The verdict of the specula- 
tive,public has not been unanimous on the 
matter. On one side it has been claimed that 
it was a fair fight to a finish—on the other 
that Mr. Keene was plundered just as much 
as if he had been sandbagged for his “ roil.”’ 


May Have Full Satisfaction. 


If Keene and Deacon White have run the 
presént deal the Board of Trade and the 
lineal descendants of the ’79 speculators do 
not owe them another cent. They have 
their pound of flesh, principal and interest. 
They have also demonstrated that while 
they were wrong On some other o¢casions 
they have been able to rise to an opportunity 
and teach even the Chicago board a trick 
or two. 

It is perhaps guesswork on the part of the 
people who believe that White and Keene, 
backed by unlimited Eastern capital and 
with a select following from St. Louis and 
perhaps from the Northwest, have the situa- 
tion in hand. The theory has elements of 
probability. 

A member of the leading brokerage house 
in the deal is Deacon White’s nephew, and 
George B, French has been in direct tele- 
phonic connection with New York people 
ever since the deal was fairly started. The 
Allen-Grier-Zeller house is a §&t. Louis 
product, and represents the heaviest St. 
Louis speculators. The leaders named are 
worthy to conduct a big play in which a lot 
of raw operators would have long ago lost 
their heads. 


Methods Are Conservative. 

At the inception of the deal, which has at- 
tracted so much attention, and which up to 
date has been so successful, the methods 
used were the most conservative. The per- 
sonnel of the leading operators was careful- 
ly concealed, and apparently Joe Leiter was 

forward as the stalking horse to 
conceal principals, at which the entire spec- 
ulative trade might have taken alarm. All 


| the buying orders that the buying was based 
on a recognition of conditions of actual sup- 


syndicate liquidated its line at 18 cents and 
75 cents, and apparently imbued with the be- 
lief that it had the market in its control 
sold a large quantity short. The market 
did not give, and the syndicate apparently 
decided that the situation was stronger than 
even it had believed, and that ali that was 
necessary was to get back in line and press 
advantages on the way up. 
Plays In and Out. 


It has done this and has carried on since 
that time a brilliant campaign. Its plays 
have been in and out and have included 
operations of the greatest magnitude in the 
privilege market. For weeks the syndicate 
has persistently bought calls and has kept 
shorts from getting protection by bidding 
the privileges out of theirreach. Yesterday 
it called wheat to the extent of 2,000,000 
bushels when the market was closing three- 
fourths of a cent below the privilege price. 

It was not until after the syndicate had 
taken its second thought regarding its sales 
at 75 cents that it went into corn and oats. 

Since that time the feature in the three 
markets has been the trading by Allen- 
Grier. It has been on an enormous scale, 
with thé same plays on calls as in wheat. 
Such operations are something new to the 
Chicago board. 

It is estimated that the syndicate has 
taken 20,000,000 bushels of corn on calls. 
It has sold heavily from time to time, just 
as it did yesterday. All the calls at the 
close on Friday were called, and yesterday 
the syndicate sold upwards of 3,000,000 bush- 
els of corn. To all appearances the plan is 
for an indefinite campaign in coarse grains 
as in wheat. The syndicate’s brokers have 
been changing oats and corn from Septem- 
ber to the more deferred deliveries nearly 
every day this week. 


WHAT THE BIG OPERATORS SAY. 


Big Foreign Demand and the Shortage 
at Home Will Keep Wheat 
Up in Price. 


William T. Baker, President of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, and other operators 
were interviewed yesterday in relation to 
the immense rise in the price of wheat. Fol- 
lowing is what they had to say: 

W. T. Baker, President of the Board of 
Trade—W heat should never have sold below 
a dollar, and unless there is more wheat 
brought forward somewhere the present 
prices will look low. There is no wheat 
anywhere in comparison to requirements. 
Huurope has eg to recognize the shortage 
there and in all the surplus countries. The 
United States has by comparison a good sup- 
ply, but the Northwestern crop is damaged 
to a greater extent than the trade will ad- 
mit. Chicago has no stocks, the seaboard 
has no supplies, and the receipts right in the 
midst of harvest give an idea of the situa- 
tion. Minneapolis only got a few cars of 
contract wheat today. Shipments from pri- 
mary points exceéd receipts. These are fig- 
ures back of which the trade cannot go. 

George F. Stone, Secretary of the Board 
of Trade—I have never seen anything like 
it before in my Own experience. In a com- 
paratively few days wheat has gone from 
64 cents to $1. This will have an almost 
immediate effect upon all lines of business. 
It will at once bring foreign capital to this 
country, the increased demand being on for- 
eign orders. The farmers will be better off 
and will spend more money and pay off their 
debts. An immense volume of capital will 
Thus be put in circulation, and other capital 
that has been in hiding will seek investment. 
This is all based on actual commercial con- 
ditions that seem to warrant even higher 
prices. It has been no jugglery of the mar- 
ket. The Chicago wheat market has been 
a world market, its quotations being based 
on the actual supply and demand conditions 
in the cereal markets of the world. 

George T. Smith—The rise in prices has 
been due to no speculative flurry or un- 
natural conditions, but to actual shortage 
in the world’s crops and increased foreign 
demand. The revival of business in other 
lines and general good times also affect 
the market. It is like the boom after the 
panic of '79 was broken and the higher prices 
that have come are going to stay. Wheat 
will certainly stay above 80 cents for the 
season. sail 

8S. W. Lamson—<As long as wheat continues 
to go out faster than it comes in, it will 
go up. This week 5,200,000 bushels have 
gone abroad. This is not a speculative mar- 
ket, or a rise due to speculation. The prime 
element in the market is the foreign demand 
and the shortage in the world’s crop, and it 
is a noticeable feature that while wheat has 
advanced 16 cents here in the last week, it 
has gone up 14% cents in Liverpool in the 
same time. I expect to see farmers selling 
freely next week, and there will be some- 
thing of a slump. If outsiders had pursued 
their usual policy on 4 rising market and all 
been buyers, the bucket shops would “all 
have been broken by this time, but they have 
not and I know of none that has been a 
serious loser. 

F. G. Logan—Burope is short 384,000,000 
bushels of wheat on this year’s crop. Amer- 
jicans hardly believe the reports yet, but this 
shortage is true and will have its natural and 
permanent effect on prices in America the 
remainder of this season. I have advices to- 
day that Halliday Bros. of Cairo, large 
millers, havé sold 200,000 bushels of wheat 
they bought for grinding to St. Louis ex- 
porters, the demand being so great they 
thought they could realize better on it that 
way than holding it. The Victoria Milling 
company in 8t. Louis did the same thing 
with their wheat. The extraordinary thing 
is the advance in Liverpool today in 
spot wheat of from three to over seven cents 
a bushel for various grades as compared 
with yestefday’s closing prices. In the face 
of that, look at yesterday's government re- 
port from Washington that places an esti- 
mate of 458,000,000 on the total yield of this 
country. If the United States does not raise 
more than that, wheat will go to $1.50 a 
bushel. Prices will not drop much, even 
when wheat be#ins to move freely. I know 
of no losers from the bulge except perhaps 
a few short exporters. 

A. W. Allen of Allen, Grier & Zeller com- 
pany—Our view of the present situation is 
that the rise in prices is due to natural 
causes, the shortage in Europe and the 
foreign demand haying sent prices up. We 
know of no corner in the market anywhere 
or any large holdings. 

Robert Lindblom—No one has made much 
by this rise in wheat for the simple reason 
no one has had wheat to sell. The foreign 

p is short and foreign orders have sent 

ices up. As soon as the farmers begin 
selling freely prices will go down again to 
85 and perhaps to 80 cents, but the market 
will rule above 80 cents on the crop. The 
bucket shops have not lost mioney; they 
have made money. The big St. Louis ex- 
porters have lost money, for they have sold 
abroad more than their holdings and are 
actually short themselves now, in spite of 
their long wheat in Chicago. During this 
bulge some speculators have made what 
another set of speculators have lost, but 
that doesn’t benefit the country or the 


farmers. 


FARMERS WANT HARVEST HELP. 


Heavy Demand at Minneapolis and the 
Railroads Make Low Rates—<All 
Excited Over the Rise. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 21.—[Special. }— 
The brokers at the Chamber of Commerce 
are making no end of noise in connection 
with the rise in wheat, but little business 
js done. The crowd simply stands aside and 
cheers at every boom, and seems to have 
settled down to the idea that the market has 
decided to go up and there is no way to stop 
it. Wheat, however, is the one topic of con- 
versation in Minneapolis now. People who 
could never guess within 200,000,000 bushels 
of a year’s crop have become interested. 
Considerable politics has been dragged into 
the conversations, and every known silver 
man is driven to cover.

Operators at Gotham. 


BIG SHIPMENTS TO ENGLAND 


New York, Arg. 21.—[Special.}]—Sensa- 
tional features were present again today in 
the wheat pit at the Produce Exchange 
and quotations for futures were boosted 
Skyward. Cash wheat prices also made 
another jump and the prices for the coarse 
grains—corn and oats—and for flour trav- 
eled up in sympathy. The flour market was 
excited as a result of the advance in wheat, 
with spring patents selling at $6 a barrel, 
compared with $4.20 at the beginning of 

uly, 

In the case of wheat it was again a run- 
away market, with all news construed to 
favor the bulls. Puts on September wheat 
were quoted at 94 cents and calls at $1.14, 
nepresenting a spread of 20 cents. The offi- 
cial close for that future was 99% cents. 

At the opening September sold, on simul- 
taneous sales made in different parts of the 
pit, all the way from $1.01 to $1.02 a bushel, 
against 99% cents, the closing price on Fri- 
day. The official closing at noon, after one 
and one-half hour’s trading, was $1.05% 
The cash wheat quotations of today have 
not been equaled since August, 1891. 

Operators are credited with having made 
big fortunes out of dealings. 

J. Pierpont Morgan is credited with hav- 
ing already added $750,000 to his fortune. 

James R. Keene took occasion to make a 
second fortune out o7 the golden cereal, but 
Just what its size is has not been estimated. 

Ex-Governor Roswell P. Flower is cred- 
ited with having put $125,000 to the good 
by his shrewd manipulations of yesterday. 

George B. French made a half million for 
himself and a few associates in less than 
two days, according to estimates of Wall 
street men. 

Firms like McIntyre & Wardwell and Mil- 
mine, Bodman & Co. are said to have 
scooped up over $200,000 each for their 
operations. 


STRIKES PAR AT CINCINNATI. 


Cash Wheat Sold for Milling Purposes 
at a Dollar Per Bushel—Profes- 
sionals on Wrong Side. 


Cincinnati, O., Aug. 21.—[Special.}|—The 
predictions by close observers of prices on 
cereals were verified on ‘change this morn- 
ing. Cash wheat reached the dollar figure. 
The first transaction was the sale of a car 
by William McQuillan of the Union Grain 
and Hlay company to Henry Nagel, propri- 
etor of the Brighton Mills. Mr. Nagel 
bought, presumably, to grind. There was 
much excitement on the floor during the 
trading hours, and figures were given the 
closest attention. Not since Octéber, 1891, 
has wheat sold at a dollar in this market. 
It reached a general average for the month 
of February of 92 cents in 1892. 

B. W. Wasson is accredited with having 
made several thousand dollars in the manip- 
ulations of the last few days. Mr. Wasson 
bought all the cash wheat he could get at 
92 cents. He is now supposed to be enjoy- 
ing the fruits of his wisdom. Some predict 
that cash wheat will go to $1.10, and there 
are some confident that even $1.50 may be 
reached if foreign crop reports continue to 
show evidences of underestimates of yield. 

In 1890 wheat reached the dollar figure 
here and over. In April, 1801, it jumped to 
‘$.16. Bucket-shops have caught the fever, 
and ft is reported that a number of unprofes- 
sional traders have made handsome profits, 
while in the main the professionals have 
cause to regret their transactions. 


REALIZATIONS AT ’FRISCO, CAL. 


Wheat Advances but Has a Sharp 
Break on Profit Taking—Much"® 
' Money Won and Lost. 


San Francisco, Cal,, Aug. 21.—[Special. ]— 
There was great excitement on the Board 
this morning as wheat continued its ad- 
vance. The highest price reached was 
$1.68% per cental for December, which was 
touched early in the morning session, but 
before the close there was a sharp decline, 
due to an advance in charter rates and heavy 
selling by those who feared to carry over 
their stock till Monday, and December re- 
ceded to $1.66%, closing at $1.67%. This is 2 
cents below the opening price, but 3 cents 
above last night’s close. 

Street rumors credit big operators with 
gains of $300,000, but these reports cannot 
be confirmed, 

G. W. MeNear is undoubtedly a heavy win- 
ner. He has thirty big warehouses in the 
farming counties under his control. 

H. J. Crocker and Maurice Casey have 
cleared up $50,000 each inf a few days. 

Max Brooks, the broker, has made $40,100. 

The big firm of Eppinger & Co. is on the 
wrong side, but may have spot wheat to 
meet calls. Among others who have been 
on the wrong side of the market are Sol 
Wangenheim & Co., Joseph Rosenberg, Leon 
Kausman, and Tom Watson. Watson is 
said to be handling Spreckels’ money. 

The advance in wheat since Aug. 2 has 
been worth $3,000,000 to California firms. 


GOES TO $1.05-AT ST. LOUIS. 


Cash Wheat Reaches That Figure and 
All Options Go Above $1—Big 
Fortunes by the Bull Pool. 


St. Louls, Mo., Aug. 21,—[Special.]—For 
the first time in six years the prevailing 
option on wheat sold at $1 a bushel on the 
Merchants’ Exchange here today. For the 
first time.in the history of the exchange two 
active options were held, aboVe $1 simul- 
teneuosly. Cash wheat sold at $1.05. — 

The opening advance here was made solely 
on the strength of Chicago’s curb, but the 
subsequent strength of the market was 
based largely on news of a decided bullish 
character. 

Intense excitement prevailed. among 
traders until the close, when the December 
option was quoted at $1.02%, an advance of 
5% cents on the day.

LONDON BUYS AT PHILADELPHIA 


Despite the Sharp Rise Wheat Is Being 
Rushed Across the Ocean as 
Fast as Boats Can Be Had. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 21.—[Special.)— 
Another exciting day was experienced in the 
local wheat market. The extraordinary rise 
in: September futures at Chicago and New 
York was reflected on the local exchange and 
the pit was a howling mob from the opening 
until the closing sessions. 

This sharp rise was partially foreshadowed

- Cago after the official close. At onetime the 


market was so erratic and wild that it was 
almost impossible to trade, prices being 1 to 
1% cents apart. Operators were in a ram- 
pantly bullish mood all day and large pur- 
chases for export were reported and heavy 
buying orders were executed for London ac- 
count. The close was at the best prices of 
the day. 

The bears are looking for a slump early 
next week, claiming the prices are merely 
brought abovt by American speculators.

ENGLAND CAUGHT UNPREPARED 


Big Bulge in Wheat Finds the British 
Short—Westminster Gazette 
Mourns. 


London, Aug. 21.—The fact that the prico 
of wheat has reached $1 a bushel in the 
United States has produced considerable 
eicitement among grain speculators and 
others in London. The Secretary of the 
Baltic said: 

“ Of course, we have been caught largely 


short. The rise in the price of wheat, with 


the uncertainties of the future, makes a 
somewhat hysterical market. The rise of 
six pence in the price of barley today, for 
example, was due to no assignable cause. 
There is no speculation here as it is known 
on Wall street, though there is some spec- 
viation at Liverpool.” 

The Secretary of the Corn Exchange re- 
marked: ‘‘ There is no speculation here, as 


such transactions are generally known. 


There has been a disposition upon the part 
of the outside public to bear the market, 
but the brokers have dissuaded their clients 
from so doing. The rise in prices yesterday 
morning and today was not due so much to 
‘dollar wheat’ as to the buying by France, 
where the harvestings are proving disap- 
pointing. Our millets, too, are short. Our 
brokers have not made much, as they he!d 
no stocks, but, it is needless to say, the rise 
of half a crown in the price of wheat yes- 
terday makes the liveliest times on Mark 
Lane. The Americans have apparently got 
it all their own way.” 

The Westminster Gazette this afternoon, 
referring to the rise in the price of wheat, 
cays: 

“It is an unmerited stroke of good luck for 
President McKinley’s government, which 
ought to have been overtaken by swift 
calamity for shamelessly paying election 
debts to the trusts by the passage of the 
Dingley bill.”’ 

_ At the same time the Westminster Gazette 

finds comfort in the allegation that “ the 

ne are made to look foolish,” and 
s: 

“The Western farmers will see at once 
that high prices are compatibie with a 
standard, and the destruction of Bryan 
his panacea is boynd toc follow. But, i 
President McKinley’s supporters are wise 
they will not for a moment imagine that 
when they dispose of the silver craze they 
will dispose of the revolt against American 
capitalists, who have never used their puwer 
so ruthlessly as since the last Presidential 
election.” 

The Westminster Gazette then proceeds to 
denounce the “extortions” of the new 
United States tariff, which, it adds, “ is one 
of the worst and most fruitless sources of 
corruption of public men and public serv- 
ants.”* . 

In conclusion, the Westminster Gazette 
says: , 

“The degree of success which has at- 
tended Bryan shows that the Americans are 
becoming alive to the rottenness of some- 
thing, and next time the campaign will be 
directed less to the gold standard than to the 
standard of public life.’

18, 1896, it would have soid for only $77,081,- 
000; a gain for the Nebraska farmer in one 
year of $18,838,500. 

The gain to the farmer computed in silver 
for 1897 over 1806 is a small matter of 25,- 
623,500 ounces, or about one-half of the total 
output of the United States. In other words, 
on the markets of the world the wheat crop 
of Nebraska is worth more than the total 
silver output of the United States. 

The value of the five principal crops of 
Nebraska for 1897 as shown by the figures 
given before expressed in ounces of silver is 
183,079,640 ounces, or 33,079,640 ounces more 
than the total silver output of the world.

GO TO SEE NIAGARA FALLS. 


Scientists Leave Toronto for a Day and 
Visit the Wonder of 
America. 


CaicaGo TRIBUNE BUREAU, 
Toronto, Ont., Aug. 21. 

This has been excursion day in the pro- 
gram of the great gathering of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science. 
The magnificent aggregation of brains here 
has for the time stopped its steady peeerey | 
on the hard problems of science, and instea 
has spent this most beautiful of days In the 
enjoyment of nature’s greatest wonder— 
Niagara Falls. From the beginning of the 
arrangements for this week of scientific de- 
liberation here, Saturday has been set aside 
in all departments as the great chance for 
the distinguished foreigners to see the far- 
famed Niagara Falis, In consequence 
practically all the sections stood adjourned 
today, and nearly 1,000 out of the visiting 
1,600 made the trip to the wonderful water- 
fall. 

Today has been their day of recreation, to- 
morrow they have set aside as a day of rest. 
Monday work begins again in earnest. 

A more pleased body of white-headed old 
men than that which arrived late in the 
evening on the steamer Chicora could not be 
found in North America. In spite of the 
fateful name of the vessel which brought 
them back, fhere had been no bad lick 
features, and the perfection of weather and 
magnificence of the scenery had left a last- 
ing impression of delight. In the minds of 
a majority of the foreigners this has been 
the banner day of the whole gathering. 

These remarkable old men, who are as 
interested as children in anything that ex- 
tends their stock of knowledge, left Toronto 
in the morning by steamboat. After a beau- 
tiful trip across Lake Ontario they reached 
American soil at Lewiston, N. Y., and 
changed to the enterprisng little trolley line 
which runs along the brink of the great 
fapids to Niagara. They saw the white fury 
of the whirlpool rapids and the tremendous 
maelstrom of the whiripool itself, where 
driftwood and logs and trees go sailing 
around and around forever. They strained 
their necks to look upward at the great 
cantalever and suspension bridges and 
peered downward speechiess at the tremen- 
dous wrath of the great white wedge which 
throws spray thirty feet high into the neck 
of the gorge. They saw and marveled, and 
then they reached the incomparable grand- 
eur of the falls and were overcome. 

After dinner in Niagara the party went out. 
to the wonderful power-house, whose wide- 
reaching arms of wire are making a new era 
in the practical science of the world. They 
saw tremendous turbines, each developing 
10,000 horse power, and the huge, whirling 
dynamos above that broke all records in 
electrical construction. They peered down 
into the great shaft, 140 feet deep, where 
enough more turbines are to be placed to 
make the greatest power plant in the world. 
They looked through the glass doors at the 
strange, massive, brass instruments of the 
switchboard, and gazed into the tunnel 
where wires run that are charged with a 
hundred times the voltage of death. Then 
they came back again to the cataract. 

The first wonder workers of the nineteenth 
century stood at the brink of the American 
falls, watching the great skeins and rivers 
of water, like — giass, take the down- 
ward plunge from unfler their feet, and were 
speechless in the presence of a greater won- 
der than they had even dreamed, They 
crossed the bridge to Goat Island and stood 
surrounded by foam and deafened by the 
roar or sat in the bow of the Maid of the 
Mist and were drenched by the spray. They 
drew scientific conclusions from the layers 
of the huge rocks and from the rainbow 
spinning in the mist. They crossed the sus- 
pension bridge to the Canadian side and 
marveled at the great curve of dazzling 
foam, and journeyed along the bluff, looking 
at the Chippewa Rapids above the falls. 
Later, filled to overflowing with the grand- 
eur of the scene, they boarded the electric 
ear and flew along the crest of the bluff 
to Queenstown in time to catch the steam- 
ers for Toronto. Another perfect cruise 
across the lake, with a glorious sunset and 
afterward the stars, followed. And when 
the lights of the great harbor came close 
it was a quietly thankful crowd that gath- 
ered up its baggage after a day of astonish- 
ing interest. 

But it was not entirely a gathering of old 
men and of snowy locks that made the trip. 
The younger enthusiasts were there, the 
bone and sinew of seience that is relied upon 
for the coming recruits to the ranks of the 
mentally great. There were black heads 
among the white, and wives and daughters 
helped swell the throng.

GOFF SUSTAINS JACKSON. 


Punishment for Invading Fri- 
vate Property. 


THEIR RIGHT TO ASSEMBLE. 


Wheeling, W. Va., Aug. 21.—[Special. }-- 
Judge Nathan Goff of the United Siates 
Circuit Court of Appeals today rendered his 
decision in the case of tho twenty-seven coul 
strike leaders who were arrested at the 
Montana mines in the Fairmont region on 
Wednesday for violation of United States 
Judge Jackson's injunction restraining them 
from marching through the property cf the 
mine company. The charge was contempt 
of court, and while 200 strikers were arrest- 
ed only these twenty-seven were held for the 
hearing. | 

It was the first test of the injunction 
theory as applied to labor agitations in this 
State, and excited much attention. Two 
days were spent in hearing evidence and 
arguments. Judge Goff's decision holds that 
the miners had a right to hold meetings and 
camp and march along the public roads, but 
it sustained the point made against them 
that they repeatedly marched up and down, 
time after time, in the road running through 
the Montana company’s property, after hav- 
ing been made aware of the contents of 
Judge Jackson's restraining order and in- 
junction. 

The decision is quite lengthy and holds 
that the marching of men in large bodies in 
the road leading through the mine property 
was a show of force, and that, therefore, the 
defendants are guilty of contempt of the 
mandate of the court. In considerativn of 
the circumstances, however (the strikers 
claiming that they had no intention of in- 
timidating the working miners, violating the 
law, or disturbing the peace), Judge Goff 
said he would be lenient and sentence each 
of the twenty-seven to jail for three Jays. 
He further eased the sentence by instructing 
that the men be released on Monday morn- 
ing. 

What the effect of the decision will be re- 
mains to be seen. The operators believe it 
will break up the camps ond the marching of 
the men, but the strike leaders say thes will 
continue their campaign on the lines here- 
tofore followed, but that they will be as 
careful as possible about observing the prop- 
erty rights of the mine companies; The 
prisoners are now in jail at Clarksburs, and 
appear to be in good spirits. They claim 
that they are not at all dissatisfied with the 
result of the trial, as Judge Goff's decision 
sustains the right of public assemblage and 
to march on the public thoroughfares. It is 
this point that has been disputed ali along 
by those who placed a radics«i construction 
on Judge Jackson's injunction, and the 
miners now admit that the understandiag 
that it interfered with their rights of free 
spéech and the right of public assemblage 
was erroneous. Much interest is being taken 
in the outcome. . 

All is quiet in the Fairmont region. Theo 
conditions there are peculiar, as less than 
one-third of the miners are on strike, and 
they are not striking on account of any 
grievance, but wholly through sympathy. 
While this sympathy strike may grow, it 
is not believed that any serious trouble will 
occur, as today’s developments in the court 
have served to make clear the precise scope 
of the injunction and the rights the strikers 
have under it. The operators are also satis- 
fied with the decision. 


MEET TO SETTLE THE STRIKE. 


Colonel Rend’s Conference Is to Take 
Place Tomorrow in Pitts- 
burg. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Auk. 21.—[fpecial.}—This 
afternoon a conference between Colonel W. 
P. Rend, Frank M. Osborn, and G. W. 
Schieuderberg, the committee representing 
the Pittsburg coal operators, and District 
President Patrick Dolan of the United Mine 
Wetkers’ union was held in the offices of 
the Robbins “val company. 

As a result of thefr talk it was decided to 
call a general joint meeting of operators 
and representatives of the miners in this 
city on Monday, when an effort to settle the 
strike will be made. President Dolan said 
National President Ratchford and National 
Secretary Peurce and members of the Na- 
ticnal Executive board will attend, 

The plan of the operators is to start the 
mines at once pending a settlement, but 
not at the 60-cent rate which the miners 
demand. President Dolan said the miners 
would oppose the reopening of the mines 
while the negotiations are under way at less 
than 69 cents. Some of the operators want 
to pay 60 cents, while others are willing to 
increase the rate to Gi cents. It is not likely 
the miners’ officials will agree to anything 
below 68 cents until the peace negotiations 
are concluded. 

President Dolan said: “ We will go into 
the conference no matter how many States 
are represented, but there will be no open- 
ing of the mines pending the settlement at 
anything less than 69 cents. If the miners 
go to work at that price and the conference 
afterwards fails to agree on a permanent 
rate satisfactory to us, then we will call the 
diggers out again. We have the strike won 
anda by consenting to a compromise confer- 
euce we are merely showing our disposition 
to agree to anything reasonable and just.”’ 

The first arrests of striking mimers for a 
violation of the injunction issued by Judges 
B. H. Stowe and F. H. Collier were made at 
Pium Creek at 4 o'clock this morning. The 
men arrested were: Samuel Sheppard, Den- 
nis O’Cunnell, Richard Barnes, Peter Co}- 
lins, and John Flynn. When asked why 
they were walking along the road they re- 
plied that they were not allowed to go in 
the fields and could not walk on the tele- 
graph and telephone wires or on the tops 
of trees. 


They were taken to the court-house and 
insisted upon being locked up pending their 
Hearing. An fhformation was entered 
against them on a charge of unlawful as- 
sembly. Sheriff Lowry consulted with his 
attorney and decided to allow the strikers 
to go free on their own recognizance unti] 
Aug. S51. The strikers refused to accept their 
liberty and wanted to be locked up, but the 
Sheriff turned them loose. They went back 
to Camp Isoiationat Plum Creck. ThdéSher- 
iff says he is taking steps to break up the 
camp, but the willingness of the strikers to 
be arrested makes this difficwit, .

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug, 21.—A committee ap- 
pointed by the coal operators sent out the 
following for publication tonight: | 

Facts developed within the last few days 
disclose that the coal] producers of the Pitts- 
burg district are confronted with the com- 
bined opposition of the miners’ organization 
and a coalition of the producers of Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois. That there 1s a well- 
considered plan on the part of these West- 
ern producers to supplant the Pittsburg 
operators in the Northwestern markets for 
the eoal required for the coming winter is 
evidenced by the influences which have been 
set in motion to prolong the strike, making 
it impossible to get Pittsburg coal to the 
upper lake ports before the close of lake nav- 
igation. It is equally true that, willingly or 
ignorantly, the miners’ organization is act- 
ing in harmony with the producers of other 
States to accomplish the purpose intended. 
In view of the futile efforts which have been 
made to maintain an inter-State agree- 
ment in former years, the proposition of Mr. 
Ratchford and his advisers to settle only 
by an inter-State conference is impractica- 
ble and impossible for the reason that the 
operators of other States and sections refuse 
to enter into Buch a conference. 

“The operators of the Pittsburg district 
have asked for a conference with the of- 
ficials of the miners’ organization, and have 
given evidence of the sincerity of their mo- 
tives and the truthfulness of their repre- 
sentations by agreeing to submit their side 
of the controversy to disinterested men for 
arbitration, feeling assured of the strength 
of their position. Finally, and reluctantly, 
it seems, a conference has been accorded, 
to take place on Monday. They hope for a 
satisfactory settlement. They also feel that 
the call issued by the officers of the miners 
for a convention of all the discontented and 
misguided elements of the country to ar- 
raign the courts and impugn the administra- 
tion of the laws of the land, makes their 
cause the cause of every law-abiding citizen 
of the country, if law is to remain supreme. 
The institutions of the country are not to 
be imperiled, and the menacing attitude 
taken is not to disturb that tardy returning 
confidence upon which business largely de- 
pends, and which stimulates enterprise. 

“It is felt that a statement of the side of 
the operators is due the public, in order that 
a clear and impartial understanding of the 
merits and demerits of the controversy may 
be arrived at. They hope for an amicable 
settlement in the Pittsburg district, know- 
ing that such a result will follow in all other 
districts and States. If it should fall, they 
must put their mines in operation, unless 
they-are willing to consent to sacrifice their 
market for the remainder of the year, and 
imperil all business relations for future 
years, besides laying themselves open to 
charges of violating contracts with their 
customers. They have been patient, but the 
time has come when coal miust be going 
forward, if the market is to be held against 
those who seek to displace them.”’ 


STRIKERS DISTURB A COURT. 


Exciting Scene at .Scottdale, Pa., in 
Connection with the Labor 
Troubles. 


Scottdale, Pa., Aug. 21.—The charges of 
disorderly conduct against Jates Durkin 
and other mill strikers has created intense 
excitement. The hearings were before Jus- 
tice J. K. Eicher at noon today, anda crowd 
of several hundred men forced themselves 
into the justice’s office and others surround- 
ed the building. After the testimony was 
heard and the justice indicated that he was 
going to decide Bgainst the defendants the 
crowd commenced howling and cheering, 
and could only be quieted by the announce- 
ment that the justice would reserve his de- 
cision. 

Burgess Porter acted as attorney for the 
defendants, and he and Manager Skemp 
nearly came to blows. Justice Eicher was 
indignant and declared that he Would allow 
no mob to force him to render a décision, and 
several times called on the offi to make 
arrests, but none were made. ¢ situation 
is critical and serious trouble is feared. 


RATCHFORD DOES NOT AGREE. 


Says the Executive Board Will Not Go 
’ Into the Pittsburg Con- 
ference. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 21.—[Special.]}—Prest- 
dent Ratchford of the United Mine Workers 
said today before leaving Massillon that the 
Executive board would have nothing to do 
with the proposal of the Pittsburg operators 
for a conference looking to a settlement of 
the strike. He says the board is ready to 
consider overtures for the arbitration of the 
issues involved in the great strike only when 
the overtures come from all the operators 
in the competitive district. 

At headquarters today it was said that the 
replies of the allied unions to the circular 
asking for a conference at St, Louis om the 
80th inst. would begin to come in next week. 
President Gompers of the Federation of 
Trade Unions, who is in the city, says that 
he believes that the organization will join 
the miners in a sympathetic strike. Advices 
from other sources in the federation do not 
agree with this opinion. 


IN A FIGHT WITH A MAD HORSE. 


Policeman John Buttimer’s Desperate 
Struggie in a Stall with a 
Frantic Animal. 


Policeman John Buttimer was cornered in 
a boxstall with a maddened horse last even- 
ing, which, crazed with pain from a broken 
leg and several ineffective sh from the 
officer's revolver, tried to kick him to death. 
The policeman, when the chambers of his 
revolver were emptied, finally succeeded in 
climbing on a barrel in the stall, where he 
waited until assistance came in the person 
of Officer John Foley, who killed the animal.

and Massachusetts. The greatest battle, 
however, and the one in which Mr. Hanna is 
most deeply interested, will be fought with- 
in the boundaries of Ohio. But the main 
powwow between National committee man- 
agers and those they will meet as represent- 
atives of the various commonwealths has 
not come off as yet. 

Henry C. Payne and Charles G. Dawes 
were called upon at headquarters in the 
Auditorium yesterday by George E. Roberts 
of Iowa; E. V. Smalley, Secretary of the 
National Sound Money league; M. J. Dow- 
ling, Secretary of the Republican National 
league; 8. EK. Perkins, President of the Re- 
publican College league, and one or (wo 
others, but their talk was entirely informal 
and resulted in nothing definite being done. 

Await Major Dick’s Arrival. 

Matters are at a standstill pending the 
arrival in Chicago of Major Charles Dick, 
who, it is understood, is coming as the rep- 
resentative not only of his.State as chair- 
man of its Republican Central committee, 
but of Mr. Hanna, both as chairman of the 
National committee and as candidate for 
United States Senator. Mr. Hanna cannot 
come to Chicago, so he has intrusted the 
whole business to Henry C. Payne, Charies 
G. Dawes, and Major Dick, to do whatever 
they deem advisable. It was reported last 
night that the Major will arrive this even- 
ing or tomorrow morning. 

The general impression seems to be that 
through its auxiliary bodies, such as the 
Republican, Sound Money, and College 
leagues, the executive branch of the Na- 
tional committee can greatly assist the 
State committees in carrying on their cam- 
paigns. It is considered highly important 
that the result in every State shall be such 
as to prove an unqualified indorsement of 
McKinley’s administration. 


Reliance in National Committee. 


While there appears to be no discord so 
far as any of the party organizations are 
concerned, in lowa, Kentucky, Virginia, and 
Massachusetts, at the same time their best 
efforts to make a good showing are desired, 
and it is thought these can best be secured 
through direction of the National com- 
mittee. 

Things are much different in Ohio, and 
not as satisfactory as they might be in Mary- 
land. The Republican league, especially that 
portion of it directly involved in the affairs 
of the National league, in the Buckeye Btate, 
appears to be badly torn up with internal 
dissensions. It is divided into Foraker and 
Hanna factions.. The best information to 
be obtained is the Foraker faction has late- 
ly shown a disposition to act ugly. It is 
thought therefore that by getting 8. J. 
Crawford and M. J. Dowling, President and 
Secretary of the National league, to go 
into Ohio and take part in the campaign, 
they can bring about harmony. However, 
there is some doubt as to whether Mr. Craw- 
ford, who resides just across the river from 
Cincinnati, in Kentucky, would not be too 
much under the Foraker influence to take 
the field unprejudiced. 


Charge Against Dowling. 


But the Foraker faction makes the same 
kind of a charge against Mr. Dowling. They 
say he is under complete control of Hanna. 
His answer to them is he was one of the 
original McKinley men, and that by reason 
of a fight he made at Minneapolis the Min- 
neapolis delegation to the St. Louls conven- 
tion was instructed for McKinley.

*“‘ For several days the volcano had showed 
unusual activity, but on Friday morning a 
column of black smoke shot up from the 
crater and fire famed. Subterranean rum- 
bling was heard, and soon the rivers of 
molten lava began running down the sides 
of the mountain. 

“At 2 o’clock hot sand poured down like 
rain, completely obscuring the sun, and con- 
tinued till 10 at night. The sight was most 
appalling. Tre@s bent with the weight of 
sand, and foliage lost all natural color. The 
underground noises sounded like artillery 
fire in a great battle. 

“At night the crater seemed a burning 
mass, while flames and redhot stones were 
shot high in the air. Our position was be- 
coming dangerous, and the women and chil- 
dren were sent to the mountains of Manraro. 
Thé stones and ashes continued to fall over 
the Town of Libog all night, so that only 
the roofs of the houses could be seen. The 
only building left unburned and standing is 
the parish «church. 

“ The rain of ashes and sand reached Nue- 
va Caceres, fifty miles away. The eruption 
abated next day, but the'sand and ashes fell 
for several days. All the plantations and 
vegetation on the east sidé of the mountain 
have been destroyed.”

Condition of Peace Negotiations 
Leads to Caution. 


ENGLAND TAKES FIRM STAND 


[SPECIAL CABLE.) 
London, Aug. 21.—It is generally considered 


that the bomb outrages in Constantinople 
will prove a peg upon which to hang another 
Armenian massacre. The Turkish author'- 
ties, however, are thoroughly controlling the 
mob and preventing assemblages of vaga- 
bond Moslems. Numerous arrests have 
been made of both Turks and Armenians. 

The man who attempted to throw a bomb 
on Wednesday in the Ottoman Bank is an 
Armenian named Serkiz. He says that he 
arrived from Batoum, Russia, six months 
ago. He belonged to an association, the 
members of which drew lots to decide who 
should attempt to blow up the bank. The 
task fell to him, and he did his best to carry 
out the scheme of the conspirators. He dc- 
clares that he received ample funds from the 
association, and that an accomplice has ar- 
ranged for a second bomb explosion shouid 
the first prove successful. Twenty-five of 
the men implicated in the plot have been 
arrested. 

The firm stand taken by England against 
the occupation of Greek territory by the 
Moslems is perhaps the cause of the Porte’s 
moderation, which is due to the desire not 
to give color to the reasonableness of Ens- 
land’s objection to deliver Greek territory 
to the gentle mercy of the Sultan. Mean- 
while the deadlock in the peace negotiations 
continues. The Greek newspapers are 
elated over the stand taken by Great Brit- 
ain, and belaud Lord Salisbury. The Greek 
government is grateful, but displays no 
special anxiety to help the situation by rais- 
ing funds to pay the indemnity to Turkey. 
The fact is, the nation’s credit is so hope- 
lessly bad that nobody will lend it money. 
The only solution seems to be some form of 
control of the Greek finances, but to this 
Greece refuses to agree. 

The German government threatens to 
withdraw from the concert of the powers 
unless the Turks be allowed to continue 
their occupation of the Province of Thes- 
saly until the indemnity agreed upon be 
paid by Greece. 

Lord Salisbury now proposes that Greece 
shall pay a small annual sum on similar 
lines as Turkey’s indemnity to Russia, but 
there is little chance of the powers accepting 
this proposition. 

While Lord Salisbury’s attitude is general- 
ly approved in Great Britain, except by the 
ultra-Tories, it is recognized that a rigid 
matntenance thereof would defeat its own 
object. The Turks would remain in Thes- 
saly chuckling, the Thessalian refugees 
would remain a burden on the Grecian gov- 
ernment, and the position In Crete would 
daily become worse. It has been suggested, 
therefore, that Great Britain will probably 
withdraw from the concert of the powers, 
but Lord Salisbury is too well aware that 
such an’ act would incur the risk of a men- 
acing combination against Great Britain, 
whom the powers distrust and suspect of 


having land-grabbing designs, especially in 


regard to Crete. 

The continental newspapers, particularly 
those of Berlin and Vienna, violently attack 
Great Britain, and ascribe the bomb fnci- 
dents in Constantinople to her instigation, 
declaring that they were intended as coun- 
ter strokes to the Sultan's pan-Islamic prop- 
aganda. The result of the peace confer- 
ence which will take place tomorrow in Con- 
stantinople is awaited with anxiety. 

Tt was announced at Constantinople late 


this evening taat the peace conference which 
was to have been held tomorrow has been 
postponed owing to the fact that some of 
the Ambassadors have not received instruc- 
tions from their governments. It Is stated 
that Germany threatens to withdraw from 
the negotiations.

Under all circumstances the dispute cannot be subntitted to am umpire much before 
the meeting of Congress in December, when the Senate is expected to take up the 
annexation treaty. In the intérval, unless the administration at Washingten advises 
some other course, Hawaii wiil prepare its case with the idea‘of the United States 
passing on it and indorsing the position taken before the subject is submitted to arbi- 
tration. It will also wait till President McKinley or the State department is heard 
from before making known to Japan its preference in the choice of an arbitrator. 

In short, Hawaii assumes that the United States is as much concerned as she is. 

The advices brought by the Coptic fran Japan show an apparent acquiescence 
in the plan to arbitrate the immigration trouble, but it is with the expectation that the 
final decision will be in favor of Japan and that the doors of Hawaii will yet be 
opened to Japanese subjects. The notion that they can come without labor contracts 
with the Hawaiian government seems to have taken hold of a large element of the 


The idea that annexation may settie the question ‘before immigration can be re- 
sumed under an arbitration decision favorable to Japan is not entertained. 

The Japanese emigration companies which have offices in Honolulu are also ex- 
pecting to renew the profitable business in which they were engaged. Nevertheless, 
the Hawaiian government will not swerve from the stand it has taken against letting 
in the Japanese, except it makes the contract for the laborers itself, and it will make 
no contracts.

CHINA ADMITS THE INEVITABLE. 

The Chinese have made up their minds that annexation is going to come, and they 
want to be ready for it. Gro Kim Fue, the Consul, has protested mildly against the 
Hawaiian government putting into effect the United States exclusion jaws. 

The Hawaiian government has given evidence of its good faith in resisting the 
powerful influences exerted to secure a permanent registry for the steamer China of 
the Pacific Mail. A pledge was given by t he Annexation Commissioners while in 
Washington that pending action no registration should be granted foreign built ships 
which might seek to secure an American registry. The China is British built. A 
provisional registry was obtained for her from the Hawaiian Vice Consul in Lauda 
before the erder of the Hawaiian government against granting registry was re- 
ceived. The China sailed from San Franciseo and arrived in Honolulu under the 
Hawaiian flag. Her Captain at once applied for a permanent registry. Under it, 
when Hawaii becomes part of the United States, the China would be entitled to fly 
the American flag. The Cabinet agreed that the China should have a sea letter which 
would cover its voyage on to Yokohama aad Hongkong and back to San Francisco, 
but would not go beyond this temporary registry without assurances from Washing- 
ton that such a course would be satisfactory. The attorneys of the steamship com- 
pany refused to accept the decision of the Cabinet and appealed to the Hawaiian courts 
for a mandamus compelling the grant of a permanent registry. Meantime the China is 
expected to continue on her voyage under the sea letter. 

OWNERSHIP OF THE PALMYRA: GROUP. 

The question of the ownership of the Palmyra group of islands, several bundred 
miles south of Hawaii, need not necessarily cause trouble over annexation. The title 
to the islands can be settled as well a year hence by the United States and Great 
Britain as at the present time by Hawaii and Great Britain.

tion by which Hawaii assumed title in 1862.’ This at least is superior to the Eng- | 
lish claim, based on taking possession in 1889. The only ground on which the pos- 
session of Palmyra is worth a controversy relates to its utility for a cable landing.

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% VICTORY FOR NESBIT 


English Tennis Expert Wins 
a Match from Whitman. 


FIVE SETS ARE. PLAYED. 


American Makes a Gallant Fight 
to the Last Game. 


VISITOR’S PRACTICE TELIA. 


[BY R. D. WRENN, AMERICAN CHAMPION.] 

Newport, R. L, Aug. 21.—[{Special.]—The 
second big international match of the week 
in the championship lawn tennis tourna~- 
ment here drew a large enthusiastic 
crowd of spectators to the Casino this morn- 
ing, and fully 2,000 people sat around the 
championship court and applauded Nesbit 
and Whitman for three hours. 

The final outcome of the match hardly 
suited the patriotic spirit of most of the 
spectators, although Nesbit’s success will 
undoubtedly lend more interest to the final 
matches than would his defeat. Whitman 
beat Mahony yesterday quite badly, and 
there were many today who felt confident 
that he would repeat the trick again, al- 
though they were finally disappointed. It 
required close and exciting sets for the 
Englishman to dispose of the American, and 
before Nesbit had scored the last game he 
was forced to use every bit of skill he con- 
trolled. 

The games in the opening set alternated 
quite regularly, first-one player leading and 
then the other, until 6—all was called, when 
Nesbit managed to get the next twe games, 
and he ran out the game by 8—4. 


Witman Rushes the Game. 


In the second set Whitman started off with 
agreat rush. He took the firat three games 
in quick succession, but Nesbit replied with 
the fourth, fifth, and sixth by even easier 
scores. Whitman got the next game, and 
the Englishman added another to his score, 
and the set stood even at 4—all. 

At this point, however, Whitman made a 
spiendid brace and pulled out the next two 
games and tied the store at one set—all. 

In the third et success seemed to run in 
streaks, Whitman got the first two games, 
and then the Britisher took four in quick 
succession. 

Two long deuce games followed, each of 
the players scoring one of them, and then, 
with 6-8 in his favor, Nesbit lost the ninth 
and won the tenth game, giving him the set 
and what seemed at the time to be a com-, 
manding lead in the match. ’ 

The foreigner started well in the fourth set, 
teo, and some of the spectators gave up the 
match for lost and left in disgust. Those 
who remained to see it out, however, were 
more than well repaid, for Whitman seemed 
to realize the importance of the struggle he 
was making, and rose to the occasion in 
grand style. 


Last Struggle te Win. 


The fourth and fifth games were easily his, 
the foreigner not wining a single point in 
the latter, but the sixth was a long deuce 
game, in which each of tue players had sev- 
eral chances to win with a single good 
stroke. 

After Nesbit had missed an easy smash 
that might have turned the whole thing in 
his favor he pulled out of the game agd 
tied the set three-all. 

Not satisfied with this, the American keryt 
steadily at his work until he had taken three 
more games, anu with the last the set was 
his, and the score of match tied at two sets- 


all. 

The fifth set began amidst the greatest 
excitement after a short rest for the players. 
Every clever stroke was liberally applauded. 

Nesbit captured the first game and Whit- 
man the second, the loser’s score each time 
remaining at 30. Then the Britisher struck 
a winning streak and took three more 
games In quick succession, which gave him 
a heavy lead at 4—1. 

But Whitman was evidently prepared to 
die hard, and he buckled down to hard work 
with a grim determination to win or die. 


Deuce Called Eight Times. 


The sixth and seventh games were both 
his, the visitor being left at thirty each time. 
The eighth game, however, was the longest 
of the match, and deuce was called eight 
times before Whitman finally won the neces- 
sary two points in succession and tied thé 
score once more at 4-all. A generous round 
of applause greeted this plucky uphill fight 
on the part of the American expert, who 
evened up matters with a love game after 
losing the ninth. 

It was no use, however, for the foreigner 
was too steady forhim. Nesbit’s greater ex- 
perience told heavily in his favor and he 
finally captured the set, 7-5, with the next 
two games.

MICHAEL’S GREAT RIDE. 


LOWERS MANY RECORDS IN HIS RACE | 


WITH STARBUCK. 


Immense Crowds Gather at Manhattan 
Beach te Witness the Contest Be-« 
tween the Two Speedy Riders itn a 
Mateh Race at Thirty-three Miles 
Both Men Paced by Multicycles of 
Various Teams — Juul Cup Race— 
Delegates’ Road Race.

Manhattan Beach, N. Y.. A 21.— 
cial. ]—James Michael of tas Shae Gel 
cling club met and lowered the colors of 
Frank Starbuck today at the Manhattan 
Beach track in a thirty-three mile match 
race, breaking all records from fifteen miles 
to thirty-three miles, including the Amert- 
can hour record held by himself, and made 
in the race of last fall, in which Frank Star- 
eee ype a £ plucky fight. Starbuck 

me t today, but was in the 
hardest kind of luck, puncturing his tire 
after having lost over a lap to Michael. 

Starbuek was compelled to change wheels 
three times, but continued to the close of 
the race, finishing one mile and two-thirds 
and a half lap back of Michael. 

The wonderful Welshman never rode a 
better race than he rode today. His pace 
was regular, and he never faltered. Again 
and again the pacemakers were slowed 
while Michael was calling for faster pace. 
Toward the close the pace was not near fast 
enough for the lad, and at the finish he 
ducked his head for the first time, when he 
sailed grandly past the pacemakers to the 
finish some lengths ahead. 

The attendance lowered all records, crowd- 
ing the grand stands, the track side, and 
the track center, until riding was dangerous. 

Michael saw nothing but a sea of faces as 
he sailed around the track, sitting straight 
up, and smiling occasionally at the officials 
at his side, and ever ew chewing a tooth- 
pick, his usual co 

Michael missed the world” Ss competition 
record, 30 miles 600 yards, held by Stocks, 
lately made, by enly 307 yards. He did 30 
miles 298 yeards and one foot, and could have 
lowered the world’s record with the greatest 
ease had it not been for the constant danger 
from people walking out on the track, and 
heads and legs even intruding on the track, 
to his great danger. 

Both men had the largest teams of pace- 
makers ever employed, thirty-three men 
being included on each team. Michael had 
one sextuplet, one quintuplét, four quad- 
ruplets, and one triplet; and Starbuek had 
two sextuplets, one quintuplet, one quad- 
ruplets, and two triplets. Starbuck had 
slightly the better of the pacemaking. 

The story of the race is intensely interest- 
ing, and the crowd added interest to the con- 
test. At the start Starbuck had the pole, 
Michael next. 

Big Charlie Wells started Michael, 
“ Bundles’’ Dumbleton starting Starbuck. 
Starbuck wore the Quill club wheelmen em- 
blem. Michael had the suit of the Chicago 
Cycling club. 

Michael caught his pacemakers, and took 
the lead. 

At seven miles both men made pretty 
pickups, and Michael went by. He passed 
Starbuck as though that rider was standing 
still. The excitement was intense. At the 
finish of the eighth mile in 15:27 Michael was 
but six seconds back of record. Starbuck 
was being left behind, and the excitement 
increased. Shafer was checking his pace- 
makers. Starbuck was riding at his limit, 
and Michael could not get enough. 

In the second lap of the twenty-second 
mile Michael ran off and on the track, Star- 
buck being forced to swing wide by the acci- 
dent. Finishing the twenty-second mile 
Starbuck was in distress, and on the back- 
stretch sat up. Michael was gaining grad- 
ually. Starbuck's tire went flat at twenty- 
two and two-thirds miles, and he was ecom- 
pelled to give up. Starbuck to a 
wheel with a much lower gear and lost a haif 
mile by the slowing down and the change. 
At twenty-six miles, as finished by Michael, 
the little wonder went past Starbuck a mile 
and one-third ahead. Starbuck quit to 
change to his original wheel. 

The hour record of this country was passed 
in the twenty-eighth mile, which was fin- 
ished in 56:20%. At the twenty-seventh 
mile Michael was 4:25% ahead of his former 
record, made in his contest with Starbuck 
last fall, Starbuck was riding slowly and 
his pacemakers were sitting up. 

Michael did thirty miles in 50:44, and low- 
ered the American competition record for 
the hour by nearly three miles. Michael 
aid thirty and one-sixth miles in the hour. 
The people here ran out all over the track 
and blocked Michael, slowing him to a great 
extent. 

Michael sprinted past the pacemakers at 
the finish in 1:06:14%.

Blew of the Telegraphers. 

The government telegraphers havé rathe; 
overreached themselves. They bluffed the 
Postmaster General successfully into re«on- 
sidering their case, and at that stage they 
ought to have abandoned the game which 
could have yielded no more points for them; 
but when the government reconsideration 
Was discovered to have been merely a sub- 
terfuge to carry matters over until the pro- 
rogation of Parliament, the telegraphers 
got angry and resorted to their old methods. 
Then the Duke of Norfolk showed his teeth 
and immediately the would-be thutineers 
fled in wild dismay. They are to hold an- 
other conference in Liverpool tomorrow, at 
which there will be plenty of bold talking, 
because the session is to be secret, but all the 
grit has gone out of the men. The govern- 
ment has won and the telegraphers know 
it. In the course of the stirring agitation 
which has been going virtually since last 
May, the telegraphers have learned a g00d 
many things, one of which is that there are 
a good many more men than they thought 
of who can manipulate Wheatstone and 
Morse sounders. The discovery was an un- 
pleasant one to the government men, and 
they will now proceed to bring these out- 
siders into the union fold, so there may be 
no outsiders when the next struggle comes, 
about one month hence. 


Faure at St. Petersburg. 

Amid the variety of the conflicting rumors 
as to what the Czar and President Faure 
will talk about in St.. Petersburg it may be 
considered certain that the project of de- 
taching lialy from the British understand- 
ing or alliance will be discussed. The de- 
tachment of Italy will be comparatively 
easy if France is induced to give Italy a 
commercial treaty which will end the tariff 
war that has been raging so long. So far 
as the Czar is concerned, M. Faure’s visit 
will be barren of benefit to Russia if Francc 
and Italy are not brought into more friendly 
relationship. M. Nelidoff’s removal from 
Constantinopic to Rome is part’ of the 
scheme, and there is no reason to doubt 
that, given the French assistance referred 
to, he will prove entirely successful in cut- 
ting the slender cord binding England and 
Italy together for the maintenance of that 
shadowy idea diplomatically known as the 
Mediterranean equilibrium. 


May Move on Egypt. 

When that has been done the conspiring 
powers will commence an active diplomatic 
campaign against England, directed, per- 
haps, in the first instance, to compelling 
the British evacuation of Egypt. Mean- 
while, Italy is doing her best to make her 
friendship worth having. During the recent 
session the Chamber of Deputies made lib- 
eral allowances for the Italian fleet, to se- 
cure the assistance or the neutrality of 
which is the main object of Russia and 
France, but an arrangement has just been 
concluded between the Ministry of’ Marine 
and the Treasury, the effect of which will 
be to pldce an additional 10,000,000 lire dt the 
former’s disposal before next March. To 
outsiders it seems almost impossible for the 
Italian finances to sustain such an extra 
strain, but Sig. Luzzatti. Minister of the 
Treasury, is reported to have declared that 
the money will be easily found, for the ma- 
terial prosperity of the country is increas- 


. ing by leaps and bourds.

Engineers’ Strike Becomes Serious, 

The great strike and lockout in the en- 
gineering trade is now entering is seventh 
week and the difficulty is now more serious 
than ever. Each side’is daily becoming 
more resolute and more bitter. The number 
of the operatives, who have achieved their 
purpose owing’‘to the smaller employers 
yielding to their demands, is insignificant 
compared with the growing aggregate of 
the unemployed. Many of the workers in 
the allied trades have already been rendered 
idle by the strike, and the conflict is rapidly 
approaching the stage When the dependent 
industries will be at a complete standstill. 
The Ship Builders’ federation is displaying

ROYAL VISIT TO IRELAND.

ENGLAND SURPRISED OVER RECEP- 
TION TO DUKE OF YORK. 


Dublin Gives the Distinguished Visi- 
tors a More Enthusiastic Recep- 
tion than They Ever Received in 
Any English City—Emerald Isle Is 
Tranquil on the Surface Only, but 
Serious Trouble Is Predicted Be- 
fore Winter.

World. ]—The enthusiasm which has marked 
the reception of the Duke and Duchess of 
York in Dublin has surprised every one, and 
none more than the royal couple themselves. 
They had been prepared-for coldness, pos- 
sibly hostility. But. the fact remains that 
they have been more cordially acclaimed in 
the streets of the Irish capital than they 
have ever been in any English city. 

I obtained yesterday from the leader of the 
London wing of the Fenian party the fol- 
lowing interesting inside explanation of this 
astonishing development: 

**I only hope our men will not be provoked 
into any hdstile demonstrations by tne 
Fenians. The English correspondénts are 
singing over the supposed growth of loyalty 
among the people of Dublin. We decided 
to hold aloof, not only because we don't 
particularly wish to mar the pleasure of the 
Duke and Duchess of York's tour, but be- 
cause we believe there is good hope, if the 
royal visit passes off agreeably, that am- 
nesty will be extended to the remaining 
dynamite prisoners in Portland and to the 
three invincibles—Fitzharris, Mullett, and 
Hanlon™now in the Irish prison at Mary- 
borough. 

Tranquil on the Surface Only. 

“Tf that hope is disappointed the British 
government will have made the biggest mir- 
take on record. Ireland is now tranquil on 
the surface. There is no use denying it. 
She can be kept so for some time to come 
if this concession be made to the national 
feeling. If it be not made there will be 
trouble in Ireland, probably before the win- 
ter is far advanced, and no man can pre- 
vent it. 

** Dissension has wrought havoc with the 
constitutional movement, which has ceased 
to absorb the devotion of the young men of 
Ireland, and,there are but two classes of 
nationalists there now—the extremists, who 
are increasing daily, and ie apathetic, who 
are larger in numbers and influence than at 
any time in this last quarter century. 

“The Irish national movement passes 
through similar phases periodically; the 
movement for Irish national independence 
waxes and wanes in regular cycles. It is 
now in the cycle of depression, and the 
British government would be wise to take 
the chance offered it of granting amnesty. 

“ To imagine that the Irish people in mass 
are more reconciled to British rule now than 
at any previous time is the acme of fatuity. 
We are giving our alien rulers an oppor- 
tunity of doing a politic act gracefully, and 
if they ignore it they must be responsible 
for the consequences.” 


Welcome is Largely Official. 


The large officio] element of all grades 
employed in the government offices 
is sufficient to ac¢ount for the demonstra- 
tions in the street. The Duchess of- York, 
who was painfully nervous and frightened 
at first, now seems quite captivated by whet 
the Duke, speaking yesterday, called “ our 
truly Irish welcome.”’ 

The people, on their side, undoubtedly 
have been attracted by the Duchess’ per- 
sonal charm and sweetness, while the Dub- 
lin tradesmen, whether nationalists or no., 
are mollified by the business resulting from 
the influx of visitors drawn by the combined 
influence of the royalties and the worid- 
famous annual horse show Of the Irish capi- 
tal, which begins next week. 

Salisbury a Worried Man. 

Lord Salisbury is supposed to be enjoying 
a holiday, but he is the most worried man in 
Europe just now. He is on the verge of in- 
curring the tremendous responsibility of 
breaking up the concert of Europe, an event, 
however, which would give him a free hand 
to effectuate his designs on Suda Bay. The 
India frontier troubles are another source 
of the greatest concern, the Queen being in 
a regular panic on that point, and incessant- 
ly plying him with telegraphic dispatches 
and suggestions regarding it, inspired, it is 
believed, by her Indian Secretary. 

In addition to all this Lady Salisbury, to 
whom Lord Salisbury is deeply devoted, is 
incurably ill with dropsy. Lady Salisbury 
has undergone several operations, but they 
afforded only temporary relief. Then, his 
eldest son, Lord Cranborne, always delicate, 
is threatened with serious lung trouble as 
a sequence to a heavy attack of influenza 
and bronchitis. 

This aecumulation, of course, is telling on 
the Premier’s health and spirits, which are 
none of the most robust at the best of times. 

Frontier Risings in India. 

The dangerous frontier risings in India 
are the first fruits of the prefidious action of 
the British government in annexing Chitral 


| after a solemn undertaking had been en- 


: tered into that its independence should not 
be compromised. 

General Sir Neville Chamberlain, who has 
the highest army commands in India ana 
possesses a large experience of frontier 
wars, has stated this view frankly, although 
such an expression of opinion from such a 
quarter is regarded here as something ap- 
proaching high treason. He says: 

“In my judgment, these troubles are the 
natural outcome of the provocative policy 
pursued of late years by the government 
towards the independent tribes, culminating 
in the reversal by the existing government 
of the order issued by the government of 
Lord Rosebery for the withdrawal of her 
Majesty's troops from Chitral and from the 
road leading to it through the territory of 
Swat and Bajour.”’ 

Lord Roberts states in an interview his 
eonviction that the disturbances will be 
quelled by the existing British frontier 
forces, expresses complete confidence in the 
loyalty of the native troops, and says the 
tribes would not attempt such a revolt with- 
out the direct instigation and support of the 
Ameer of Afghanistan. 

The Indian situation as a whole is causing 
more anxiety in England just now than any- 
thing else. The revival of the horrors of 
the mutiny fs a bugbear always haunting the 
English mind, and such a revival seems to 
be nearer now than at any time since 1857. 


MEASURES AGAINST ANARCHY. 


Italy Is Already Moving Energetically 
and Is Ready to Co-operate 
with Other Nations.

Hearst. ]}—Premier Rudini has spoken with 
emphasis on the suppression of anarchy, 
declaring that the:Italian government will 
adopt an energetic policy against Anarch- 
ists. 

Special Bill Drafted. 

** A special bill has already been drafted,” 
said he. ‘‘ We shall consider Anarchists out- 
side of fhe pale of the law, more dangerous 
than ordinary criminals, and meriting ex- 
traordinary punishment. 

‘‘If other nations propose common aation 
we shall accept, but nevertheless our meas- 
ures for police reorganization, prescribing 
obligatory domicile and surveillance of 
frontiers, will be sufficient to protect us from 
anarchy.”’ 

The Minister of Justice declares that the 
anarchist movement is becoming dangerous 
for want of energetic laws to repress it. It 
would be opportune, he says, to cstablish 
an international agreement to place An- 
archists in a position of being unable to do 
injury. 

The Italian authorities have orders to vig- 
orously hunt down Anarchists. 


Germany Favers It.

Berlin, Aug. 21.—[{Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst. }—On inquiry at the Foreign Office 
and the Department of Justice I learn that 
the proposal of Spain, for the adoption of 
international measures against Anarchists 
has been favorably received by Germany, 
Austria, Russia, and Italy. France has not 
yet replied. England will probably decline, 
as wil also Switzerland and the United 
States. Spain's proposal is for the creation 
of pénal colonies for the lifelong detention 
of dangerous Anarchists to whom no state 
will any longer grant the right of asylum. 


Mysterious Passenger. 

New York, Aug. 21.—[Special. }—When the 
steamship. Umbria landedat her dock at 
the foot. of West Houston street this morn- 
ing oné of her-séeond cabin passengers 
landed and disappeared without having his 
baggage examined. His baggage consisted 
of a smal] satchel, which he carried in his 
hand. When the customs inspectors finished 
examining baggage they found that there 
was one passenger on the second cabin list 
whose name was not checked off. The 
name was M. Pianas. 

A Spanish Anarchist of the name of Planas 
was exiled for making inflammatory speech- 
es the day after Premier Canovas was as- 
sassinated. It was supposed that he es- 
caped to this country, perhaps on the ste@m- 
ship La Bourgogne, and the customs officers 
were warned to look out for him. If caught 
he was to be deportéd. The official notice of 
the French police described him as a small 
man with an oval face and timid eyes. He 
had a slight mustache and spoke no English. 


Answers the Description. 

According to the description given of the 
Umbria’s passenger by the second cabin 
steward, he was small jn stature, with an 
oval face. He appeared timid and nervous, 
and once when he becafne ill with the grip 
he thought he was gding to die, and 
screamed loudly in the second cabin, asking 
for his mother. He spoke only Spanish, and 
told the steward that he was a Cuban, but 
that he did not intend to go to Cuba again. 
Beyond this the Umbria’s passenger said 
little to any one on the voyage. He em- 
barked at Liverpool and shared his cabin 
with an Irishman andanltalian. They were 
not able to tell anything about him today. 

Three inspectors boarded the Umbria as 
soon as the vessel landed. How the little 
passenger got by them unobserved they 
could not explain. When they found he 
was missing and that his name was the 
same as that of the Spanish Anarchist, 
they hunted the docks and the neighbor- 
hood for him in vain. The steward said that 
he had three drafts for the man, and that 
he thought the passenger would return tu 


get them.

Mr. Langtry May Not Be Able to Secure 
a Divorce from the Whilom Jersey 
Lily — Italian Newspapers Revive 
an Extraordinary Romance Affect- 
ing the Ancestry of Prinee Henri 
of Orleans—Inspection of the Vaulis 
Containing Germany’s War Fund.

London, Aug. 21,.—{Copyright, 1897, by 
the Press Publishing company, New York 
World.}]—Ambassador Hay has been spend- 
ing a few days as the guest of L. Z. Leiter at 
the Priory, at Reigate, the residence of Lady 
Henry Somerset, which the Curzons have 
occupied for the summer. The Ambassador 
will leave on Monday for Scotland, where 
he has accepted several invitations, among 
them being one from the Bradley Martins 
at Malmaccan. 

J. R. Roosevelt, formerly Secretary of the 
American embassy, whose health has been 
much improved by a stay of several weeks 
at Marienbad, sails for America Sept. 4. 

Mr. Langtry is now in Paris, whence pro- 
ceeds a repetition of the incredible story 
that he is initiating a suit for divorce 
against the whilom Jersey Lily. I have been 
making inquiries among local authorities as 
to the practicability of entering such a 
suit, and have been assured that Mr. Lang- 
try or any one can bring suit for divorce in 
the English courts, but that in this case, 
even if Mrs. Langtry did not defend it, its 
belated character would of itself suffice to 
empower the Judge to direct its dismissal 
on the ground of condonation. 

It has been suggested that Mrs. Langtry 
might welcome such a petition, as an Eng- 
lish divorce would set her free to marry 
Prince Esterhazy, but, as her legal advisers 
will have told her that there is not the re- 
motest possibility of such a divorce being 
granted, she can have no object in conniyv- 
ing at the petition. Two Princes, two Earls, 
two Baronets, Mr. Gebhardt, and the late 
Abingdon Baird are the principal core- 
spondents mentioned. The English law 
being clearly what it is, the object of sucha 
suit could not possibly be to obtain divorce, 
and the Judge would immediately invite the 
intervention of the Queen’s Proctor to cross- 
examine Mr. Langtry on the question of 
condonation or connivance, which would 
finish the suit on the spot. None of the co- 
respondents would even be called to the 
witness stand. I have ascertained at the 
divorce court that no petition has yet been 
londged, and it is more than doubtful that 
one ever will be. 


Revive an Extraordinary Story. 

The Italian papers revive an extraor- 
dinary romance concerning the ancestry of 
Prince Henri of Orleans, who, they claim, 
was attacking his own countrymen when 
he vilified Italians.

Germany’s Golden War Fund. 

The Committee of National Expenditure 
of Germany has just been paying its an- 
nual visit to the fortress of Spandau, where 
Germany has kept $30,000,000 in coined gold 
as a war fund in preparation for contin- 
gencies ever since the payment of the 
French war indemnity. The War Lords’ 
guardians pass through three iron doors and 
enter the strong room of the national safe. 
Here there are a thousand tron chests, 
placed one above the other like cigar boxs. 
Each safe has twelve divisions, and each 
division holds $2,500 in gold. Some bags are 
taken out and counted, others are weighed, 
and here and there sealed iron safes are 
opened to verify their contents. A state- 
ment of the results is drawn up on paper, 
and the walls, roof, and foundation of the 
treasure chamber are examined out of con- 
sideration for thieves, who may break 
through and steal.

Electric Cabs in London. 

London streets now havé their service of 
electric cabs, new-looking vehicles of the 
coupé pattern, with yellow wheels, and car- 
rying two passengers at the existing han- 
s0m cab fares. The underbody is heavy 
looking and contains about a ton weight of 
electric accumulators. Théy will travel 
sixty miles without replenishing. 

Your correspondent rode in one today 
through the most crowded part of the West 
End, down Cheapside, and through the maelk 
strom of traffic at the Bank of England, 
and the cab was manipulated far more easily 
and more perfectly than could the most skill- 
ful of cabmen manageahansom. They run 
smoothly, without vibration, with merely 
a buzzing sound:to which the ear soon be- 
comes accustomed. 

The hansom cabbies are beginning to re- 
gard the innovation with some seriousness, 
although they greet the drivers of the horse- 
less vehicles with samples of their most pol- 
ished sarcasms, conveying a rooted skep- 
ticism as to their success. So far the forty 
cabs which are pioneering the new departure 
are regarded more‘“as objects of curiosity 
than as practicable vehicles by the public, 
but they will. soon get used to them, and if 
they work as smoothly as that in which I 
traveled today and the cost of maintenance 
can be lessened, they undoubtedly will make 
short work of the existing cabs as far as 
London is concerned.

AFRAID OF SALISBURY’S POLICY 


Continental Powers Look-for Treach- 
ery on the Part of Great 
Britain. 


London, Aug. 21.—The Marquis of Salis- 
bury’s definite committal of Great Britain 
to the policy of insisting upon the evacuation 
of Thessaly by the Turkish troops, whether 
the Greek indemnity is paid or unpaid, is 
universally approved by the British press 
and is equally condemned by the continental 
newspapers... it is difficult to foresee the 
outcome. 

The British Prémier proposed that Greece 
should pay a small sum annually, represent- 
ing the interest on the indemnity and an 
installment on the total amount, as in the 
case of the Turko-Russian indemnity, but 
there seems to be little chance of the powers 
accepting the propositions. The great grip 
of the Marquis of Salisbury on the powers 
is found in their intense desire to get peace 
settled and the Turkish army disbanded, us 
until this last step is accomplished the peace 
of Kurope will be continually menaced. 

It is suggested that Great Britain may 
abandon the concert of the powers. This 
is probable, and would be regarded as proof 
of bad faith and would throw the powers 
into a violent and dangerous ferment, be- 
cause, rightly or wrongly, it is universally 
believed that Great Britain is bent on 
treachery. As a diplomat puts it, “ She is 
again prowling, and Europe fears to sud- 
denly discover that England has executed 
a coup de main.”’ 

The bogey of the present moment in the 
chancellories of Europe is, the rooted belief 
that Great Britain fis anxious to seize the 
island of Crete. Consequently, were Great 
Britain to desert the concert of the powers 
at the present moment her action would 
produce a general scramble among the 
powers, followed by a free fight, or a menac> 
ing anti-British combination.

UNIQUE AFRICAN CEREMONY. 


Submission of the King of Benin to 
British Authority After Hid- 
ing for Months. 


Lagos, West Coast of Africa, Aug. 21.— 
The King of Benin, who surrendered on 
Aug. 5 to the British authorities, after 
wandering in the bush since the capture of 
Benin City by the British in February last, 
as a result of the massacre of an unarmed 
expedition under Consul Phillips, entered 
Benin City, preceded by a messenger bear- 
ing a white flag and followed by 800 un- 
armed blacks, ten chiefs, twenty wives; and 
a reed band playing native music. 

On Aug. 7 the acting political residents 
received the King’s obeisance in front of 
the palaver house.. The King was covered 
with coral ornaments, and his arms were 
supported on each side by natives. About 
400 naked natives and many chiefs gath- 
ered about the King. The latter at first 
expressed a desire to make his submission 
privately to the President, but the British 
representatives refused, and the King, after 

-having consulted with his chiefs, made an 
obeisance, rubbing his forehead three times 
upon the ground. Ten of his most important 
chiefs did the same, and the ceremony was 
concluded.

Slow Progress Toward Peace. « 
The Ambassadors have now been fourteen 
weeks in Constantino discussing the 
terms of the withdrawal of the Turkish 
troops from Thessaly, and it cannot be said 
that they are really any nearer a satisfac- 
tory solution than they were at the start. 
Two months ago, when the consensus of 
opinion pointed to an immediate settlement

RIDES WHEEL DOWN MOUNTAIN. 


Miss Lillian Arnold Nearly Killed by a 
Foolhardy Feat in the Cats- 
kills. 


Stamford, N. Y., Aug. 21.—[Special.}-—-The 
daring feat attempted by Miss Lillian Ar- 
nold and Hugh Van Graveness, a summer 
guest here, who tried te ride down Mount 
Utsagantha on their bicycle, is now the up- 
permost topic of conversation in this Sara- 
toga of the Catskills. 

The pair started to climb Mount Utsa- 
gantha early one afternoon, riding for some 
distance up the mountain, the ascent being 
gradual, on their wheels. Miss Arnold, when 
the steep ascent made pedaling difficult, and 
she and Van Graveness had alighted, boldly 
suggested that they take their wheels with 
them to the summit and then ride them 
down. Van Graveness remonstrated with 
her, saying that it was taking their lives 
in their hands to ride their wheels down the 
steep mountain roadway. When she laughed 
at him, and taunted him with being coward- 
ly, however, he consented. 

They climbed to the summit, and the pair 
started on their perilous ride downward. 
When the wheels had attained a frightful 
momentum the tire on Miss Arnold’s front 
wheel exploded, and Van Graveness had only 
time to see her thrown high in the air as 
he sped past her like a rocket. Van Grave- 
ness remembered a wood road leading up the 
side of the mountain, and if he could make 
the turn his speéd would be checked by the 
steep 1p-grade. 

By a miracle he made the turn in safety, 
and before long was able to alight from his 
wheel. Trudging back up the mountain 
road hé came upon the wreck of Miss Ar- 
nald’s wheel. Some distance away lay the 
girl, pale and still. Before long she _ re- 
gained consciousness, when it was found her 
ankle was badly sprained.

RECEIVES REPLY FROM JAPAN. 


Minister Hoshi of Japan Acknowledges 
the Receipt of Secretary Sher- 
man’s Last Note on Hawaii. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.—Secretary 
Sherman has received prompt acknowledg- 
ment from Minister Hoshi of Japan of the 
Secretary’s letter of last Saturday relating 
to the annexation of Hawali to the United 
States. Mr. Hoshi’s acknowledgment is 
formal, and does not go into the merits of 
the subject, as the answer to Secretary 
Sherman's last note will not be made until 
word comes from the Japanese Foreign Of- 
ice. The Associated Press dispatches con- 
tained all of the features of Secretary Sher- 
man’s note, with one exception—namely: 
Japan’s prior note referred incidentally to 
reports that a majority of the inhabitants 
of Hawaii did not favor annexation. Mr. 
Sherman's answer takes issue with this 
Statement, and urges at some length the 
preponderance of influence in Hawail is 
favorable to the annexation of the island to 
the United States. Aside from this and the 
approval expressed of the plan of arbitra- 
tion between Japan and Hawali on the im- 
migration question, the Sherman note is an 
enlarged argument of Mr. Sherman's former 
letter stating the atitude of the United 
States as favorable to annexation.

The temperance people of Chicago Heights 
are greatly incensed over the recent action 
of the village trustees in permitting the 
Chicago Heights Picnic association to loca‘te 
a beer garden within the village limits. 

A feature in connection with the protests 
now being heard is that the picnic people 
have repeatedly striven to secure a license 
from the village, but were unable to do so 
owing to the vigorous protests of 700 pe- 
titioners who formally presented their ob- 
jections to the village trustees. Since then 
the proprietors of the garden, it Is said, have 
been doing a saloon business at certain 
wmes without the payment of any license. 

Complaints have been made to the trustees 
of the Town of Bloom, bit without avail. 
A movement has recently been set on foot 
by the Catholic priest and the Methodist 
pastor to have the County Commissioners 
take hold of the matter, and with partial 
success. ' 

It was upon the commissioners’ demand of 
immediate payment of $125 license for a 
quarter year in advance or immediate ces- 
sation of beer selling that the Chicago 
Heights Picnic association moved into the 
limits from a point just outside. There an 
ordinance is in force requiring the payment 
of a full year’s license In afivance. There 
is a rumor that the village fathers will re- 
yoke the present ordinance, and permit par- 
tial payments of the present $500 license. 


OEHNE FAILS TO MEET BOARD. 


Vice President of the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee Brewers’ Association 
Leaves Town. 


Theodore Oehne, Vice President of the 
Chicago and MilWaukee Brewers’ associa- 
tion, left for Delavan, Wis., yesterday with- 
out meeting the Executive board of the 
Federation of Labor. The Executive board 
will press for a meeting tomorrow and a 
quick decision. 

The Tile Layers’ union came out yesterday 
with a reply to the statement made the day 
before by the mantel dealers’ association re- 
garding the pending strike. Workmen claim 
that aftertwo members of the association had 
violated the agreement the other sixteen de- 
clared a lockout with the intention of break- 


‘4ng up the union. It is claimed the new 


agreem@nt made by the union is much differ- 
ent from that given out by the employers, 
and was mutilated for the purpose of deceiv- 


} ing the public. They declare they will not 


recognize the association, and will only re- 
tlirn to work when the members sign the 
agreement as individuals. 

A butchers’ union will soon be organized 
at the Stock-Yards within a month. The 
butchers have not had an organization since 
the big Stock-Yards strike. 


FORGETS NAME OF HIS BRIDE.

Mary y Froelich of Evanston 
Suddenly Becomes Insane. 


ORDERED TO LEAVE TOWN 


Arrested Eight Times on the | 


Charge. of Selling Beer. 


JUDGMENTS AGAINST HER. 


Mrs. Mary Froelich, who was exiled from 
the limits of Evanston on Thursday last be- 
cause it was charged she ran a “ blind pig ”’ 
and sold bottled beer to thirsty residents of 
that place, became suddenly insane while in 
the office of Attorney George 8 Baker, in 
the Stock Exchange Building, yesterday 
afternoon. She grew noisy and whirled her 
arms like a windmill. Mr. Baker and an- 
other occupant of the office carried her to a 
private room and summoned the police. 


‘During that time she continuously whirled 


her arms.and stamped her feet. 

When the police arived the woman ac- 
cused Mr, Baker of stealing her baby, and 
became greatly excited. She was finally 
persuaded to go with the officers, they prom- 
ising to take her to her child. The woman 
was taken to the detention hospital, but the 
authorities there refused to receive her, and 
she was brought back and placed in the 
Harrison Street Annex. 


Arrested Eight Times. 


Mrs, Froelich was arrested eight different 
times during the summer, charged Wich sell- 
ing beer, but was usually acquitted. The 
Evanston police raided her place July 6, 
and among the prisoners captured was City 
Clerk Bogart. Mrs. Froelich was found 
guilty on the charge made after the raid. 
The Clerk paid the $50 fine, but the residents 
of Evanston now realize that the sum prob- 
ably came from the borough treasury. 

Mrs. Froelich was not molested again 
until Aug. 17, when she was arrested on a 
beerselling charge preferred against her be- 
fore Justice Levere by Robert Glaser, a 
young man who was at the time charged 


“with embezzlement. At the hearing he swore 


Mrs. Froelich sold him beer. She denied 
this, but after a consultation with her ad- 
viser, John P. Daleiden, she offered to put 
in a plea of guilty if the fine was suspended 
on her promise to leave the place immediate- 
ly. On this basis an agreement was 
reached, the fine being held over her in the 
shape of an unrecorded judgment to hold 
her to her promise. 
Wants Her Exile Postponed. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon’ she went to the office of Mr. Baker, 
City Attorney of Evanston, to get the time 
for the beginning of her exile extended, 
claiming it would be impossible for her to 
get away by Monday. Mr. Baker agreed to 
extend the time until Wednesday, but this 
was not sufficient for Mrs. Froelich, who 
wanted a greater extension. While she was 
pleading Mr. Baker informed her that un- 
less she was out of the place by Wednesday 
night the judgments for all her suspended 
fines, amounting to $700, would be entered 
against her. At this she started for the 
door, but, before reaching it, fell. In fall- 
ing she grabbed hold of the door and swung 
around it, dropping in a corner just outside. 
Mr. Baker ran to her assistance and found 
her swinging her arms wildly and mutter- 
ing something: about being persecuted. It 
is thought that constant brooding over her 
troubles caused her mind to give way. She 
will probably be sent to the County Hospital 
today.

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AID IN TAX REVISION 


Bankers Agree to Assist the 
Defense League. 


NAME COMMITTEE TO ACT 


' Arrive at a Plan to Equalize the 


Assessments. 


MAKE ESTIMATES ON RESULT 


Splendid progress is being made by the 
movement to catch tax-dodgers. At least, 
80 say the officers of the Taxpayers’ De- 
fense jeague. Their opinion is based on two 
important points gained in the fight yester- 


| day. One of these is the appointment of a 


Bankers’ committee to equalize the bank 
assessments. The other is an agreement en- 
tered into between Bdgar B. Tolman, on 
behalf of the league, as its attorney, and 
Chairman O. D. Allen of the Finance com- 
mittee of the County board, at a confererce 
held in the morning, when these men went 
over a list of individuals, firms, and corpora- 
tions which has been compiled by the league 
as having been omitted entirely from taxa-' 
tion or as being assessed at figures seem- 
ingly too low. It was decided that the fol- 
lowing policy should be adopted: 

A complaint will be prepared ready for 
filing, showing the inequalities of the as- 
sessment; and the names of those not as- 
sessed at all or who are assessed too low 
will be selected from the list as carefully as 
possible; but for fear that injustice might 
unintentionally be done to some whose 
names are upon the list the petition will 
not be actually filed or made out for a week. 

During this week Chairman Allen or any 
member of the County Board Finance com- 
mittee will receive eithér in writing or orally 
at the sessions of the board statements of 
those who have been omitted from taxation 
or who have been taxed too low, and if these 
letters are accompanied by an affidavit 
showing what their taxable assets were on 
the first day of May and what amount they 
should be assessed for taxation those names 
will be placed upon the tax books and erased 
from the lists of “ not assessed’ or “ as- 
sessed too low,” and at the end of the week 
proceedings will be taken as to those who 
have not themselves voluntarily corrected 
mgnifest errors. 


Firm with a Conscience. 


Already a prominent firm which has been 
entirely omitted this year from taxation and 
whose taxable assets are said to be $500,000 
has expressed surprise that it was not listed 
and also a willingness to have the error cor- 
rected and to be put on the list at a fair 
figure. It is expected and hoped that others 
will make the same voluntary corrections. 

The list referred to includes those rated 
by the commercial! agencies at over $400,000. 
An tmmediate effort will be made to com- 
plete the list by including all who are rated 
under $400,000, and such persons, firms, and 
corporations are asked to act immediately 
that no Injustice may be done. 

The leagte furthermore undertakes to give 
assurances that all corrections will be kept 
strictly confidential. But some of the frauds 
paid to have been discovered are so glaring 
it is not at all unlikely some prosecutions 
will be instituted. 

When the Finance committee of the board 
met yesterday forenoon several bankers and 
their lawyers, as well as Major Tolman and 
other representatives of the league, were 
present. After a good deal of argument on 
both sides as to what course sheuld be pur- 
sued it was finally agreed the banks would 
appoint a committee of five to take charge 
of and equalize their assessments. Those 
there and then named to serve on that com- 
mittee are:

They have called a meeting of the several 
bank officers and directors to be held next 
Tuesday, when, it is expected, at least, the 
whole controversy as to these concerns will 
be settle@ and disposed of. 


Results Are Uncertain, 


A question has been raised as to whether 
this arrangement will lower or increase the 
revenue, it. is generally understood the 
equalization will change all bank assess- 
ments about 10 per cent—that fs, raise those 
considered ‘too low 10 per cent and reduce 
those’ held as too high a like amount. The 


league people think the county and city will |. 


be gainers. But they also say that is not 
so much the object as to expose and remedy 
what they term ‘‘ the most corrupt and ir- 
regular assessment ever made in Chicago.’’ 

In opening the meeting Chairman, Allen 
said it was plainly evident the Assessors 
had no understanding between them re- 
garding the methods of taxing the capital 
stock of banks. An attorney appearing for 
the Commercial Loan and Trust company 
denied the right of the County board to 
make the assessments. However, nobody 
seemed to consider his point well taken, and 
it was not seriously discussed. 

Lawyer Patterson of Englewood protest- 
ed that President Holbrook should have 
gone before the Lake Town Board of Re- 
view with his complaint against the First 
National of Englewood and the Drovers’ 
National Bank instead of before the County 
board. Chairman Allen overruled him by 
stating that the board was a Cook County 
body, and that Mr. Holbrook came before 
it as a taxpayer of the county. 


They May Run to Cover, 


It is believed by the board and league there 
will be considerable activity this week on the 
part of those receiving notices to get under 
cover. Great effort is made to prevent the 
list of dodgers becoming public property. 
It is said it contains the names of a good 
many known to be wealthy and prominent 
citizens. He spoke of a West Side man 
whose bank was not assessed at all, and 
whosé personal property, notwithstanding 
he owns a stable that cost $25,000, is put in 
at a valuation of only $500. 

The league, furthermore, reports having 
discovered in the banks some ridiculously 
absurd injustices. For instance, in the 
South Town a widow, so poor she cannot 
afford the luxury of a carpet on her floor, is 
assessed on a valuation of $1,000, while one 
of the well-known prominent residents in a 
richly furnished house, owning carriages 
and a steam yacht, gets his personal be- 
longings in at $200. “‘So you see,” said a 
member, ‘“‘the rich man will pay only $20 
taxes while the poor widow must pay 
$100.""

A new route to the Klondike, and which is 
claimed to be shorter and more easily tra- 
versed than any othera thus far men- 
tioned, is announced by the Canadian Pacific 
road. It is said to be a decided improvement 
over the Edmonton-Athabasca ‘* back door ” 
route, which was mentioned in THE TRIBUNE 
of yesterday. 

Two decided advantages are claimed in 
its behalf—that good feed for horses can be 
found all along the way, and that the coun- 
try through which it passes abounds in 
game. Considerable of the way, too, is said 
to lead over a good wagon road. 

It starts at Ashcraft, in the Northwest 
Territory, whence an. excellent wagon 
road leads over an old Caribou trail to the 
Quesnelle Forks, on the Fraser River, dis- 
tant 220 miles. Fort Fraser, 140 miles fur- 
ther on, is the next point struck, after 
which come Decker Lake, 30 miles; Hazle- 
ton, 75 miles; Stickeen Cafion, 90 miles, and 
Teslin Lake, 120 miles. From this point 
clear waterway is said to be afforded down 
the Yukon to the Klondike, a distance of 
about 400 miles, the only obstruction—and 
that is navigable—being the Five Finger 
Raplds. 

James Orr, Representative from Alberta, 
Northwest Territory, in the Dominion Par- 
liament, who has been over the route, is re- 
ported as saying it is unquestionably su- 
perior to any of the other routes. 

Schemes for Transportation. 

The bent of Chicago inventive genius just 
at present seems to be in the direction of 
providing some comparatively easy means 
of communication between the Alaskin 
coast and the Klondike country. 

It was a Chicago genius, J. W. Dunham, 
who announced a few days ago that in his 
opinion he had solved the problem through 
the invention of a steam iceboat. 

It is another Chicago genius, D. W. Bab- 
cock, who thinks he has hit upon the proper 
scheme for facilitating travel along the 
Yukon route. If Mr. Babcock’s plans seem 
less ambitious than Mr. Dunham's they 
have it in their favor that there is no com- 
plicated secret about their operation, and, 
moreover, they are adapted to both summer 
and winter travel. Thus he can navigate 
the open river and carry readily a large 
load of freight, and should it by chance 
freeze up, as it occasionally does, this boat, 
or rather raft, can be quickly converted into 
a sled, which will move easily over the 
frozen surface. 

The distinctive feature of this plan is a 
half dozen air tight galvanized cylinders 
about five feet in length and twenty inches 
in diameter. They will each weigh about 
fifty pounds, and can be readily packed over 
the pass. As soon as navigation is reached 
it will only be necessary to join them to- 
gether with poles, and provide a strong plat- 
form over them to complete a raft which 
will easily carry a load of 4,000 pounds.

Blaf of the Telegraphers. 

The government telegraphers havé rather 
overreached themselves. They bluffed the 
Postmaster General successfully into re«on- 
sidering their case, and at that stage they 
ought to have abandoned the game which 
could have yielded no more points for them; 
but when the government reconsideration 
was discovered to have been merely a sub- 
terfuge to carry matters over until the pro- 
rogation of Parliament, the telegraphers 
got angry and resorted to their ol4 methods. 
Then the Duke of Norfolk showed his teeth 
and immediately the would-be thutineers 
fled in wild dismay. They are to hold an- 
other conference in Liverpool tomorrow, at 
which there willbe plenty of bold talking, 
because the session is to be secret, but all the 
grit has gone out of the men. The govern- 
ment has won and the telegraphers know 
it. In the course of the stirring agitation 
which has been going virtually since last 
May, the telegraphers have learned a go00d 
many things, one of which is that there are 
“ good many more men than they thought 
of who can manipulate Wheatstone and 
Morse sounders. The discovery was an un- 
pleasant one to the government men, and 
they will now proceed to bring these out- 
siders into the union fold, so there may be 
no outsiders when the next struggle comes, 
about one month hence. 


Faure at St. Petersburg. 

Amid the variety of the conflicting rumors 
as to what the Czar and President Faure 
will talk about in St.. Petersburg it may be 
considered cervain that the project of de- 
taching Italy from the British understand- 
ing or alliance will be discussed. The de- 
tachment of Italy will be comparatively 
easy if France is induced to give Italy a 
commercial treaty which will end the tariff 
War that has been raging so long. So far 
as the Czar is concerned, M. Faure’s visit 
will be barren of benefit to Russia if France 
and Italy are not brought into more friendly 
relationship. M. Nelidoff’s removai from 
Constantinople to Rome is part’ of the 
scheme, and there is no reason to doubt 
that, given the French assistance referred 
to, he will prove entirely successful in cut- 
ting the slender cord binding England and 
Italy together for the maintenance of that 
shadowy idea diplomatically known as the 
Mediterranean equilibrium. 


May Move on Egypt. 

When that has been done the conspiring 
powers will commence an active diplomatic 
campaign against England, directed, per- 
haps, in the first instance, to compelling 
the British evacuation of Egypt. Mean- 
while, Italy is doing her best to make her 
friendship worth having. During thé recent 
session the Chambefi of Deputies made lib- 
eral allowances for the Italian fleet, to se- 
cure the assistance or the neutrality of 
which is the main object of Russia and 
Frafice, but an arrangement has just been 
concluded between the Ministry of’ Marine 
and the Treasury, the effect of which will 
be to place an additional 10,000,000 lire at the 
former’s disposal- before next March. To 
outsiders it seems almost impossible for the 
Italian finances to sustain such an extra 
strain, but. Sig. Luzzatti, Minister of the 
Treasury, is reported to have declared that

ROYAL VISIT TO IRELAND.

ENGLAND SURPRISED OVER RECEP- 
TION TO DUKE OF YORK. 


Dublin Gives the Distinguished Visi- 


tors a More Enthusinustic ' Recep- 
tion than They Ever Received in 
Any English City—Emerald Isle Is 
Tranquil on the Surface Only, but 
Serious Trouble Is Predicted Be- 
fore Winter.

World. )—The enthusiasm which has marked 
the reception of the Duke and Duchess of 
York in Dublin has surprised every one, and 
none more than the royal couple themselves. 
They had been prepared-for coldness, pos- 
sibly hostility. But, the fact remains that 
they have been more cordially acclaimed in 
the streets of the Irish capital than they 
have ever been in any English city. 

I obtained yesterday from the leader of the 
London wing of the Fenian party the fol- 
lowing interesting inside explanation of this 
astonishing development: 

**I only hope our men will not be provoked 
into any hdéstile demonstrations by tne 
Fenians, The English correspondents are 
singing over the supposed growth of loyalty 
among the people of Dublin. We decided 
to hold aloof, not only because we don’t 
particularly wish to mar the pleasure of the 
Duke and Duchess of York's tour, but be- 
cause we believe there is good hope, if the 
royal visit passes off agreeably, that am- 
nesty will be extended to the remaining 
dynamite prisoners in Portland and to the 
three invincibles—Fitzharris, Mullett, and 
Hanior®now in the Irish prison at Mary- 
borough. : 

Tranquil on the Surface Only. 

“Tf that hope is disappointed the British 
government will have made the biggest mir- 
take on record. Ireland is now tranquil on 
the surface. There is no use denying it. 
She can be kept so for some time to come 


_if this concession be made to the national! 


feeling. If it be not made there will be 
trouble in Ireland, probably before the win- 
ter is far advanced, and no man can pre- 
vent it. 

** Dissension has wrought havoc with the 
constitutional movement, which has ceased 
to absorb the devotion of the young men of 
Ireland, and there are but two classes of 
nationalists there now—the extremists, who 
are increasing daily, and t.e apathetic, who 
are larger in numbers and influence than at 
any time in this last quarter century. ; 

“The Irish national movement passes 
through similar phases periodically; the 
movement for Irish national independence 
waxes and wanes in regular cycles. It is 
now in the cycle of depression, and the 
British government would be wise to take 
the chance offered it of granting amnesty. 

* To imagine that the Irish people in mass 
are more reconciled to British rule now than 
at any previous time is the acme of fatuity. 
We are giving our alien rulers an oppor- 
tunity of doing a politic act gracefully, and 
if they ignore it they must be responsible 
for the consequences.”

tal, which begins next week. 

Salisbury a Worried Man. 

Lord Salisbury is supposed to be enjoying 
a holiday, but he is the most worried man in 
Europe just now. He is on the verge of in- 
curring the tremendous responsibility of 
breaking up the concert of Burope, an event, 
however, which would give him a free hand 
to effectuate his designs on Suda Bay. The 
India frontier troubles are another source 
of the greatest concern, the Queen being in 
a regular panic on that point, and incessant- 
ly plying him with telegraphic dispatches 
and suggestions regarding it, inspired, it is 
believed, by her Indian Secretary. 

In addition to all this Lady Salisbury, to 
whom Lord Salisbury is deeply devoted, is 
incurably ill with dropsy. Lady Salisbury 
has undergone several operations, but they 
afforded only temporary relief. Then, his 
eldest son, Lord Cranborne, always delicate, 
is threatened with serious lung trouble as 
a sequence to a heavy attack of influenza 
and bronchitis. 

This aecumulation, of course, is telling on 
the Premier’s health and spirits, which are 
none of the most robust at the best of times. 

Frontier Risings in India. 

The dangerous frontier risings in India 
are the first fruits of the prefidious action of 
the British government in annexing Chitral 


| after a solemn undertaking had been en- 
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tered into that its independence should not 
be compromised. 

General Sir Neville Chamberlain, who has 
the highest army commands in Indfa ana 
possesses a large experience of frontier 
wars, has stated this view frankly, although 
such an expression of opinion from such a 
quarter is regarded here as something ap- 
proaching high treason. Hesays: ~ 

“In my judgment, these troubles are the 
natural outcome of the provocative policy 
pursued of late years by the government 
towards the independent tribes, culminating 
in the reversal by the existing government 
of the order issued by the government of 
Lord Rosebery for the withdrawal of her 
Majesty’s troops from Chitral and from the 
road leading to it through the territory ot 
Swat and Bajour.” 

Lord Roberts states in an interview his 
conviction that the disturbances will be 
quelled by the existing British frontier 
forces, expresses complete confidence in the 
loyalty of the native troops, and says the 
tribes would not attempt such a revolt with- 
out the direct instigation and support of the 
Ameer of Afghanistan. 

The Indian situation as a whole is causing 
more anxiety in England just now than any- 
thing else. The revival of the horrors of 
the mutiny is a bugbear always haunting the 
English mind, and such a revival seems to 
be nearer now than at any time since 1857. 


MEASURES AGAINST ANARCHY. 


Italy Is Already Moving Energetically 
and Is Ready to Co-operate 
with Other Nations.

Rome, Aug. 21.—({ Copyright, 1897, by W. R. 
Hearst.}—Premier Rudini has spoken with 
emphasis on the suppression of anarchy, 
declaring that the Italian government will 
adopt an energetic policy against Anarch- 
ists. 

Special Bill Drafted, 

“A special bill has already been drafted,” 
said he. ** We shall consider Anarchists out- 
side of fhe pale of the law, more dangerous 
than ordinary criminals, and meriting ex- 
traordinary punishment. 

‘If other nations propose common action 
we shall accept, but nevertheless our meas- 
ures for police reorganization, prescribing 
obligatory domicile and surveillance of 
frontiers, will be sufficient to protect us from 
anarchy.”’ 

The Minister of Justice declares that the 
anarchist movement is becoming dangerous 
for want of energetic laws to repress it. It 
would be opportune, he says, to cstablish 
an international agreement to place An- 
archists in a position of being unable to do 
injury. 

The Italian authorities have orders to vig- 
orously hunt down Anarchists. 


Germany Favers It.

R. Hearst. }—On inquiry at the Foreign Office 
and the Department of Justice I learn that 
the proposal of Spain for the advption of 
international measures against Anarchists 
has been favorably received by Germany, 
Austria, Russia, and Italy.

England will probably decline, 
as will also Switzerland and the United 
States. Spain’s proposal is for the creation 
ef pénal colonies for the lifelong detention 
of dangerous Anarchists to whom no state 
will any longer grant the right of asylum. 


Mysterious Passenger. 
New York, Aug. 21.--[Special.}-—When the 

» Umbria landed:at her dock st 
Ot West Houston street this morn- 
ing oné of her-séeond cabin passehgers 
landed and disappeared without having his 
‘baggage examined. His baggage consisted 
‘of a small satchel, which he carried in his 
hand. When the customs inspectors finished 
éxamining baggage they found that there 
was one passenger on the second cabin list 
whose name was not checked off. The 
name was M. Pianas. 

A Spanish Anarchist of the name of Plafias 
was exiled for making inflammatory speech- 
es the day after Premier Canovas was as- 
sassinated. It was supposed that he es- 
caped to this country, perhaps on the sted@in- 
ship La Bourgogne, and the customs officers 
were warned to look out for him. If caught 
he was to be deportéd. The official notice of 
the French police described him as a small 
man with an oval face and timid eyes. He 
had a slight mustache and spoke no English. 


Answers the Description. 

According to the description given of the 
Umbria’s passenger by the second cabin 
steward, he was small in stature, with an 
oval face. He appeared timid and nervous, 
and once when he became ill with the grip 
he thought he was going to die, and 
screamed loudly in the second cabin, asking 
for his mother. He spoke only Spanish, and 
told the steward that he was a Cuban, but 
that he did not intend to go to Cuba again. 
Beyond this the Umibria’s passenger said 
little to any one on the voyage. He em- 
barked at Liverpool and shared his cabin 
with an Irishman andan Italian. They were 
not able to tell anything about him today. 

Three inspectors boarded the Umbria as 
soon as the vessel landed. How the little 
passenger got by them unobserved they 
could not explain. When they found he 
was missing and that his name was the 
same as that of the Spanish Anarchist, 
they hunted the docks and the neighbor- 
hood for him in vain. The steward said that 


he had three drafts for the man, and that -

Mr. Langtry May Not Be Able to Secure 
a Divorce from the Whilom Jersey 
Lily Italian Newspapers Revive 
an Extraordinary Romance Affect- 
ing the Ancestry of Prince Henri 
of Orieans—Inspection of the Vaults 
Containing Germany’s War Fund.

London, Aug. 21.—[Copyright, 1897, by 
the Press Publishing company, New York 
World.]—Ambassador Hay has been spend- 
ing a few days as the guest of L. Z. Leiter at 
the Priory, at Reigate, the residence of Lady 
Henry Somerset, which the Curzons have 
occupied for the summer. The Ambassador 
will leave on Monday for Scotland, where 
he has accepted several invitations, among 
them being one from the Bradley Martins 
at Malmaccan. 

J. R. Roosevelt, formerly Secretary of the 
American embassy, whose health has been 
much improved by a stay of several weeks 
at Marienbad, sails for America Sept. 4. 

Mr. Langtry is now in Paris, whence pro- 
ceeds a repetition of the incredible story 
that he is initiating a suit for divorce 
against the whilom Jersey Lily. I have been 
making inquiries among local authorities as 
to the practicability of entering such a 
suit, and have been assured that Mr. Lang- 
try or any one can bring suit for divorce in 
the English courts, but that in this case, 
even if Mrs. Langtry did not defend it, its 
belated character would of itself suffice to 
empower the Judge to direct its dismissal 
on the ground of condonation. 

It has been suggested that Mrs. Langtry 
might welcome such a petition, as an Eng- 
lish divorce would set her free to marry 
Prince Esterhazy, but, as her legal advisers 
will have told her that there is not the re- 
motest possibility of such a divorce being 
granted, she can have fio object in conniv- 
ing at the petition. Two Princes, two Earls, 
two Baronets, Mr. Gebhardt, and the late 
Abingdon Baird are the principal core- 
spondents mentioned. The English law 
being clearly what it is, the object of sucha 
suit could not possibly be to obtain divorce, 
and the Judge would immediately invite the 
intervention of the Queen’s Proctor to cross- 
examine Mr. Langtry on the question of 
condonation or connivance, which would 
finish the suit on the spot. None of the co- 
respondents would even be called to the 
witness stand. I have ascertained at the 
divorce court that no petition has yet been 
londged, and it is more than doubtful that 
one ever will be. 


Revive an Extraordinary Story. 

The Italian papers revive an extraor- 
dinary romance concerning the ancestry of 
Prince Henri of Orleans, who, they claim, 
was attacking his own countrymen when 
he vilified Italians.

Germany’s Golden War Fund. 

The Committee of National Expenditure 
of Germany has just been paying its an- 
nual visit to the fortress of Spandau, where 
Germany has kept $30,000,000 in coined gold 
as a war fund in preparation for contin- 
gencies ever since the payment of the 
French war indemnity. The War Lords’ 
guardians pass through three iron doors and 
enter the strong room of the national safe. 
Here there are a thousand iron chests, 
placed one above the other like cigar boxs. 
Each safe has twelve divisions, and each 
division holds $2,500 in gold. Some bags are 
taken out and counted, others are weighed, 
and here and there sealed iron safes are 
opened to verify their contents. A state- 
ment of the results is drawn up on paper, 
and the walls, roof, and foundation of the 
treasure chamber are examined out of con- 
sideration for thieves, who may break 
through and steal. As to rashly approach- 


ing the fortress of Spandau, a man who 
should attempt the feat would get more lead 
than gold, uniess he be a German Field Mar- 
shal.

Electric Cabs in London... 

London streets now havVé their service of 
electric cabs, new-looking vehicles of the 
coupé pattern, with yellow wheels, and Car- | 
rying two passengers at the existing han- 
som cab fares. The underbody ts heavy 
looking and contains about a ton weight of 
electric accumulators. Théy will travel 
sixty miles without replenishing. 

Your correspondent rode in one today 
through the most crowded part of the West 
End, down Cheapside. and through the maek 
strom of traffic at the Bank of England, 
and the cab was manipulated far more easily 
and more perfectly than could the most skill- 
ful of cabmen manageahansom. They run 
smoothly, without vibration, with merely 
a buzzing sound-to which the ear soon be- 
comes accustomed. 

The hansom cabbies are beginning to re- 
gard the innovation with some seriousness, 
although they greet the drivers of the horse- 
less vehicles with samples of their most pol- 
ished sarcasms, conveyifig a rooted skep- 
ticism as to their success, So far the forty 
cabs which are pioneering the new departure 
are regarded more as objects of curiosity 
than as practicable vehicles by the public, 
but they will soon get used to them, and if 
they work as smoothly as that in which I

AFRAID OF SALISBURY’S POLICY 


Continental Powers Look-for Treach- 
ery on the Part of Great 
Britain. 


London, Aug. 21.—The Marquis of Salis- 
bury’s definite committal of Great Britain 
to the policy of insisting upon the evacuation 
of Thessaly by the Turkish troops, whether 
the Greek indemnity is paid or unpaid, is 
universally approved by the British press 
and is equally condemned by the coritinental 
newspapers.. it is difficult to foresee the 
outcome. 

The British Prémier proposed that Greece 
should pay a small sum annually, represent- 
ing the interest on the indemnity and an 
installment on the total amount, as in the 
case of the Turko-Russian indemnity, but 
there seems to be little chance of the powers 
accepting the propositions. The great grip 
of the Marquis of Salisbury on the powers 
is found in their intense desire to get peace 
settled and the Turkish army disbanded, us 
until this last step is accomplished the peace 
of Kurope will be continually menaced, 

It is suggested that Great Britain may 
abandon the concert of the powers. This 
is probable, and would be regarded as proof 
of bad faith and would throw the powers 
into a violent and dangerous ferment, be- 
cause, rightly or wrongly, it is universally 
believed that Great Britain is bent on 
treachery. As a diplomat puts it, “ She is 
again prowling, and Europe fears to sud- 
denly discover that England has executed 
a coup de main.”’ 

The bogey of the present moment in the 
chancellories of Europe is. the rooted belief 
that Great Britain is anxious to seize the 
island of Crete. Consequently, were Great 
Britain to desert the concert of the powers 
at the present moment her action would 
produce a general scramble among the 
powers, followed by.a free fight, or a menac- 
ing anti-British combination. wt

Submission of the King of Benin to 
British Authority After Hid- 
ing for Ménths.

Lagos, West Coast of Africa, Aug. 21.— 
The King of Benin, who surrendered on 
Aug. 5 to the British authorities, after 
wandering in the bush since the capture of 
Benin City by the British in February last, 
as a result of the massacre of an unarmed 
expedition under Consul Phillips, entered 
Benin City, preceded by a messenger bear- 
ing a white flag and followed by 800 un- 
armed blacks, ten chiefs, twenty wives, and 
a reed band playing native music. 

On Aug. T the acting political residents 
received the King’s obeisance in. front of 
the palaver house.- The King was covered 
with coral ornaments, and his arms were 
supported on each side by natives. About

privately to the President, but the British 
representatives refused, and the King, after

obeisance, rubbing his forehead three times 
upon the ground.

While Drawing Bouity He Is 
Causing Strife, 


STRENGTH OF THE SULTAN. 


London, Aug. 21,—[Copyright by the 
Evening Post Publishing Company. ]—Wher- 
ever they turn just now Englishmen are re- 
minded of the heavy responsibilities of the 
émpire. British troops or officers are con- 
cerned in military operations at three points 
on the lindiah frontier—namely, Chitral in 
the Swat district, Khyber on the Peshawar 


border, and in the Tochi Valley, as well as 


in thé Soudan, Matabeleland, Basutoland, 
Bechuanaland, and Crete—no small list fora 
nation the echoes of whose jubilee celebra- 
tions of peace have hardly died away. 

Grave as the news is from India, there is 
a comforting absence of alarm, almost of 
anxiety, in well-informed circles, This prob- 
ably arises from the confidence in what Lord 
Roberts ealls England’s magnificent fighting 
stuff in India—Mussulmans, Sikhs, and 
Ghurkas, commanded by highly experienced 
officers. 

Sir Bindon Blood’s complete defeat of the 
tribesmen in the Swat Valley goes to con- 
firm this Gonfidence. Already well-informed 
men talk of the back of the rising being 
broken. The worst feature of the situation 
is the growing suspicion that the Amir, 
though living on an English subsidy, is not 
faithful to England. Thitigs must have 


reached a grave pass when the late Com- 


mander-in-Chief in India and possible future 
Viceroy throws aside official reserve to tell 
a newspaper, as Lord Roberts told the 
Chronicle on Thursday, that he suspects the 
Amir of secretly encouraging, or at least 
not disapproving, the risings. Still, these 
suspicions hardly disturb the optimium of 
Indian experts. 
Visible Power of the Sultan. 

In the near East nothing attracts more no- 
tice here than the growth of the real power 
of the Sultan. Fourteen weeks have passed 
since the close of the war which all the pow- 
ers agreed should result in no cession of ter- 
ritory. Yet Turkey holds Thessaly. Eng- 
land alone stands out against the German 
Emperor's scheme for the virtual Turkish 
annexation of Trikhala, Larissa, and Volo. 
If Loré Salisbury listened to his many 
friends, in the press here, led by the St. 
James Gazétte, he would stand out no longer, 
but leave Greece to her fate. He will cer- 
tainly belie his past if he persists to the 
point of breaking up the concert. There is 
some talk of England removing the deadlock 
by quietly lending Greece the necessary $20,- 
000,000 to pay the Turkish indemnity. A 
more likely outcomeé is a compromise, Turkey 
holding one town instead of three as a guar- 
anty of Greéce’s acceptance of 4 modified 
form of international financial control. 

The Sultan in any case stands to win In 
his long tussle with the powers. - He has, 
moreover, had the gratification of receiving 
the homage at Constantinople of Prince 
Ferdinand, who, forgetting the Bulgarian 
atrocities of twenty years ago, prefers, in 
the words of his Prime Minister, Dr, Stotloff, 
to kiss the hand of thé Sultan rather than 
humble himself before the Ministers.of the 
European powers.

The ‘Times’ Vienna corre- 
spondent today quotes a ‘‘ well-known Amer- 
ican General ’’ as counseling the Greeks that 
the pass of Thermopyle, the gate of south- 
ern Greece, could be held against all comers, 
even by the reduced and disorganized Greek 
army. 

Reyalty in. Ireland.

One might imagine from the way in which 
the Duke and Duchess of York have been 
applauded in sections of the English press 
that they are braving the terrors of an un- 
known and savage land.

-ception has been most gratifying, for though 
the nationalist municipality in Dublin was 
not represented in yesterday's deputations 
to the royalties, members individually and 
nationalist citizens generally are joining 
heartily in the greetings. 

The visit has naturally revived the ques- 
tion of a permanent royal residence in Ire- 
land. This would tmply the abolition of the 
viceréyalty and castle rule and the creation 
of an Irish Secretary of State. It is believed 
that if the Irish local government plans of 
the ministry are well received next session 
some such changes will be probable before 
the present Parliament expires. As it is, 
visitors to Iréland say that a fiew Iréland 
is surely arising. ‘The railway companies 
are developing tourist travel, and hotel ac- 
commodation, which higherto has been a 
great drawback, is being generally im- 
proved.

The government tei- 
égraph officials gave these men the use of « 
clear line, 860 miles long, making a circuit 
through London, Leeds, Glasgow, LEdin- 
burg, Newcastle, York, and othér places, 
over which the Americans succeeded in 
transmitting short messages at a _ spéed 
equivalent to 4,000 words per minute. 

The messages were received with perfect 
clearness. Forty-four miles of the line were 
under ground, thus adding to the difficulty 
of the trial. The bighest rate attained by 
them in America was 3,000 words per minute 
over an iron wire thirteen miles long. The 
inventors claim that the trials demonstrate 
the possibility of sending press messages be- 
tween New York and Chicago at such speed 
that the contents of a newspaper could be 
transmitted in an hour.

Also Makes Advances of Friend- 
ship Toward Austria. 


PLAN TO WATCH ANARCHISTS 


Berlin, Aug. 21.—{Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.]—At the banquet at Wil- 
helmshohe in honor of the birthday of 
Emperorr Fancis Joseph a remark of Bm- 
. peror William to General Windeschgraetz, 
the Austrian military attaché, created a sen- 
sation, Lifting his glass, his Majesty said: 

“I trust that all misunderstandings are 
now buried.” 

This is generally interpreted as referring to 
recent events and to the Austrian jealousy 
created thereby. 


Play Oatlined by the Kaiser. 

During the presence of the King of Italy 
at the German military maneuvers a sym- 
bolical play, written according to the in- 
structions and on an outline furnished by 
Emperor William, will be performed at the 
Royal Theater of Wiesbaden. The play 
will allegorically represent the fraterniza- 
tion of Italy and Germany. The two leading 
réles are Italiaand Germania, and the scenic 
decorations, which are gorgeous, are the 
work of the Viennese painters, Kautsky and 
Rottenara, from sketches made by the Ger- 
man Emperor. The most beautiful tableaux 
will represent Rome. In this scene the 
Emperor found it desirable to make an al- 
teration. In the original the sun was seen 
rising directly over 8t: Peter's, the rays 
irradiating the whole vicinity and leaving 
the Quirinal or royal residence in shadow. 
In view of the strained relations between 
the Vatican and the Quirinal his Majesty 
ordered the sun in this scene to de oblit- 
erated. 

Will Attend Austrian Maneuvers. 

Emperor William will attend the Austrign 
military maneuvers, arriving at Totis on 
Sept. 12, and remaining there until Sept. 
15. Then Emperor William and Emperor 
Francis Joseph will proceed to Mohacz, to 
hunt stags and wild boars on the preservés 
of the Archduke Frederick of Austria. On 
Sept. 20 the two NHmperors will proceed to 
Buda-Pesth. 

Slow to Aid the Sufferers. 

The dissatisfaction at the slowness of the 
Prussian and Saxon governments in giving 
State aid to the sufferers from the recent 
floods increases dally. Saxony‘ has only 
given 60,000 marks, against 300,000 marks 
given by the municipality of Dresden alone. 
Collection lists circulated by’the Saxon so- 
cialists have been seized by the police and 
confiscated, In Prussia nothing will be done 
by the government for the sufferers for 
months to come, and the Cabinet has de- 
cided to aid Silesia only to the extent of 
mending the roads there, rebuilding the 
bridges, and helping the owners of farms 
and agricultural estates whose fields have 
been previously damaged. 

Private charity, however, is very active 
throughout Germany, and donations are 
flowing in freely. 

Secretary Thielen of the Agricultural de- 
partment and his’ committee of govern- 
ment officials have finished their inspection 
of Silesia and will submit to the Diet a plan 
to effectively regulate the water courses 
of the mountain districts so as to prevent 
«x recurrence of the floods. 

Plan Against Anarchists. 

The Associated Press correspondent learns 
on good authority that it is true that Bm- 
peror William has proposed a new plan of 
concerted action upon the part of the con- 
tinental powers against anarchists, and that 
he has obtained the promise of codperation 
from a majority of them. The plan Includes 
a uniform system of watching all those 
who are known to hold destructive ideas, a 
more effective interchange of observations 
and a better system of identification.

TEST OF THE COPYRIGHT LAW. 


| Mere Tevhnical Observance with Ref- 


erence to Many Dramatic 
Productions. 


London, Aug. 21,—The performance of the 
so-called copyright productions of various 
plays to fulfill the requirements of the Eng- 
lish laws has given rise to much comment 
recently. It is seriously questioned whether 
the sort of renditions that are customarily 
given come within the purpose of the copy- 
right act, and it is possible that a test may 
some time be made to secure judicial opin- 
ion on the subject. . These performances 
have come to consist of rather farcical read- 
ing of the lines by the author or dramatiger 
and those friends whom he may be able to 
impress into service for the occasion. 

The anost noteworthy of the kind recently 
was the reading of a dramatized version of 
Mr. Hall Caine’s new novel, “ The Chris- 
tian,’ at the Grand Theater in Douglass, 
Isle of Wight} on the day of its appearance 
in book form. The actors for the occasion 
were reeruited from Mr..Caine’s family and 
friends,+the atithor speaking the part of 

John Storm, the central character, with 
Mrs, Paul Caine and his son and daughter 
reading other parts. The novelist has re- 
east his book into four-act form, but the 
dramatization was merely a skeleton. 

Another copyright production was given 
at the Prince of Wales of “ The Princess 
Tarakanoff, or the Northern Lights.” 

The revival of ‘In Town” at the Garrick 
for a brief fortnight’s run before its trans- 
portation to New York for the opening of the 
Knickerbocker Theater has proved a suc- 
cessful incident, although its main purpose 
was to fulfill the requirements of the tariff 
laws, which permit the free admission of 
theatrical costumes only when they have 
been actually used on the stage.

BRITISH STRENGTH IN INDIA. 


Promptly Sends to the Front a Suffi- 
cient Force to Deal with the 
Uprising. 


London, Aug. 21.—Though the acute 
crisis in affairs on the frontier of British 
India seems to have passed, there is no 
doubt there has been genuine cause for the 
scare which prevailed. Practically all the 
tribes throughout a@ mountain district 800 
miles long 4nd 200 miles wide are up in arms.

LONDON’S ELECTRICAL CABS.

London, Aug. 21.—The first real éffort of 
horseless vehicles in London was made on 
Thursday, when a ¢onipany placed a dozen 
electrical cabs on the street. They resemble 
coupes, and the accumulators consist of 
forty cells capable of propelling them over 
fifty miles at a cost of 50 cents. 

The rear wheeis do the driving and the 
front wheels the steering. They have heavy 
rubber tires, have upholstered spring cush- 
ions, are lighted by electricity, are speedy, 
and almost noiseless. They appear to be 
giving every satisfaction. The machines 
seem under perfect control and thread their 
way wonderfully through the traffic. The 
tariff is the same as that of theicabs.

Expects to Entertain President and 
Mrs. McKinley at Cleveland 
This Week. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 21.—[{Special.]—Before 
Cleveland people were astir this morning the 
steel yacht Comanche steamed into Cleve- 
land harbor, after lying in the breakwater 
several hours waiting for day to break. On 
beard were Senator and Mrs. the 
Misses Mabel and Ruth Hanna, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Goslin of Toledo. The entire party 
were driven to Mr. Hanna's ‘residence at 
Windermere. 

Senator Hanna looked the picture of health 
and had evidently enjoyed his shing ex- 
cursion along the north shore of Lake Su- 
perior. He came down to his office a little 
after 9 o’clock, and he and Colonel Dick 
entered immediately upon a secret confer- 
ence, which lasted almost all ~ morning. 
Neither gentleman saw any of the visitors 
who called, no matter how important they 
might claim their mission to be. At the 
conference the plans for the Ohio campaicn 
were outlined and reviewed in detail, and 
arrangements to receive President and Mrs. 
McKinley were made. 

The presence here of President and Mrs. 
McKinley as the guests of Senator Hanna's 
family at “Windermere” will break the 
dead quiet of the midsummer social season. 
It is possible that Vice President and Mrs. 
Hobart will also accept Senator Hanna’s 
invitation to visit here at the same time. 
Private Secretary J. Addison Porter and 
Secretary of War Russell A. Alger will be 
in the Presidential party, which is expected 
to reach Cleveland on Thursday. 

While there will be several dinners and 
small informal receptions for President Mc- 
Kinley and party during the visit at ‘‘ Win- 
demere,”’ it is announced that no large 
functions will be held, in deference to the 
Chief Executive's wish for quiet and rest. 


RIDES WHEEL DOWN MOUNTAIN. 


Miss Lillian Arnold Nearly Killed by a 
Foolhardy Feat in the Cats- 
kills. 


Stamford, N. Y., Aug. 21.—[Special.}—The 
daring feat attempted by Miss Lillian Ar- 
nold and Hugh Van Graveness, a summer 
guest here, who tried to ride down Mount 
Utsagantha on their bicycle, is now the up- 
permost topic of conversation in this Sara- 
toga of the Catskills. 

The pair started to climb Mount Utsa- 
gantha early one afternoon, riding for some 
distance up the mountain, the ascent being 
gradual, on their wheels. Miss Arnold, when 
the steep ascent made pedaling difficult, and 
she and Van Graveness had alighted, boldly 
suggested that they take their wheels with 
them to the summit and then ride them 
down. Van Graveness remonstrated with 
her, saying that it was taking their lives 
in their hands to ride their wheels down the 
steep mountain roadway. When she laughed 
at him, and taunted him with being coward- 
ly, however, he consented. 

They climbed to the summit, and the pair 
started on their perilous ride downward. 
When the wheels had attained a frightful 
momentum the tire on Miss Arnold’s front 
wheel exploded, and Van Graveness had only 
time to see her thrown high in the air as 
he sped past her like a rocket. Van Grave- 
ness remembered a wood road leading up the 
side of the mountain, and if he could make 
the turn his speéd would be checked by the 
steep 1p-grade. 

By a miracle he made the turn in safety, 
and before long was able to alight from his 
wheel. Trudging back up the mountain 
road hé came upon the wreck of Miss Ar- 
nold’s wheel. Some distance away lay the 
girl, pale and still. Before long she _ re- 
gained consciousness, when it was found her 
ankle was badly sprained. Otherwise she 
was unhurt, although hysterical from fright. 


THIRD REGIMENT GOES IN CAMP 


Colonel Bennett’s Infantry to Test Mil- 
itary Life at Spring- 
field. 

Camp Lincoln, Springfield, Ill., Aug. 21.— 
{[Special.}—Last night was a very quiet one 
indeed at the post, for, with the midnight 
departure of the Sixth, scarcely a hundred 
people remained in Camp Lincoln. Quarter- 
master Smith of the Third acted as a pro- 
visional officer of the guard and sentries 
patrolled the vacant and ghostly streets of 
the canvas city. The rising sun shone over 
a nearly deserted camp, and for the first 
time since July 10 no booming morning gun 
told the people of the northwest part of 
Springfield that another day’s work for the 
blue ceats had commenced. : 

But shortly after 7 o’clock the crashing 
notes of one of Sousa’s marches beyond the 
gate told of the approach of Colonel Fred 
Bennett’s gallant Third Infantry. Headed 
by the De Molay Band of Bloomington the 
twelve sturdy and well drilled companies 
of the Third swung in the gate and formed 
in regimental front on the parade ground. 
The Colonel was followed by Lieutenant 
Colonel Fisher of Rockford, Adjutant E. G. 
Bowen, and Surgeon J. B. Shaw of Joliet, 
Chaplain F. C. Bruner of Harvey, Captain 
G. W. Connell, I. R. P., wf Elgin, and As- 
sistant Surgeon J. R. Hoffman of Ottawa. 

A new feature at Camp Lincoln was intro- 
duced today by. Colonel Bennett, who held 
two regimental drills, one in the morning 
and one this afternoon. Nearly all previous 
day drills have been by battalion. Owing 
to quite a heavy rain which came up between 
5 and 6 no parade was held and the boys 
went to bed early after their long and tire- 
some trip from northern Illinois.

Steamer Portland to Be Guarded 
by Revenue Cutters. 


CABINET MEN WELL HOUSED. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.—[Special.]— 
When the steamer Portland comes out into 
Bering Sea from the Kiondike region, be- 
tween Sept. 30 and Oct. 10, it will be con- 
voyed to a place of safety by one of the rev- 
enue cutters now on duty in northern waters. 
Instructions have already been sent to Cap- 
tain Tuttle, who commands the Bear, that 
if he can make it convenient his craft is to 
perform convoy service for the treasure 
ship. Should there be any reason why the 
Bear cannot do this, then a choice of convoy 
will be made from the other revenue cutters 
of the Bering Sea flotilla.

Captain Hooper, an experienced mariner 
and trusted officer, is in command of this 
fieet, which consists of the cutters Corwin, 
Grant, Perry, and Rush. These cutters are 
in reality small gunboats, and are prepared 
to take care of any amount of treasure that 
may be committed to their keeping. In their 
crews are some of the best and bravest sail- 
ors who have seen service under Uncle Sam 
and with private corporations, and can be 
depended upon to do their duty when com- 
manded by their officers. 

In addition to the armament of the reve- 
nue cutters the Portiand will be able to give 
a good account of itself should there be an 
attack of any kind, as a couple of Maxim 
rapid-fire guns have been procured and lo- 
cated so as to rake fore and aft if necessary.

Members of the Cabinet with their fami- 
lies seem to be as far separated the coming 
season as the city of great distances will 
permit.. The Vice Presidential mansion will 
in this administration lead instead of follow- 
ing the plans of the Cabinet row.

The Bliss, Long, and Wilson 
families have not located as yet in Washing- 
ton houses, and of the number the Longs 
will probably care most for an early settle- 
gent. Postmaster General Gary has 4a de- 
lightful home in Massachusetts avenue 
above Seventeenth street.

Under instructions from the Secretary of 
War a board of army officers, consisting of 
Colonel John I. Rodgers, Fifth Artiilery; 
Lieutenant-Colonel Henry C. Hasbrouck, 
and Captain Crosby P. Miller will meet here 
Sept. 1 to consider and report upon the loca- 
tion and distribution of Uncle Sam’s artil- 
lery in the care and preservation of the 
seacoast armament provided for by the last 
fortifications appropriation bill. It is ex- 
pected this board will have a report ready 
by Oct. 15 relative to the group of batteries 
forming the defense of each harbor, together 
with the size and location of the garrison 
that should be provided.

RECEIVES REPLY FROM JAPAN. 


Minister Hoshi of Japan Acknowledges 
the Receipt of Secretary Sher- 
man’s Last Note on Hawaii. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.—Secretary 
Sherman has received prompt acknowledg- 
ment from Minister Hoshi of Japan of the 
Secretary's letter of last Saturday relating 
to the annexation of Hawali to the United 
States. Mr. Hoshi’s acknowledgment is 
formal, and does not go into the merits of 
the subject, as the answer to Secretary 
Sherman’s last note will not be made until 
word comes from the Japanese Foreign Of- 
fice. The Associated Press dispatches con- 
tained all of the features of Secrétary Sher- 
man’s note, with one exception—namely: 
Japan's prior note referred incidentally to 
reports that a majority of the ihhabitants 
of Hawali did not favor annexation. Mr. 
Sherman’s answer takes issue with this 
statement, and urges at some length the 
preponderance of influence in Hawaii is 
favorable to the annexation of the island to 
the United States. Aside from this and the 
approval expressed of the plan of arbitra- 
tion between Japan and Hawaii on the im- 
migration question, the Sherman note is an 
enlarged argument of Mr. Sherman’s former 
letter stating the atitude of the United 
States as favorable to annexation.

Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 21.—[Special.]—The 
Holly brothers, Frank and Walter, of Polo, 
Ogle County, Ill, left Buckley, this county, 
a few days ago for a prospecting trip on 
Mount Tacoma. Walter has returned, car- 
rying the dead body of Frank. 

He had brought the body thirty-five miles 
through a jungle of fir trees and brush, and 
when he arrived at Buckley he was nearly 
dead. For two days and nights he had been 
trudging along in the forest with the dead 
brother, who was accidentally shot in the 
head with his own gun on Wednesday, the 
charge of buckshot exposing the brain and 
tearing open the skull over the right temple. 

Although unconscious Frank lived two 
hours, and then the living brother was alone 
in the primeval forest with the dead.

NEW USE FORELEC ELECTRIC WAGON 


Chicago will be treated to an innovation in 
the line of delivery wagons tomorrow morn- 
ing, when the first electric wagons used in 
America for delivery of merchandise will 
be put into use. 

These horseless wagons are easily con- 
trolied and can be run at a much less ex- 
pense than the old style. The motive power 
will come from storage batteries, which will 
also furnish the lighting power. The wag- 
ons can be run at any rate of speed from two 
to sixteen miles an hour, 

They are built of expensive materials, cost- 
ing something over $2,000 each, and will be 
*xremely showy in appearance. They were 
purchased and will be operated by the firm 
of Charles A. Stevens & Bros. 


BEER GARDEN EXCITES ANGER. 


Chicago Heights People Are Incensed 
Over the Action of the Vil- 
lage Trustees. 


The temperance people of Chicago Heights 
are greatly incensed over the recent action 
of the village trustees in permitting the 
Chicago Heights Picnic association to locate 
a beer garden within the village limits. 

A feature in connection with the protests 
now being heard is that the picnic people 
have repeatedly striven to secure a license 
from the village, but were unable to do so 
owing to the vigorous protests of 700 pe- 
titioners who formally presented their ob- 
jections to the village trustees. Since then 
the proprietors of the garden, it Is said, have 
been doing a saloon business at certain 
times without the payment of any license. 

Complaints have been made to the trustees 
of the Town of Bloom, but without avail. 
A movement has recently been set on foot 
by the Catholic priest and the Methodist 
pastor to have the County Commissioners 
take hold of the matter, and with partial 
success. 

It was upon the commissioners’ demand of 
immediate payment of $125 license for a 
quarter year in advance or immediate ces- 
sation of beer selling that the Chicago 
Heights Picnic association moved into the 
limits from a point just outside. There an 
ordinance is in force requiring the payment 
of a full year’s license in advance. There 
is a rumor that the village fathers will re- 
voke the present ordinance, and permit par- 
tial payments of the present $500 license.

Suddenly Becomes Insane. 


ORDERED TO LEAVE TOWN 


Charge of Selling Beer. 


JUDGMENTS AGAINST HER. 


Mrs. Mary Froelich, who was exiled from 
the limits of Evanston on Thursday last be- 
cause it was charged she ran a “ blind pig ”’ 
and sold bottled beer to thirsty residents of 
that place, became suddenly insane while in 
the office of Attorney George 8 Baker, in 
the Stock Exchange Building, yesterday 
afternoon. She grew noisy and whirled her 
arms like a windmill. Mr. Baker and an- 
other occupant of the office carried her to a 
private room and summoned the police. 


‘During that time she continuously whirled 


her arms.and stamped her feet. 

When the police arived the woman ac- 
cused Mr, Baker of stealing her baby, and 
became greatly excited. She was finally 
persuaded to go with the officers, they prom- 
ising to take her to her child. The woman 
was taken to the detention hospital, but the 
authorities there refused to receive her, and 
she was brought back and placed in the 
liarrison Street Annex. 

Arrested Eight Times. 

Mrs. Froelich was arrested eight different 
times during the summer, charged wicn sell- 
ing beer, but was usually acquitted. The 
Evanston police raided her place July 6, 
and among the prisoners captured was City 
Clerk Bogart. Mrs. Froelich was found 
guilty on the charge made after the raid, 
The Clerk paid the $50 fine, but the residents 
of Evanston now realize that the sum prob- 
ably came from the borough treasury. 

Mrs. Froelich was not molested again 
until Aug. 17, when she was arrested on a 
beerselling charge preferred against her be- 
fore Justice Levere by Robert Glaser, a 
young man who was at the time charged 
«with embezzlement. At the hearing he swore 
Mrs. Froelich sold him beer. She denied 
this, but after a consultation with her ad- 
viser, John P. Daleiden, she offered to put 
in a plea of guilty if the fine was suspended 
on her promise to leave the place immediate- 
ly. On this basis an agreement was 
reached, the fine being held over her in the 
shape of an unrecorded judgment to hold 
her to her promise. 

Wants Her Exile Postponed. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon she went to the office of Mr. Baker, 
City Attorney of Evanston, to get the time 
for the beginning of her exile extended, 
claiming it would be impossible for her to 
get away by Monday. Mr. Baker agreed to 
exterd the time until Wednesday, but this 
was not sufficient for Mrs. Froelich, who 
wanted a greater extension. While she was 
pleading Mr. Baker informed her that un- 
less she was out of the place by Wednesday 
night the judgments for all her suspended 
fines, amounting to $700, would be entered 
against her. At this she started for the 
door, but, before reaching it, fell. In fall- 
ing she grabbed hold of the door and swung 
around it, dropping in a corner just outside. 
Mr. Baker ran to her assistance and found 
her swinging her arms wildly and mutter- 
ing something about being persecuted. It 
is thought that constant brooding over her 
troubles caused her mind to give way. She 
will probably be sent to the County Hospital 


today.

Bankers Agree to Assist the 
Defense League. 


NAME COMMITTEE TO ACT 


Assessments. 


MAKE ESTIMATES ON RESULT 


Splendid progress is being made by the 
movement to catch tax-dodgers. At leost, 
s0 say the officers of the Taxpayers’ De- 
fense jeague, Their opinion is based on two 
important points gained in the fight yester- 
day. One of these is the appointment of a 
Bankers’ committee to equalize the bank 
assessments. The other is an agreement en- 
tered into between Edgar B. Tolman, on 
behalf of the league, as its attorney, and 
Chairman O. D. Allen of the Finance com- 
mittee of the County board, at a confererce 
held in the morning, when these men went 
over a list of individuals, firms, and corpora- 
tions which has been compiled by the league 
as having been omitted entirely from taxa- 
tion or as being assessed at figures seem- 
ingly too low. It was decided that the fol- 
lowing policy should be adopted: 

A complaint will be prepared ready for 
filing, showing the inequalities of the as- 
sessment; and the names of those not as- 
sessed at all or who are assessed too low 
will be selected from the list as carefully as 
possible; but for fear that injustice might 
unintentionally be done to some whose 
names are upon the list the petition will 
not be actually filed or made out for a week. 

During this week Chairman Allen or any 
member of the County Board Finance com- 
mittee will receive either in writing or orally 
at the sessions of the board statements of 
those who have been omitted from taxation 
or who have been taxed too low, and if these 
letters are accompanied by an affidavit 
showing what their taxable assets were on 
the first day of May and what amount they 
should be assessed for taxation those names 
will be placed upon the tax books and erased 
from the lists of “not assessed’ or “ as- 
sessed too low,”’ and at the end of the week 
proceedings will be taken as to those who 
have not themselves voluntarily corrected 
manifest errors. 


Firm with a Conscience. 


Already a prominent firm which has been 
entirely omitted this year from taxation and 
whose taxable assets are said to be $500,000 
has expressed surprise that it was not listed 
and also a willingness to have the error cor- 
rected and to be put on the list at a fair 
figure. It is expected and hoped that others 
will make the same voluntary corrections. 

The list referred to includes those rated 
by the commercial agencies at over $400,000. 
An tmmediate effort will be made to corm- 
plete the list by including all who are rated 
under $400,000, and such persons, firms, and 
corporations are asked to act immediately 
that no Injustice may be done. 

The leagtie furthermore undertakes to give 
assurances that all corrections will be kept 
strictly confidential. But some of the frauds 
paid to have been discovered are so glaring 
it is not at all unlikely some prosecutions 
will be instituted, 

When the Finance committee of the board 
met yesterday forenoon several bankers and 
their lawyers, as well as Major Tolman and 
other representatives of the league, were 
present. After a good deal of argument on 
both sides as to what course should be pur- 
sued it was finally agreed the banks would 
appoint a committee of five to take charge 
of and equalize their assessments. Those 
there and then named to serve on that com- 
mittee are: 

W. F. Dummer of the Northwestern National 
Bank, chairman. 

J. H. Kedaie of the Western State Bank. 

R. M. Orr of the American Exchange National 


Bank. 
William A. Tilden of the 


w. J. Rathje of the Chicago City Bank. 

They have called a meeting of the several 
bank officers and directors to be held next 
Tuesday, when, it is expected, at least, the 
whole controversy as to these concerns will 
be settle@ and disposed of. 


Results Are Uncertain, 


A question has been raised as to whether 
this arrangement will lower or increase the 
revenue. It. is generally understood the 
equalization will change all bank assess- 
ments about 10 per cent—that fs, raise those 
considered ‘too low 10 per cent and reduce 
those held as too high a like amount. The 
league people think the county and city will 
be gainers. But they also say that is not 
so much the object as to expose and remedy 
what they term “‘ the most corrupt and ir- 
regular assessment ever made in Chicago.” 

In opening the meeting Chairman, Allen 
said it was plainly evident the Assessors 
had no understanding between them re- 
garding the methods of taxing the capital 
stock of banks. An attorney appearing for 
the Commercial Loan and Trust company 
denied the right of the County board to 
make the assessments. However, nobody 
seemed to consider his point well taken, and 
it was not seriously discussed. 

Lawyer Patterson of Englewood protest- 
ed that President Holbrook should have 
gone before the Lake Town Board of Re- 
view with his complaint against the First 
National of Englewood and the Drovers’ 
National Bank instead of before the County 
board. Chairman Allen overruled him by 
stating that the board was a Cook County 
body, and that Mr. Holbrook came before 
it as a taxpayer of the county. 


They May Run to Cover. 


It is believed by the board and league there 
will be considerable activity.this week on the 
part of those receiving notices to get under 
cover. Great effort. is made to prevent the 
list of dodgers becoming public property. 
It is said it contains the names of a good 
many known to be wealthy and prominent 
citizens. He spoke of a West Side man 
whose bank was not assessed at all, and 
whose personal property, notwithstanding 
he owns a stable that cost $25,000, is put in 
at a valuation of only $500. 

The league, furthermore, reports having 
discovered in the banks some ridiculously 
absurd injustices. For instance, in the 
South Town a widow, so poor she cannot 
afford the luxury of a carpet on her floor, is 
assessed on a valuation of $1,000, while one 
of the well-known prominent residents in a 
richly furnished house, owning carriages 
and a steam yacht, gets his personal be- 
longings in at $200. “‘So you see,”’ said a 
member, “‘the rich man will pay only $20 
taxes while the poor widow must pay 
$100.""

FEEL THE WAVE OF PROSPERITY 


Men in the Furnace and Domestic 
Plumbing and Engineering Trades 
‘ Hail the Good Times. 


Twenty-one manufacturers and jobbers 
outside of New York and twelve concerns in 
‘New. York-announce in interviews printed in 
Saturday’s number of Domestic Engineering 
that prosperity has already been strongly 
felt in the furnace and domestic plumbing 
and engineering trades. Bome of the firms 
interviewed place the improvement as high 
as SO per cent overa month ago. All of the 
interviews express confidence in a still great- 
er improvement and a belief that the good 
times have returned to stay. 

Two of the five firms which make a differ- 
ence between Chicago and outside trade 
give the improvement in the city and out 
as marked. One of the remaining three 
firms states that the improvement in Chi- 
cago is not noticeable, while the other two 
state the improvement in the local trade 
slight, and trade with the outside country is 
marked. One firm states that its loca] trade 
has increased 50 per cent over a month 
ago. Six of the twenty-one firms predict 
higher prices. 

The improvement in country orders is 
stated in most of the interviews to be re- 
markable. One firm says up to June 1 the 
year was the worst it had ever experienced, 
but since then there has been a steady, 
healthy growth. The increase in the coun- 
try, the interviews say, is not confined to 
particular localities, but appears to be gen- 
eral. Collections are said to be improving 
also. High prices for wheat and a general 
feeling of confidence are the causes given in 
most of the interviews.

NEW WAY TO GOLD FIELD 


CANADIAN PACIFIC PRESENTS A 
SHORT AND BASY LINE. 


Route Is from Ashcraft and Thence 
Northward Over a Cariboo Wagon 
Trail te the Fraser and Other 
Waterways Leading to the Yuken— 
Chicagoan Has a New Combination 
Iceboat and Raft—Chicage Partics 
Leaving. 


Minin Phiscator of Baraga, Mich., who 
peat a down on the steamer Portland on 
amous first trip this season about 
$150,000 in gold, was tered at the Great 
Northern yesterday. e came in from his 
Michigan home, and is here merely on pleas- 
ure bent. He says he has got all the money 
he wants and proposes now to enjoy life. 

He went to the Kiondike two years ago 
and had just $60 when he arrived there. He 
had been engaged in the lumber business 
and knew nothing of mining, but he man- 
aged to locate a claim on Forty Mile Creek, 
where he has made his fortune. 

Previous to this spring’s clean up he had 
taken over $60,000 out of his claim, and 
when he came to wash up what he had drift- 
ed out last winter he found he had about 
$110,000 mpre. He says he nas enough and 
will not go back. 

George Bent, a man with an eventful his- 
tory, left for the Klondike last night as the 
representative of an English "syndicate, 
which is desirous of investing in that coun- 
try. 

He was a government scout under Major 
Reno at the time of the Custer mussacre, 
later became a promoter of American and 
Mexican mining properties in London, fol- 
lowing which he went to Africa and was 
employed as « mining engineer by Cecil 
Rhodes. He is said to have figured rather 
prominently In the Transvaal raid. He has 
been in Alaska before, and goes now to re- 
port upon certain properties which the Eng- 
lish syndicate is contemplating purchasing. 
He will be accompanied from Vancouver by 
a@ party of prominent Englishmen, 


Cc. P. R. Wagon Trail. 

A new route to the Klondike, and which is 
claimed to be shorter and more easily tra- 
versed than any othera thus far men- 
tioned, is announced by the Canadian Pacific 
road. It is said to be a decided improvement 
over the Edmonton-Athabasca “ back door ”’ 
route, which was mentioned in THE TRIBUNE 
of yesterday. 

Two decided advantages are. chhimed in 
its behalf—that good feed for horses can be 
found all along the way, and that the coun- 
try through which it passes abounds in 
game. Considerable of the way, too, is said 
to lead over a good wagon road. 

It starts at Ashcraft, in .the Northwest 
Territory, whence an. excellént wagon 
road leads over an old Caribou trail to the 
Quesnelle Forks, on the Fraser River, dis- 
tant 220 miles. Fort Fraser, 140 miles fur- 
ther on, is the next point struck, after 
which come Decker Lake, 30 miles: Hazle- 
ton, 75 miles; Stickeen Cafion, 90 miles, and 
Teslin Lake, 120 miles. From this point 
clear waterway is said to be afforded down 
the Yukon to the Klondike, a distance of 
about 400 miles, the only obstruction—and 
that is navigable—being the Five Finger 
Rapids. 

James Orr, Representative from Alberta, 
Northwest Territory, in the Dominion Par- 
liament, who has been over the route, is re- 
ported as saying it is unquestionably su- 
perior to any of the other routes. 

Schemes for Transportation. 

The bent of Chicago inventive genius just 
at present seems to be in the direction of 
providing some comparatively easy means 
of communication between the Alaskan 
coast and the Klondike country. 

It was a Chicago genius, J. W. Dunham, 
who announced a few days ago that in his 
opinion he had solved the problem through 
the invention of a steam iceboat. 

It is another Chicago genius, D. W. Bab- 
cock, who thinks he has hit upon the proper 
scheme for facilitating travel along the 
Yukon route. If Mr. Babcock’'s plans seem 
less ambitious than Mr. Dunham’s they 
have it in their favor that there is no com- 
plicated secret about their operation, and, 
moreover, they are adapted to both summer 
and winter travel. Thus he can navigate 
the open river and carry readily a large 
load of freight, and should it by chance 
freeze up, as it occasionally does, this beat, 
or rather raft, can be quickly converted into 
a sled, which will move easily over the 
frozen surface. 

The distinctive feature of this plan is a 
half dozen air tight galvanized cylinders 
about five feet in length and twenty inches 
in diameter. They will each weigh about 
fifty pounds, and can be readily packed over 
the pass. As soon as navigation is reached 
it will only be necessary to join them to- 
gether with poles, and provide a strong plat- 
form over them to complete a raft which 
will easily carry a load of 4,000 pounds. 


Women as Packers. 


But perhaps the most novel suggestion in 
this connection was that made by a stranger 
yesterday to George W. Hallock, City Pas- 
senger Agent of the Northern Pacific road. 
Without giving the slightest indication of 
trying to perpetrate a joke,. he soberly in- 
formed Mr. Hallock that he had been think- 
ing of trying to engage the services of a 
number of Itallfan women, such as are daily 
seen about the streets of the city carrying 
enormous loads upon their heads, for the 
purpose of packing supplies over the Chil- 
koot Pass. 

“They can carry as much as a horse,” 
urged the man, “ are tough and hardy, and 
I think would be just the thing for getting 
suppiies over the pass. I think they could 
be hired pretty cheaply, too, and I believe 
the scheme would pay well. What do you 
think of it?’ 

Mr. Hallock was too much surprised to 
express any opinion on the subject, but that 
had no effect on the stranger's enthusiasm, 
he continuing to assert his confidence in the 
entire practicability of his pian. 


Chicago Parties En Route. 

Richard A. Raddatz, a taxidermist of this 
city, together with his friend, William Bel- 
ten, Will leave for Alaska over the Northern 
Pacific tonight. Unlike the many, their 
destination will not. be the Klondike, but 
Cook’s Inlet, where they believe there is an 
excelient chance. Gold has been tound 
there for some time in paying quantities, 
but under the influence of the Kicndike 
craze nearly all the miners there deserted 
their claims to rush into the Klondike. 
Some of the abandoned claims are known to 
have paid from $30 to $50 a day, and Mr. 
Radcatz and Mr. Belten will be entirely 
satisfied to locate on one of these.

The old timer on the board will find some- 
thing interesting tc say about each one of 
the happy number included in the above 
list. Most of them are men who have de- 
voted a lifetime to the business and their 
present good luck is more nearly a matter 
of realized profits on many years of devo- 
tion to business than outsiders will be likely 
to understand. There is one name, how- 
ever, which is a striking exception to the 
rule. This is Joseph Leiter. 

A new star of the first magnitude does 
not appear in the financial firmament every 
day, and perhaps none has ever risen more 
auspiciously than that of young Joseph 
Leiter. His name was unknown on the 
board six months ago. Now it is spoken 
with the same sort of awe and respect that 
B. P. Hutchinson and Ned Pardridge com- 
manded in years gone by. For Joseph 
Leiter is credited with being the biggest 
winner in the world, with one possible ex- 
ception, on this world wide movement in 
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the upward tendency of the price of wheat. 
Two others share with him this distinction 
—Charles A. Pillsbury of Minneapolis and 
B. 8. Barnes of St. Louis. But both of the 
latter are old hands at the game, and their 
success excites no wonder, 

It is one of those moss covered, bifur- 
eated traditions that sons of preachers al- 
ways turn out badly, and that sons of rich 
men never “amount to much.” But the 
world is full of examples to the contrary, 
who at least may be called exceptions to the 
rule. When it first became noised about 
that Leiter was “ in the market ” one curb- 
stone gossip said to another: 

“Tl hear Leiter is in heavy on the bull 
side.”

“ Who the devil is Joe Leiter?” 

The profane curbstone orator knew very 
well who “ Joe” Leiter was, but his amaze- 
ment found no better expressiof&. He had 
heard of “Joe” Leiter as the son of one 
of the richest men Chicago has produced, 
and perhaps had “tabbed” and labeled 
Joseph as one of the “sons”—an appelia- 
tion not uncommonly used by persons who 
do not claim to be “sons” in designating 
others who have the misfortune to be born 
with fathers of some note in the world. 

‘It is nevertheless true that Joseph Leiter 
has been known to the public heretofore 


chiefly as a society man, who might possi- 
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Along the Yukon. 
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bly have an ambition to “burn” money 
instead of make it, so far as the curbstone 
and other divisions of the public knew. 
And when Joseph Leiter appeared on the 
horizon of. the rising wheat market this 
summer the amazement was greater than 
if he had been plain * Joe " Smith or “ Joe” 
Johnston. 

Mr. Leiter saw a good thing and knew it 
when he saw it. The fact that he has mude 
$500,000 or $1,000,000—as the gossips say 
~-does not prove that he saw this good thing 
earlier or appreciated it more highly than 
others who have made less than 10 per cent 
of that figure. But it is believed that Mr. 
Leiter has made thousands. where others 
have made cents, and henceforward he 
must submit to finding his name wmen- 
tioned in the smal] type market reports as 
well as ih the society chronicles which are

and Mr. French in turn has dealt with the 
regular.commission houses. There are 
three of these which are supposed to be 
carrying the Leiter line of bull wheat, the 
Allen, Greer & Zellar company, ©. b. Cong- 
don & Co., and Norton, Worthington & 
Co. The firm first mentioned has figured 
conspicuously in the market reports 
the last few weeks, and before 
Mr. Leiter’s name was mentioned 
in this connection frequent _refer- 
ences were made to “the Allen-Greer 
crowd.” Doubtless there are many per- 
sons associated with Mr. Leiter, through 
common interest, in the bull side of the 
market, and it was not until recently that 
Mr, Leiter emerged from the obscurity of 
an anonymous member of “the Allen- 
Greer crowd.” Mr. French, who has pros- 


pered himself, it is said, by the appreciation 
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| in the market quotations, and who is cred- 

ited with being Mr. Leiter’s alter ego in the 
business, is a New Yorker, and other New 
York men are said to be affiliated closely 
with Mr. Leiter. 

It was six months ago when Mr. Leiter 
first essayed the market. He was a bull 
then and made money. His bricf career on 
the board has not been entirely a summer’s 
dream, if reports are to be credited. His 
September line was sold out at 75 cents to 
78 cents, and he went short. . But a brief 
reverse was a mere incentive to greater 
victories, and when the market got around 
80 cents he was back on the bull side, and 
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now is said to hold between 3,000,000 und 
5,000,000 bushels on the September option, -+- 
with an assured profit on that alone of near- 
ly half a million. He also is said to have 
made a neat sum in corn. 

Among the other notable beneficiaries of 
Dame Fortune is found the name of David 
R. Francis, ex-Governor of Missouri and 
a member of the Cabinet of former Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland. Mr. Francis is 
an old hand at the business and has made 
comfortable fortunes in past years the same 
way. It is one of the most essential facts 
in telling the story that St. Louis andthe 
St. Louis clique with which Mr. Francis 
is intimately associated were the firsfto 
“get in on the ground floor.” They were 
the biggest bulls at low prices and they 
have stuck it out through months of un- 
certainty. In fact, it is asserted that St. 
Louis and the seaboard have grabbed off the 
bulk of the profits in the Chicago market | 
this spring and summer, a cireumstaace 
which Mr. Leiter’s success does much tu 
balance. It is believed by Chicago op- 
erators that B. 8. Barnes of St. Louis has 
made not lose thak & millon dollars aa | 
wheat in the last six months.. Credit is 
given more to Mr, Haarstick than to any 
other, although he may not “be among the 
heaviest plungers, for it is said that the 
“tip” on which St. Louis has pinned its 
faith came originally from him. He is the 
owner of a barge line which transports im- 
mense quantities of wheat to Europe, and 
through his correspondents he had early in- 
formation of the shortage in the supply of 
the rest of the world. His information also 
was of such an accurate character that 
there was no reason to doubt it. 

Among the Chicagoans who are said to be 
large winners there are no unfamiliar 
names. W. T. Baker has fought zealously 
for years against mere gambling or the 
board, and with much success. But he is 
too shrewd not to buy either wheat or real 
estate when he is convinced he has a bar- 
gain, and it is said he bought wheat when 
cheap ahd now will sell it at a great profit. 

“ Billy ” Comstock is an old timer who 


has been “ on Dasy street” this long while. 


He looks after his orange grove in Florida 
during the winter and lives at the Audi- 
torium during the summer, preferring his 
old home as a summer resort to the Hast. 
Frank Dunn, who thought he had quit 
active business when he retired from the 
firm of F. G. Logan & Co., is another heavy 
winner among the old timers, Some people 
say that “ Billy” Linn took a flyer with a 
long tail to it on wheat six months ago and 
is still in on the good thing. One of the 
queerest stories, however, is told of a fa- 
miliar chafacter, who shall be nameless, 
He has been a fervid silverite, and, inci- 
defttally, has not been in good luck until 
recently.

In the report given at once to the police 
by Mr. Kroll the statement was made that 
Lawczynski formerly was a surgeon in the 
Russian army. He had fought in several 
battles and carried wounds from two bul- 
lets he received. It was not known whether 
he had any relatives or friends in this city. 
He had lived in Milwaukee until three years

dike. 

Wherever there is placer mining there will 
be clafm jumping, and wherever -there ts 
claim jumping the rifle and revolver will 
play important’ parte in the settlement of 
disputes. It was so in the early days in 
California, tn Australia, and in Africa; it-is 
so now in the Klondike. The Canadian au- 
thorities maintain good order and there ts 
little show of violetice wherever the mounted 
police are stationed.

SYNOPSIS OF, CLAIM LAWS. 


Many Are Interested.in the Legal Re- 
quirements Which Govern Now 
4 in the Kiondtke Region. 


Not all mining laws are alike, and each 
amp has rules of its Own that must be ob- 
served. It has been easier to find out all 
about the geography and climate of the 
Klondike région than of the laws that govern 
there, 

The eode that prevails across the line in 
Alaska is a simple one when one becomes 
fariilliar. with the mining terms. 

According to Canadian mining law a placer 
claim must be as nearly as possible rectangu- 
lar, and marked by four legal posts ai the 
corners. These posts must be at least four 
inches square. One must be marked “ Initial 
post,”"’ on which must be placed a written 
notice stating the name of the qlaim, the 
length of the claim in feet, tts general direc- 
tion, the date of notice, and the name of the 
locator. If any side line extends 100 foet in 
length legal posts must be placed thereon not 
mors than 100 feet apart. 

Placer claims are classified as creek dig- 
gings, bar diggings, dry diggings, bench dig- 
gings, and hill diggings. Every free miner— 
that {s, every person over 18 years old—who 
has taken out a miner's certificate, and every 
joint stock company that has taken out such 
a certificate (the cost of which is $5 a year), 
is entitled to locate and record a placer claim 
on each separate creek, rdvine, of Rill, but 
not more than two claims in the same local. 
ity,,and he may not locate two creek claims 
in the same vicinity. He may hold any num- 
ber of placer claims by purchase. 

A creek claim should be 100 feet long, meas- 
uring the direction of the general course of 
the stream, and extend in width from base 
to base of the hill or bench on each side, 
When the hills or benches are less than 100 
feet apart the claim should be 100 feet square. 

In bar diggings a claim is a strip of land 
100 feet long at high-water mark and in 
width extending from high-water mark in 
the river to its lowest water level. Dry dig- 
gings may be 100 feet square. 

In bench diggings a claim may be 100 feet 
square, provided that the Gold Commissioner 
has authority where a bench is narrow to ex- 
tend the limits of a claim beyond the limits 
of the bench, not, however, exceeding 100 
feet square. 

In hill diggings the claim has a base line 
or frontage of 100 feet, drawn parallel to the 
main direction of the stream or ravine in 
which it fronts. The side lines are drawn 
from each end at right angles to the base 
line, and extend to the summit of the hill. 
Legal posts 100 feet apart must be placed on 
the base and side lines. 

Discoverers may locate larger claims. A 
creek discovery claim may extend from a 
line along the middle of the creek to the sum- 
mit of the hill on each side, but not farther 
than 1,000 feet. Diseoverers of new mines 
may locate claims in dry, bar, bench, creek, 
or hill diggings as follows: One discoverer, 
one claim 300 feet fn length: two discoverers, 
together, two claims extending 600 feet In 
length, thrée @Tscoverers, three claims ex- 
teriding 800 feet; four discoverers, four claims 
extending 1,000 feet; and in cases of taht

In a gulch on Bonanza Creck, tn the very 
center of the richest part of the Klondike. 
is a claim which even the boldest of miners 
shrink from workin’. lor a week or more 
the gravel from the prospect shaft weshe- 
out an average of $15 to the pan; arid grew 
richer as the hole was Ceepuned. Bedrock 
has not been reached yet, but the claim hae 
been abandoned, and the few méh who tricd 
to work it tell of uncanny sounds by day 
and frightful scénes at night.

In the fall of 1896 there camé to Bonanza 
Creek a young man who gave his name as 
Ray Tittle.

Old African to Use His Klondike Gold 
for His Formér Master’s 
5 Daughter. 


Among the lucky minérs tn the Klondike 
is a former slave, a grizzled cld African who 
bears the high-sounding name of 8t. John 
Atherton. He has dug out $30,000 in gold, 
and has a couple of claims which may be 
reasonably expected to yield $100,000 more, 
He is probably the one man in Alaska who 
is planning to do a novel act of charity when 
the time comes for him to abandon his min- 
ing work and réttirfn to the civilized world. 

Before the war Atherton was owned by a 
Georgia family which had a Jarge plantation 
near Atlanta.

THREATENED SYMPATHETIC STRIKE. 

So far the participants in the pending 
coal miners’ strike have generally manitest- 
ed rare good sénse by refraining from the 
destruction of property or other lawless acts 
in the attempt to enforce their demand for 
an advunce of wages, The report coming 
from their headquarters at Columbus, O., 
that their Executive board has issued a 
call addressed to the labor organizations 
throughout the country to join in a confer- 
ence at St, Louis on the 30th inst., for the 
avowed purpose of érganizing a “ sympa- 
thetic strikes’ indicates that the strike as 
it has heretofore heen conducted is lost 
and that it has been determined to abandon 
the peaceful method for one of force, if not 
open violence. The signers of the call are 
M. D. Ratchford, President, and W. OC. 
Pearse, Secretary, with seven members of 
the Executive board of United Mine Work- 
ers, including among the Iatter Patrick 
Dolan, who has been prominent in attempt- 
ed negotiations with the mine operators. 
It also purports to have received the i- 
dorsement of Samuel Gompers, President 
of the American Federation of Labor, and 
J. R. Sovereign, General Master Workman 
of the Knights of Labor. 

If the program outlined by the Executive 
board shall be carried into effect it means 
a general suspension of all classes of indus- 
trial employment so far as they are carried 
on by members of the various organiza- 
tions to whom this appeal is addressed, such 
as was attempted during the Debs strike 
of 1894, with a consequent paralysis of all 
branches of business dependent upon or- 
ganized labor in any form, The authors of 
the call profess to believe that a point has 
been reached where their “struggle has 
become a contest for the preservation of 
civil liberty and constitutional rights.” 
They assail the courts in intemperate and 
vituperative language as “ tyrannical,” 
“unamerican,” “and revolutionary,” as 
they declare— 

The courts have deserted the temple of justice 
and now stand forth the defiant bulwark of con- 
federated capital. Their arbitrary rulings have 
set up one standard of rights for the rich and 
another for the poor. They decree that capital 
is always right and labor always wrong. They 
have made it unlawful for starving working peo- 
ple te appeal against tyrannical treatment, pre- 


sent grievances, or propose just and peaceable 
terins for the redress of insufferable wrongs. 


This is more suggestive of the impotent 
rage of some disappointed enemy of human 
society than of the cool judgment of men 
seeking their rights by legal and consti- 
tutional methods. There is no impartial 
and intelligent individual who does not 


tect the rights of the citizen, no maticr to 
what class he may belong, and the signers 
of this intemperate assault upon them muy 
appeal to them for the mamtenance of their 
rights as successfully as those whom they 
denounce as “the oligarchy of wealth.” 
If the plans of the striking miners in west- 
ern Pennsylvania and West Virginia have 
failed of their object it has been becuuse 
they attempted to do what would have becn 
a violation of the rights of others and of 
law. After reiterating their charges 
against the courts in yaricus forms caicu- 
lated—and apparently designed —to incite 
to violenee, the authors of this remarkable 
} manifesto indulge in the following implied 
threat: 

The recent injunctions and their extreme appli- 
cation against the lawful rights of the poor, the 
arrest and incarceration of hundreds of innocent, 
ineffensive people, the general employment of 
armed thugs to overawe, harass, and coerce the 
minera, have so exasperated the people tn local- 
ities where applied that we feel that we can no 
longer be responsible for the public peace. 

The spirit prompting this is so apparent 
that ‘it can scarcely deceive any man, ve he 
a friend of organized labor or otherwise; 
and no man who is a friend of law and or- 
ganized society can fail to condemn it asa 
scarcely veiled threat, if not direct appeal, 
to lawless violence. Its purport may be 
more distinctly understood in the light of 
the declaration that— 

The object of the convention will not be to merely 
protest against the usurpation and tyranny of the 
courts, but to formulate plans to compel a return 


to the prineiples of free government and put said 
plans into practical operation. 


A virtual declaration that the plans and 
purposes of the authors of this proclama- 
tion are to be accomplished not merely by 
peaceful negotiation but by force and vio- 
‘lence, if necessary. 5 

The document closes with this picture of 
the condition of the striking miners: 


Our people have suffered all the evils that are 
sufferable, and we are left to the alternative of 
submitting to the injunctions of the courts and 
entreating our miners to return to the hovels of 
misery and shame, or appealing to the patriotic 
hearts of America to consider our cause and render 
a verdict in accordance with the just claims of 
suffering humanity, We have chosen the latter, 
and will accept the verdict with that fortitude and 
resignation becoming every liberty loving patriot 
of this great nation. 


That there has been suffering among the 
miners does not admit of question. With 
some it has been a matter of choice, conse- 
quent upon yoluntarily abandoning their 
places in the mines, while with others it has 
been the result of causes over which they 
had no control. Had the former been con- 
tent to await the advance of better times 
there is reuson to believe that the condition 
of all would have been benefited. It is im- 
possible, however, to perceive how the con- 
dition of either is to be improved by inciting 
to a “sympathetic strike” among those 
who have no grievance to adjust with their 
employers, and upon whom the more needy 
strikers are dependent for the means of 
subsistence. Such a strike would be a dou- 
ble wrong—a wrong to the empleyed who 
have no ground of complaint as to wages or 
otherwise, and a wrong to employers who 
have no responsibility for the evile of which 
the strikers now complain, If suecesstul 
in the sense in which it is projected by the 
United Mine Workers’ Pxecutive board it 
would paralyze the business of the country 
and deprive-the miners of the popular sym- 
pathy which they have received during the 
progress of their struggle. 


THE VACATION SCHOOL, 
The Seward Vacation School, which has 
been in session in this city during the last 
few weeks under the auspices of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago Settlement, has just 
closed upon a remarkable success, a thou- 
sand pupils having to be turned away for 
lack of aecommodation. It has gathered 
in the children of the strects, among them 
many who heretofore have been employed 
more mischievously than usefully in vaca- 
tion time. It has been conducted with such

SCIENCE REHABILITATES OLD ACQUAINT- 
ANCES 


The deliberations of the scientists at 
Toronto have not been confined exclusively 
to the elaboration of theories or the re- 
cital of phenomena which would appeal 
only to the advanced student of the world’s 
progress. With a nice consideration for 
the limitations of the average observer of 
events, Professor Ward condescended to 
shed scientific light on some popular ac- 
quaintances which had been suffering from 
general neglect and even scorn, The mi- 
erébe, for instance, has become the su- 
premely despised object of the age. It had 
a bad reputation when it achieved its first 
notoriety, and there seems to have existed 
a tacit conspiracy ever since to blacken its 
character. Boards of Health and special- 
ists have exhaustively discussed its bane- 
ful traits and the public has been educated 
to look upon the creature as the insidious 
enemy of the human family. Until Profes- 
sor Ward nobly came to the rescue it was 
not generally known that the microbe had 
a redeeming quality, but the eminent 
botanist has clearly demonstrated that 
most of this hostility has been rank libel. 

“It is high time,” says the heroie de- 
fender of a down-trodden tribe, “ that the 
public should learn that so far from bac- 
teria being synonymous with disease germs, 
the great majority of these organisms ap- 
pear to be beneticial rather than inimical 
to man,”,. It is unnecessary to recapitulate 
the reasons for this sweeping conclusion. 
It is sufficient to know that it is justified and 
that the microbe is entitled to hold its bead 
up in society again and take its place among 
the elect, secure in its vindication. The im- 
portance of this changed condition and its 
numerical effect can be appreciated when 
it is understood on Professor Ward's au- 
thority that “ every time we eat a piece of 
bread and butter we devour a number of 
bacteria equal to the population of Europe.” 
Large bread consumers ought to feel dis- 
tinctly elated to think that for so long a 
time they have been entertaining such a 
goodly company of angels unawares. 

The same authority speaks a good word 
for a former popular favorite which has 
recently been held in some contempt. Blue 
glass is the objeet of his solicitude in this 
case, and although he does not aseribe to 
it the vast virtues with which it was for- 
merly credited he regards its rays as ex- 
ceedingly destructive of the black sheep in 
the microbe family which frequent the un- 
sanitary streets and alleys. The sun, how- 
ever, is the potent factor in this extermi- 
nating process, and it wages war on the 
street microbe chiefly through its light and 
less through its heat. 


A SENSIBLE QUEEN. 

Another ‘stab at the traditions and cus- 
toms of royalty is reported from London, 
and this time the hostile hand is the fair 
member of Queen Wilhelmina of Holland, 
Her mother, with due regard for her own 
future state as mother-in-law, selected 
Prinee Bernhard of Saxe-Weimar for the 
young Queen’s husband and had progressed 
well along in the wedding preparations, 
but an obstacle has cropped out in the re- 
fusal of the Queen to perform her part of 
the program. This would not be serious, 
for the enterprising matchmaker could 
doubtless secure an eligible substitute for 
the rejected Prince on short notice, but 
the Queen has complicated matters by de- 
claring that she intends to select her own 
husband. This unexampled obstinacy has 
just been announced, and the cable has not 
had time to gather details of the flutter 
that must pervade the various royal fam- 
ilies. Why this young Queen should pre- 
sume to arrogate to herself the right to have 
anything to say about who her husband 
shall be is wholly inexplicable, It is prac- 
tically an wunheard-og breach of royal 
decorum. It may even develop that she has 
the reyolutionary idea of trying to obtain a 
happy marriage. It remains to be seen 
whether the general royal uprising to 
squelch her abnormal aspirations whichis 
sure to follow will succeed or not.

SCIENCE AND THE IMAGINATION. 
No notion could be more mistaken than 
that science and the imagination have a 
dislike for each other. The fact is, as the 
whole proceeding of the great science con- 
ference now going on at Toronto shows, the 
two are the best of friends, The question 
which some time ago used to be much de- 
bated, whether the advancement of science 
was not likely to extinguish the spirit of 
poetry, now seems ridiculous, Our fore- 
most scientists are half poets. The fas- 
cinating address of Sir John Evans at the 
opening meeting on “ Paleolithic Man” 
was in reality a kind of epic, in the con- 
struction of which the imagination played 
quite as conspicuous a part as what is 
called pure science, 

And the famous scientist himself con- 
fessed as much. After marshaling a num- 
ber of facts, with admirable simplicity and 
lucidity of exposition, he admitted that they 
did net amount to much without the aid. 
of the imagination. There were some 
small stone implements, evidently fash- 
ioned by human hands for human uses, 
dug up here and there in various parts of 
the world, bearing a striking resemblance 
to each other, although by the testimony 
of the rocks some of them may have been 
millions of years older than others; but of 
what significance were they unless the im- 


made and used them, and the conditions 
under which they must have lived? As Sir

taken with any Klondike rush and fury, 
but rather with a kind of infinite patience 
as presuming there must be time enough. 

Lord Kelvin, it is true, is disposed to make 
great account of mathematics in the ad- 
vancement of the sciences. The possibility 
of a metaphysician undervaluing mathe- 
matics, he says, has always seemed to him 
one of the greatest marvels of contradic 
tion, which that very wonderful phenom- 
enon in matter, the human mind, can de- 
velop. Of all classes of thinkers, he de- 
clares, the metaphysical class is the one that 
ought to pay homage to mathematics. And 
yet in the signally important con- 
tributions both to pure science and to 
applied science made by Lord Kelvin him- 
self, his genius for mathematics would have 
made but small headway without ‘the 
* proleptic glance,” the forecasting lead of 


the imagination. 

If the imagination alone would flutter 
with aimless and impotent wing without 
the support of mathematics and the various 
factual sciences, it is equally true that 
the sciences would trudge around but wear- 
ily and with little enough of real advance- 
ment if it were not for the imagination. 
And the especial value of these great scicuce 
conventions is in the bringing together of 
so many men of so many various special 
aptitudes, supplementary to each other, 

Tue TRIBUNE prints this morning the first 
letter from its Hawaiian commissioner, 
Charlies M. Pepper. Its readers will not fail 
to remember the remarkable letters Mr. 
Pepper sent from Cuba during his recent 
visit there—remarkable both for their com- 
prehensiveness and absolute accuracy. 
Letters of a similar character may now be 
expected from Honolulu, so that a clear, 
intelligent, and reliable idea may be formed 
of the actual condition of things in those 
islands. His first letter deals principally 
with the relations between Hawaii and 
Japan in the matter of the immigration 
question. It makes the impertant points 
that both the Japanese and the English un- 
derstand the attitude of the United States, 
and that it ig prepared promptly to meet any 
emergency Which may arise. It also con- 
firms the report that Japan is ready to ar- 
bitrate the immigration matter, and brings 
the important intelligence that the annexa- 
tion question will not under any circum- 
stances be left to arbitration: also that the 
arbitration will be conducted under the aus- 
pices of the United States, and that this 
government will be consulted in the naming 
of an arbiter, and will pass upon the 
Hawalian case before it is presented for de- 
cision. The letter will be found full of in- 
terest, and is another instance of Trisuny 
enterprise which will be appreciated by its 
readers. 


PRESIDENT RATCHFORD and his associates 
of the United Mine Workers’ Executive 
board, in their manifeste calling a confer- 
ence of labor organigations at St. Louis on 
the 30th of the present month, draw a 
pathetic picture ofthe deplorable condition 
of the miners engaged in the present strike. 
No doubt this is, in part at least, true. But 
has Mr. Ratchford taken into consideration 
that the very condition ‘which he paints in 
such lugubrious colors fs in large part the 
result of the miners having followed his ad- 
vice?--and how can he expect to improve 
their condition by inducing other working- 
men to follow their example? That he is 
not manifesting any reasonable or intelli- 
gent disposition to relieve them is shown by 
the fact that he and his associates have re- 
jected a proposition looking to an adjustment 
of the differences between the striking mtn- 
ers and their employers uniess it shall em- 
brace the whole country. There is no evi- 
dence, however, that Mr. Ratchford and his 
associates are suffering. On the contrary, 
their salaries run right along. If it were 
otherwise he might not be so anxious to con- 
tinue the sufferings of his fellow-miners. 


LorD KELVIN's paper treating of the fuel 
supply of the world, which was read before 
the gathering of scientists at Toronto on 
Friday, was an interesting collection of 
facts and figures which, from the nature of 
the subject, could point to no definite con- 
clusion. He had calculated the total present 
available supply of oxygen, exclusive of that 
in the sea, at 510 million million tons, and since 
it requires one ton of oxygen to consume one- 
third of a ton of fuel he reckoned that when 
840 million million tons of fuel had been dis- 
posed of the fuel business would be- 
come extinct. Taking this estimate 
a8 practically the total amount of 
fuel in the world, he found it provided 
200,000 tons for each person alive today, 
which reasoning alone would bring the end 
of the human family appreciably near in the 
future. But nature appears to be taking 
care of*the oxygen supply by restoring 
through the output from vegetation much 
of the ravages made by the combustion of 
fuel, so that after all Lord Kelvin permits 
man to breathe easier over the possible fate 
of his posterity. 
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A PITTssurG dispatch says the striking 
miners there have brought suit against the 
Sheriff of Allegheny County fér exceeding 
his authority by obstructing the roads 
against them. This is.'the proper course. 
Heretofore one of the chief causes of the 
troubles into which strikers have fallen has 
been a disposition to take ‘possession of the 
road in violation of law and in disregard 
of the rights of others. The disposition they 
now manifest to abide by the law and seek 
the vindication of their rights by legal meth- 
ods is commendable.

Success of the Drawing Courses. 
In the drawing department Mrs. Fannie 


.C. Dye and her assistant, Miss Cowles, have 


done interesting work. Instead of following 
@ rigid plan of instruction, they have real- 
ized that, in such a short school lesson, free 
methods must be introduced. They have 
tried to teach the children to observe care- 
fully, and then to represent in black anit 
white, or in eolors, the still life and the 
landscapes which they have seen. The walls 
in the drawing room are covered with chil- 
dren’s work, showing the interesting re- 
sults of the experiment. Some boys, and 
girls who did not know that they could draw 
at all have become so much interested in 
the work that they go to the drawing room 
nearly every day when the session has 
closed to complete drawings which could 
not be finished in the time assigned to this 
subject in the program.

Teach Children Housework. 


Blementary hotsework is taught by Miss 
Grace Stone and Miss Jennie Mills and sew- 
ing by Mrs. Bucher. The aim in these depart- 
ments ig to make the girls helpful in their 
homes, and it has been realized to a satis- 
factory degree. One girl came to the teach- 
er a few days ago, saying with great en- 
thustasm: “Yesterday afternoon my 
mother and I took our bed apart and cleaned 
it just as we do here, and I showed her how 
to do it, and my mother said she is coming 
to see you.”’ The girls show a great interest 
in the work, and all say that it helps them in 
their homes. 

The work in music and physical culture 
was planned with a view to bringing all the 
departments of the school into close rela- 
tions with one another. Under the direc- 
tion of Miss Mari Hofer and her assistants 
it became a veritable laboratory of art, in 
which not only music was taught, but all of 
the sister arts joined to contribute in de- 
veloping the expressing powers of children. 
Here the practical work carried on in the 
other departments received the finishing 
touches, every subjegt being carried through 
story and verse with its traditional setting, 
until eaca song glowed with the enthusiasm 


of real life. 
“Sleoyd” or Manual Training. 


Speaking of the work in sloyd of the school 
Principal Waterman said: “The plan 
followed in the workshop was introduced in 
Chicago a number of years ago by Miss Meri 
Toppelius, who had charge of the manual 
training department of the Agassiz School. 
Miss Toppelius worked out a plan for intro- 
ducing sloyd into the lower grades of the 
public schools, and for several years carried 
it on successfully, and obtained a strong 
hold on the children of the Agassiz School 
district. Boys who would otherwise have 
left school before they finished the fourth or 
fifth grade, staid because of their interest 
in manual training. An exhibit.of work done 
by these pupils was sent to the World's Fair, 
and attracted widespread attention. Soon 
after the fair. Miss Toppelius died. Her 
work was continued, however, by one of her 
puplis, Miss Anna Murray, who is. still 
teacher of manual training in the Agassiz 
School, Miss Murray planned the work of 
the manual training department of the vaca- 
tion school, and the teachers who ‘have 
charge of this department received their 
training in sloyd from hér. 

* Originally the word ‘sloyd’ referred to 
the Swedish form of manual training, but in 
recent years the work has been adapted to 
American conditions, and the name is now 
applied te a form of manual! training which 
is of great educational! value in the primary 
and grammar grades, Sloyd is not industrial 
work. It is a subject in the curriculum in 
the same sense that arithmetic and geogra- 
phy are subjects and is based on the same 
educational principles, It is an important 
aid to the teacher, and should find a place in 
every grade of schoo] work.” 

Last summer a vacation schoél was con- 
ducted in the Medill School building under 
the auspices of the Educational committee 
of the Civic federation. The plan was sim- 
ilar to the one adopted this year, and proved 
go successful that the people in the neigh- 
borhood were much disappointed to} find 
that the school was not to be continued this 
summer. In discussing the work of this 
school hefore the Department of Superin- 
tendence of the National Educational assoct- 
ation last February Superintenaent Lane 
of Chicago said; 

“TI believe that within a few years the 
Board of Education of every large city in the 
United States will recognise that vacation 
schools sbould be made a part of the public 
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friends. He managed to spend some time 
studying in Munich, where he lived, by ac- 
cepting all sorts of work, Laterin Vienna 
and Paris he met with but little success. 
Finally he determined to return to his native 
country. .OblHged to stop before arriving 
at his destination for lack of funds he began 
to paint landscapes about the village where 
he had stopped, and in his efforts to dispose 
of them formed the acquaintance of Count 
Eamanoff, whose chateau was in the vicinity. 

The Count employed Mucha to decorate 
the chateau, which he happened te be restor- 
ing, and finally became his protector, and in 
1800 sent him to Paris to complete his 
studies. After four years spent under the 
instruction of Lefebvre, Boulanger, and Jean 
Paul Laurens he began to make illustrations 
of books for various publishers, and it is 


through one of them that he received his first” 


commission to execute the poster for Sarah 
Bernhardt, The actress was se well pleased 
with this, his first effort, that she has since 
given him all the art work for her theater. 

Unlike many designers of posters Mucha 
does not aim for mere eccentricity, which is 
often used as a cloak to hide inability to 
draw and lack of true decorative feeling. 

He is a fine draftsman and takes an evi- 
dent delight in bits of delicate and intricately 
wrought detail which contrast admirably 
with the bold, free lines upon which the 
composition is built. There is no“distortion 
of figures and objects, as in the work of 
Beardsley and the artists who belong to 
what has been dubbed the “ spooky school."’ 

His decorative effects are produced mainly 
through the lines secured from hair, 
feathers, foliage, or objects naturally pliable 
and from geometric designs. In his illustra- 
tions he shows a rare knowledge of costume 
and an evident delight in details which an- 
other less skillful would avoid. 

His portrait is sketched by a writer in La 
Plume as follows: “ His blend hair of me- 
dium length curls gracefully on his forehead. 
His allure is nonchalant and gesture rare. 
For clothing gray trousers and a silk em- 
broidered shirt, buttoning on the shoulder. 
Kindness is the basis of h.g characters; with 
out pose, he is modest and ingenuous to a 
remarkable degree.”’ 

The opening of the new Gallery of British 
Art, which occurred last Monday in Lon- 
don, is an event of unusual importance in 
the art world, The gallery and a part of the 
art collection which it contains was pre- 
sented to the British nation with fitting cer- 
emony last month by Henry Tate, a wealths 
collector and artlover. This munificent gift 
was accepted by the Prince of Wales, lead- 
ers of the government and opposition, and 
this may be taken as evidence of the im- 
portance which is attached to the new insti- 
tution. 

Its scope will be similar to that of the 
Luxembourg Gallery in Paris, and wil] bear 
about the same relation to the old Nationa! 
Gallery which the Luxembourg does to the 
Louvre. 

It will contain in addition to the collection 
donated by Mr. Tate that of the work of 
Watts, given to the nation by the artist: 
and the pietures purchased by the trustees 
of the Chantrey bequest; the Vernon collec- 
tion, and there is a possibility that the di- 
ploma pictures of the Royal Academy may 
also find a place there. 

Of many valued art treasures which this 
gallery already contains the names of a few 
will suffice to give an idea of what is to be 
found there. By Sir John Millais there are 
‘The Northwest Passage,” “The Vale of 
Rest,”’ and “ Ophella,’’ and St. Stephen-Or- 
chardson is represented by “ Her Mother’s 
Voice,” “ leon on the Bellerophon, 
"Her First nee,” and “ The Quarrel.

Large Apartment House Pianned for

BETTER TRADE IN FARM PRODUCE. 


Warmer Weather Conduces to More 
Business in Fruits and Vegetables. 


Saturday trade on South Water street was 
satisfactory to most of the commission houses. 
Arrivals were free, but fair prices were secured 
in the early hours. Later in the day values eased 
off, as they always do when supplies border on 
the excessive. Melons alone were higher, selling 
around 20c per basket and 35@40c per crate. 
Butter and eggs were steady at former quotations. 
Apples were rather steadier. Vegetables showed 
no important change. 
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ceedingly nervous, was rather narrow. The 
feeling was strong, and September soon 
worked back to 99c. After holding at that 
price for some time there was a quick ad- 
vance to $1.00, Half a dozen houses made sales 
at that price, and apparently the clique had 
brokers stationed with buying orders in vari- 
ous parts of the pit. In spite of this the 
business done at the top price was small, 
and at the time sales were being made at 
this figure transactions were reported at a 
price fractionally lower. 


Foreign Markets Strong and Higher.

Wild Times in the Corn Pit. 

Corn was a wild and sensational market, 
the like of which the pit has not seen for 
several years. All the surroundings tend- 
ed to help along the boom it began to feel 
when the big bull clique went into it a copule 
of weeks ago. The opening was at widely 
different figures in different parts of the pit. 
The opening on September, for instance, 
was anywhere from 30%c to 3lic, depending 
on the location of traders and the degree 
of confusion which immediately surrounded 
them. Schwartz-Dupee and Counselman & 
Day were pronounced factors in the market. 
Each firm had four or five brokers in the 
pit. Other big houses were quite as well 
represented and sold heavily on the ad- 
vances, but the demand from the trade gen- 
erally was such that all offerings were 
readily absorbed.

The close was 2 
higher in September, 2c higher in Decem- 
ber, and 2c higher in May.

This 
recognized leadership outside made it dou- 
bly hard for the boy to submit to the petty 
bullyings inside. And he grew to hate it all. 

Out of school a savage aavagery, tainted 
by a still more savage civilization, caught 
up the yoying Indian in its maelstrom. From 
the greatest athlete.and player of games 
in school he became the best rifle shot and 
the most unerring marksman with bow and 
arrow. And under stress of contraband 
liquor he had a harder head and harder 
knuckles than could be pitted against him 
out of all the Territory.

One day in his 18th year, drinking with a 
little party of his fellows, his own uncle, 
Jacob Lewis, offended him.

Then, while the pro@esses of the Indian 
courts were collecting, an Indian named 
Henderson crossed him. It was during an 
orgy in which the Choctaw blood, at white 
heat from the fire of alcohol, broke out in a 
fierce contest for the savage mastery of 
savagery. 

To this day they 
talk of it in the broken gutterals of the 
tribe, shrugging brown shoulders and 
clinching pipestems in long, white teeth. 

High over all Walla Tonehka towered,

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Mail Carriers Who Make Millions. 
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WO million eight hundred thousand 
dollars. 

This is what Uncle Sam pays his 
heaviest mall carrier, and it is the 
largest sum paid any similar concern 

in the United States or for that matter in 
the world. This big carrier does business 
every night of the week in Chicago. Last 
Saturday night 196 sacks of mail were un- 
loaded from the midnight fast mail on the 
Lake Shore, loaded in wagons, and carted 
to the Union Station, where it was placed 
in the storage cars of the Burlington, to be 
hurried across the country to San Francisco, 
there again to be placed on shipboard, it 
having been received from the big Atlantic 
mail steamers at New York. 

These mails are due in Chicago four or 
five times a month. They run all the way 
from 200 to 500 sacks. Chicago Postoffice 
officials are always notified by wire when 
a “grist” is on the way and Chicago in 
turn wires the railway mail officials at Coun- 
cil Bluffs to look out for it. To everybody 
in the service it is known as “ black strap.” 
It is shipped across the country in both dl- 
rections, the west-bound mails being the 
heaviest. It is always shipped from New 
York by the New York and Chicago railway 
postoffice on the New York Central and

pay for carrying the mails of any 
the history of mail carriage Were it 


not for this fact the Pennsylvania company 
would be neck and neck with its big rival, 
if indeed it would not distance it. 

There are some interesting figures con- 
nected with this matter which show to what 
a wonderful extent Uncle Sam its really a 
patron of the railroads. The Lake Shore 
people do not earn this big sum over Lake 
Shore ralls alone, It is earned in connec- 
tion with the New York Central and Hud- 
son’ River road, but it is all the property of 
the big Vanderbilt system, and the big mail 
train which was the first solid fast mail to 
be put on rails in this country runs from the 
Grand Central Depot in New York to the 
Rock Island Station in Van Buren street 
in Chicago. The sum paid this line for 
mails carried on all trains of the entire sys- 
tom for one year is $2,863,878. This includes 
the carriage of closed mails on all trains 
other than regular mail trains. Included in 
the sum is the pay allowed by law for extra 
postal car space, 

How Payment Is Divided. 

Of this pay the Lake Shore line earns 
to Buffalo $1,320,241 and the New York Cen- 
tral for its share in hauling from Buffalo to 
New York over 
$1,543,637. The rate per year paid the 
Lake Shore for each mile of main line be- 
tween Chicago and Buffalo is $1,611.68. The 
New York Central rate for each mile per 
year between Buffalo and New York is 
$2,588.09. 

The Pennsylvania company over its lines 
from Chicago to New York earns the next 


largest sum, which foots $2,756,181. Of this | 
sum $1,341,269 is earned between Chicago | 


and Pittsburg and $1,414,912 between Pitts- 
burg and New York, These figures, of 


its branch lines gets’ 


course, represent the total amount for carry- 
ing mails on all trains on which mail is car- 
ried, either in railway postoffices or in closed 
pouches in express cars, The Pennsylvania 
road earns its greatest mile per year rate 
between New York and Philadelphia, which 
is greater than any rate earned on the 
Vanderbilt system. The exact figures are 
$3,151.53 per mile for each year. This 1s the 
largest mile a year rate paid by the govern- 
ment. 4

It 
is liquor of that maddening quality which 
makes fiends of the creatures whose brains 
it addles. Mason Going, uncle of Tonehka, 
was a Deputy Sheriff of Eagle County, and 
as the three young men grew boisterous he 
remonstrated with them. They resented 
the officer’s authority. Finally Going 
seized the bottle of liquor passing betwcen 
the men. 

Some one In the little party had a rifle, 
and in the mélée that followed Mason Going 
was shot and instantly killed. 

With two killings already proved against 
him, Walla Tonehka was tried and found 
guilty of the murder of his uncle. At the 
last term of court held at Sulphur Springs 
in July he was sentenced to be shot on 
Aug. 25. 

But the ball playing season was at its 
height, and he could not be spared from the 
Choctaw team. With the childishness of 
the Indian the court was appealed to fora 
stay of execution, and with more of Indian 
childishness the court grauted the appeal, 
simply that the young Indian might play 
ball to the glory of the nation. 

And Walla Tonehka is playing it as he 
never played before. In simple breech- 
clout, with his swelling muscles ridging his 
lithe frame and cording in forearm and bi- 
ceps he is a figure for Choctaws to swear by 
in championship contests. 

But looking on there are paler faces, 
browned upon the splintered seats of the 
bleachers, who say that it isn’t much of a 
game, gauged by league standards. 

“ One-cornered cat,” some one called it 
when the Choctaw nine met defeat in Kan- 
sas City a few days ago, but even as he 
spoke it he admitted that the players were 
real Indians, in real paint and feathers, 
and that the sprinting was something to 
make a record breaking track dusty with 
apprehension. The score on that day stood

sensuality in it. Behind it all, however, is 
the savage love of savagery; the stoicism 
which would prevent him from flinching 
from any pain or any ordeal through which 
he might be called to pass.. There is no 
questioning that in this stoicism, however, 
is a something akin to the braggadocio of 
the prize ring—to the spirit of the fighter 
who. comes up smiling through his own 
bleod; who comes up time and again with 
a face which masks his sufferings, simply 
because he is not expected to feel or, ta 
wince or to cry out, 

Men in other rings have not done so. . 

Indians under other sentences of courts 
have come up manfully, redeeming’ their 
paroles, and offering a calm breast to the 
muzzles of the executioners’ rifles. ~ 

To do otherwise would bring down shame 
and disgrace upon Tonehka; perhaps set 
his own relatives against him in an attempt 
to wipe a stain of dishonor from the family 
name, 

Conventional according to savage con- 
ventionality, he is what all Choctaw braves 
have been under like circumstances.. To 
be less it would be better to die any death. 

It is this spirit which wi!l turn Tonehka 
toward the long, brown sweeps of Territory 
prairies, where the brown grouse drum and 
whirr, and where the mule eared rabbit 
leaps, poises, and listens suspiciously; 
where the antelope springs from his brown 
bed, a streak of brownish white against 
some broken ridge whose rock _ ribs. lie 
ghostly in the slant autumn sun; where the 
blue mists hover like a veil over sand hille 
fringed with scant forests. 

There, unless the mercy of a higher court 
shall intervene, Walla Tonehka will stand 
with his face to the rising sun and with his 
coffin and an open grave at his back. And 
when the echo of the rifle shots are still 
Walla Tonehka will have started toward 
the famed hunting grounds of his dead an- 
cestors and savage justice will have been 
satisfied. .

His riding in 
practice was done without a mentor, and 
one day the wheeling world was told in the 
press dispatches that the Chieage crack 
had been badly beaten by riders of poorer 
class in Michigan, where he had gone full 
of confidence in his ability to bring home the 
pick of the prizes. Peabody's case is only 
used as an illustration because he is a man 
of note in bicycle circles. There are others, 
and lots of them, who have gone the same 
way. Gradually they all get around to the 
training quarters, but it takes a lot of hard 
luck to make some of them understand what 
the real trouble is, and what they must do 
to overcome it. 
Success of Professional Riders. 


Professional riders have long understwod 
the value of systematic training and steady, 
regvlar practice under the guidance of com- 
petent instructors. Wheelmen are like race- 
horses. They require the best of handling 
to keep them in condition, and must also be 
judiciously schooled. Each man must have 
his work cut out for his special needs. What 
might be a good thing in the way of dis- 
tance and speed and diet for one racer might 
be fatal to the winning chances of another. 
To secure the best results there must be a 
close study of the characteristics of each in- 
dividual and the method of work regulated 
thereby. It is possible that Zimmerman, 
Cooper, Bald, Kiser, Mertens, Sanger, Loug- 
head, Michael, and other crack professionais 
could have made fast records wighout the 
assistance of their trainers, but none. of 
them will assert his ability to reach the 
extreme limit of speed and sustain it season 
after season without conscientious training 
and implicit compliance with the promptings 
of his handler. 

Wheelmen are now riding faster than the 
best of trotting or pacing horses can go, and 
some of them ave put far in. the back- 
ground the records of the running turf. To 
carry a wheel for a mile in less than 1:50, 
even when coached by the most expert of 
pace setters, calls for an effort which necés- 
sitates the acme of speed and endurance, 
and yet there are bicycle riders in this coun- 
try, aside from McDuffie, who, by reason of 
their special preparation for just this kind 
of crushing competition, are able to do it at 
least once a week with the right kind of 
track and weather conditions. They are 
men trained and fitted to the hour. Their 
muscles are pliant, their wind and courage 
goed, and their pedaling power developed to 
the utmost. 

Methods of Crack Trainers. 

McClaire, the Chicago trainer, who is 
turning out some fast men at the Garfield 
Park track, gives the following formula as 
the most satisfactory one te follow in the 
physical fitting of wheelmen: 

“ The mar who seeks to make himself a 
fast rider should be taken in hand early in 
February and given light work in a gym- 
nasium. Quickness of eye and muscle is 
wanted, not miere strength, and the gym- 
nasium work increases this.

of his. mentor like a tenderfoot. Will Body, 
Charies Lavin, F. C. Van de Sant, and Oscar 
Olson, all amateurs of high rank in local 
racing circles, and Stewart, Kennedy, and 
other pros, are to be daily found on the 
rubbing boards or speeding around the 
track, Close observers wil] see many mter- 
esting things on the course, some o! the im- 
promptu contests being more exciting than 
any ordinary race. There is one rider at the 
‘track who has shown his ability to turn a 
mile unpaced in 2:12, and good judges had 
him picked for a world beater. It developed 
that in competition, however, he cou’d not 
make a better mark than 2:40, and was dis- 
tanced by men whom he could ride around 
and give a handicap to when spurt:ng in 
practice. This is one of the peculiarities of 
wheeling which no trainer can explain, and 
which they are all careful to guard against 
by declining to commit themselves as to a 


new rider’s chances until they nee See 


him out in a race. 

Training is an expensive item. In profes- 
sional circles each rider aims to have his 
own personal trainer, and frequently a valet 
as well. In such cases the services of a 
competent man cost from $18 to $30 a week 
and expenses, with a share of the prize 
money. Amateurs content themselves with 
sharing training quarters with others of 
their kind, paying from $2 to $5 a week fér 
such care and instruction as they may re- 
ceive, the charge being based upon the num- 


ber of rubdowns and the time spent dy the 


trainer in coaching them.

Saratoga Wants the Big Uni-. 


versity Regatta There,

Course Not Popular with Yale 
and Harvard Oarsmen.

MANY CONCESSIONS OFFERED. 


HE proposition to make Saratoga Lake 
the place for holding the intercol- 
legiate boat races for some years to 
come is interesting the alumni and 

, undergraduates of the boating col- 

leges as they haven't been interested in a 
similar matter for years. The supporters 
and opponents of the scheme are about 
evenly divided. Before the proposition has 
been accepted or rejected at the annual 
meeting of the Intercollegiate Rowing asso- 
clation a few months hence there is every 


pr ael aie 


tion by a statement that both surprised and 
pleased the college men. The latter were 
reminded that the Fitchb railroad skirts 
the shore of the lake at some distance from 
it. At the northern end of the lake the 


‘railroad runs almost down to the shore. To 


run a branch of the road from the north 
end of the lake down along the shore wuuld, 
it was said, be a comparatively easy thing, 
and one which the Fitchburg road woul 
entertain under certain conditions. One o 
those conditions was that the regatta should 
be held on Saratoga Lake for at least three 
years. Any iess time would not warrant 
the road or Saratoga in undertaking the ex- 
pense. With such @ road, it was stated, 
evcry part of the four-mile race couid be 
seen from the observation trains quite as 
well as at Poughkeepsie or New London. 

This method of overcoming the chief diffi- 
culty to the Saratoga course was new to 
the college men, but they found another 
objection to the course—namely: its location. 
It was said that Saratoga was too far away 
from Cambridge, New Haven, and New 
York. To this the Saratogians replied that 
it would be no more trouble for the final 
examinations of members of the crews to 
be held at Saratoga than at Poughkeepsie. 
As far as the expense of travel goes, so long 
as the colleges are put to no expense in 
transfer of boats, the additional] car fare 
from Poughkeepsie to Saratoga would be 
trifling. To the statement on the part of the 
college men that the condition of the water 
on Saratoga Lake is not to be depended upon, 
the Saratogians urged that the absence 
of tides and the impossibility of any crew 
being interfered with by excursion craft 
more than made up for the Mkelihood of 
rough water.

He 
has fifteen brood mares, nearly all from 
America, some of them coming from Belle 
Meade in Tennessee. 

With these horses he has won in purses 
and stakes on the English turf in three 
years $13,437. Croker’s expenses in England 
at the present time are said to be as follows: 

Rent of his farm called Wantage, $2,000 a 
year; training of eight horses, $5,000; cost 
of his trainer, Morton, $2,000 a year; aver- 
age cost of fees and entrances of his horses, 
$6,000 a year; incidental expenses, $2,500. 
Adjoining Wantage he has rented a breeding 
place for $500a year. He keeps there fifieen 
mares at an annual cost of $2,500 and inci- 
dentals. The help costs $750. 

Croker’ has not been a big bettor in Eng- 
land, so his friends here say. His profit or 
loss would easily be inside of $5,000 a year. 
His jockey is picked up at the tracks, as he 
does not engage one regularly. His jockey 
fees have been inside $1,000 a year. Mr. 
Croker has spent in the five years in which 
he has been engaged in racing $557,850. His 
horses have earned $179,521. He is out of 
pocket $378,329. 


Cyele Racing Here and There. 


In his seven days’ racing this month Fred 
Hoyt, the Bridgeport rider, has gained 
starts in finals on ten occasions and has 
been placed in six of his races. Hoyt’s rec- 
ord will compare favorably with the very 
best men on the path. He has gained two 
firsts, two thirds, and twofourths. This lad 
is a comer in the racing field. 


J. Platt Betts, the great English rider, was 
the first rider to do five miles below nine 
minutes. Arthur Gardiner, the Chicago 
man, first brought the five-mile mark below 
teh minues. The time of Betts, 8:56 3-6, will 
take some beating on the part of Jimmie 
Michael, who will shortly make the attempt 
to regain his laurels. 

One of the greatest disappointments of the 
present racing season is C. C. Ingraham, 
the Dixon, lll., amateur of last year’s racing 
field. Ingraham turned professional and 
flowery promises were madeforhim. It was 
predicted freely that his run to the top 
would be rapid, and the astute manager, 
Asa Windle, was free in his predictions. 
I has done nothing this season ex- 
cept to loaf along with not a particle of am- 
bit*on thrown into his work. This man was 
the only amateur at the Louisville national 
meet last season to qualify for the cham- 
pionships. 


In the national circuit contests Tom Cooper 
has gained one second, two thirds, and a 
fourth prize since Chicago, July 5. He was 
second in the quarter-mile national cham- 
pionship, third in the mile open at Phila- 
delphia, and third in the mile open at New- 
ark.

Saratoga Lake has never been popular at

colleges. They say that Yale and Harvard 
have always been unfaverable to Saratoga 
because neither college ever won an inter- 
collegiate race there. It is said that no 
course is in favor at any college over which 
the collegiate has never rowed in winning 
form. This is responsible for the effort that 
is now being put forth to have Saratoga 
Lake selected by the Intercollegiate Rowing 
association as the place for holding the inter- 
collegiate gyegatta for the next three years at 
least. Complaints from several of the de- 
feated crews at Poughkeepsie this year were 
heard in reference to the ceurse on the Hud- 
son. Pennsylvania found fault; so did the 
men from Harvard and Yale. News of these 
complaints reached Saratoga, and Sara- 
togians reasoned that if the Poughkeepsie 
course had become unpopular it was time to 
again urge the claims of Saratoga Lake. 
Early in August a few Saratogians went 
quietly to work to find out what chance 
there might be for holding the intercollegiate 
regatta on their course. 

Cornell and Pennsylvania Willing. 


The Intercollegiate Rowing association, as 
at present constituted, is made up of Har- 
vard, Yale, Cornell, Columbia, and the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and it did not take 
the Saratogians long to find out that Cor- 
nell and the University of Pennsylvania 
favor the Saratoga Lake course, and then 
they set sail after the others. 

There were conferences between a come 
mittee representing Saratoga and the New 
York alumni of Harvard, Yale, and Co- 
lumbia. ‘The proposition submitted by the 
Saratogians was substantially as follows: 
Sclect Saratoga Lake as the course of the 
Intercollegiate Rowing association's re- 
gatta for the next three years, 1898 to 1900, 
inclusive, and Saratoga will stake out and 
buoy the course, provide quarters for the 
crews, transport boats both ways free of 
charge to the colleges, and provide a ref- 
eree’s boat, the expense of transporting the 
crews to and from Saratoga, and their main- 
tenance while there to be borne by the col- 
leges. 

This was understood on both sides to be 
an informal proposition, subject to modifica- 
tion when the time came to officially ratify 
it. The Saratogians wanted it clearly un- 
derstood that Saratoga was not competing 
against any other course. They reminded 
the college men that for years they had been 
in the habit of using the inducements held 
out by Saratoga simply to get more favor- 
able terms from the representatives of other 
towns desirous of securing the race. They 
said that they had grown tired of having 
those who had the power to select a course 
asking Saratoga to submit a proposition 
when they had no intention of voting for 
Saratoga. Their position now is this: It 
the psie course is unsatisfactory 
Saratoga would be glad to have the race.

HOME OF FAST RIDERS. 


ORK on the new stone addition to 
the Woodlawn Cycling club’s club- 
house, $12 and 414 Kast Sixtieth 
Street, located on the Midway, was 
begun last week. ; 

The style of architecture is Romanesque. 
Bhe clubhouse, as designed, promises to be 
one of the most beautiful of the cycling club- 
houses in the, city, having cost, it is said, 
$10,000. 

Entering the building through the carved 
stone arched entrance through the open ves- 
tibule with marble steps and tiled walls, one 
finds himself in a spacious hallway. At the 
end of this hal! is the men’s checkroom and 
the stairway leading to the basement. 

To the right of the entrance is located the 
men’s parlors, 20x40, back of which, sep- 
arated by ornamental grilled arch and por- 
tiéres, is the billiard-room, containing six 
tables—four billiard and two pool. Off from 
the billiard-room is a large card and smok- 
ing room, with accommodations for eight 
‘tables, and leading from this room is a door 
into the secretary's office. 

To the left of the main entrance is a large 
reception-room, adjoining this the women’s 
parlor, from which opens the women's dress- 
iz.g, toilet, and cloak rooms. 

From the reception-room a massive stair- 
case carries one to the gymnasium and dance 
hall on the second floor. This hall has a floor 
space of 51x80; the floor will be finished with 
a fine grade of the best hard maple, waxed 
and polished, making it one of the finest and 
largest dancing floors on the South Side. 
The second story, which is twenty feet in 
height, is finished in white oak. From the 
French windows in the front one reaches a 
spacious balcony overlooking the Midway 
Plaisance, 

Orchestra, Stage, and Gymnasium. 

At the rear end of the dance hall is the 
orchestra stage, on each side of which will 
be two large exits onto the wide porch, with 
platform stairs leading to the ground. 

The hall will be used for gymnasium pur- 
poses and will contain a handball court and 
fully equipped gymnasium apparatus, to 
cost something like $1,000. 

On the gréund floor will be located three 
bowling alleys, two shuffleboards, and the 
wheelroom, 25x40, shower baths and train- 
ing quarters, dining-room, and culinary 
department. 

The front is made of buff Bedford sand- 
stone, with two. gables and high pitch slate 
roof. At each side of the balcony, in the 
center, rise two massive stone columns with 
ornamented top, and furnished with a small 
flagstaff for club streamers; suspended be- } 
tween the columns is an elaborate bower- 
barred, metal-grilled ornament, the center 
of which is a wheel containing the club’s 
monogram. The rim of the wheel will be 
studded with incandescent lights, and sus- 
pended fromthe bottom of this wheel will 
be an electric lantern with colored giass 
lenses. The main flagstaff is In the center 
of the high pitch roof. 

<. B. Boller, a member of the club, is the 
architect. 

The club, which was incorporated in April, 
1496, has had a wonderful growth, having 
a membership of some 250, and stands casi- 
ly one of the foremost cycling clubs in the 
city, being one of two clubs having had a 
representative entered in the national cham- ; 
pionship events at Philadelphia, in the 4 
son of E. B. Liewellyn, one of the 
of the club’s racing team.

James NW. Mille Called the Guards and 
Helped Mrs. Lincoln from the 
Theater.

The letters recently published in the New- 


York Sun asking if there were not many 
people still living who saw Abraham Lincoln 
nssassinated have revealed the whereabouts 
of several. Among them is James N. Mills 
of Brooklyn. 

* 1] was born in Brooklyn in 1845,” writes 
Mr. Mills, “‘ so that at the outbreak of the 
war I was under 16 years of age. | wanted 
to go to the front as a drummer boy, but 
when I applied to the officefs of a regiment 
called the ‘ Brooklyn Phalanx,’ afterward 
known as the First Long Isiand Regiment, 
they told mel was too young. I afterward 
made my way to Washington without my 
mother’s consent and enlisted as a drum- 
raer boy in 1862. I served in the Army of the 
Potomac for three years, and during the 
closing days of the war was a clerk in the 
War department. 

“On the night of the assassination of 
President Lincoln I attended the theater to 
sec Laura Keene in ‘ Our American Cou- 
sin.” The theater was packed. There must 
have been 2,000 people in the house, every 
one desirous of seeing the President and 
General Grant, who was expected to be 
present. After the President took his seat 
in the box and the cheering ceased, the 
erowd was absolutely still. I can only ac- 
eount for their silence by the fact that it 
Was a cosmopolitan crowd, representing 
about every regiment located near Washing- 
ton, and including travelers from every 
State in the union.’ 

*“ General Grant did not attend, and Mr. 
Lincoln, accompanied by Mrs. Lincoln and 
Colonel Rathbone of the United States army, 
made up the Presidential party. They oc-

CORN MAKES GOOD FUEL. 


Opinions of Minnesota Farmers Who 
Have Been Making the Ex- 
periment. 


Tsland Lake, Minn., Aug. 20.—There fs an 
interesting discussion going on here among 
farmers as to the value of corn as fuel. 
Many of them claim that corn Is far superior 
to coal. Others say that they do not like 
the idea of using a food such as corn for 
fuel. Levi Gardiner, a prominent farmer, 
speaking on this subject, said: 

“I have proved, after considerable expert- 
ence, that corn makes a better and cheaper 
fuel than coal, Last fall I had ten acres of 
corn. From this crop I not only had suffi- 
client fuel for winter and spring use, but I 
also fed two of my horses and one cow With 
corn for the same length of time.” J.C. 
Beach, an old settler here, spoke tn similar 
terms. He said: ‘One winter I traded a 
large quantity of my corn for wood. I have 
always regretted that transaction. The 
wood burned up much more quickly than the 
corn would have done. Corn gives out a 
great deal more heat per pound than either 
wood or coal does. Corn is a clean fuel. it 
burhs with an intense heat. Some ple 
don’t like the idea of burning corn. hey 
Say it is meant for food and not for fuel) 
But what does that matter if it saves them 
money? Corn as a fuel has two disadvan- 
tages: First, it gives out such intense heat 
that it is Hable to injure the stove; second, 
a bin full of corn always attracts rats to a 
house. The first difficulty ean be removed 
with a suitable stout stove. The second, 
with a few traps and cats. At the present 
prices of corn and coal I believe it pays the 
farmer to burn corn.”’ 

One of the most thrifty and successful 
farmers of this neighborhood is John Ander- 
son. He said: ‘‘ There is ne doubt that 
when coal is dear and corn cheap farmers 
should use corn for fuel. If the burning of 
corn became common it would assuredly 
tend to lower the price of coal, I use corn 
for cooking purposes, and think it is far 
ahead of coak A farmer can grow a crop of 
corn on the same land again and again, but 
he can’t raise a coal crop. I raise enough 
corn for feeding and fueling purposes. ‘ This 
combination is, I think, the best and most 
economical for farmers.’’—St. Paul Pioneer

John Hawkins, the custodian of the monu- 
ment, who has been ih direct charge of the 
big stone pile since it was completed, over 
eight years ago, chatted entertainingly on 
the subject of the varying aberrations of 
his charge. 

“The variation does not get more than 
three or four inches out of the plumb line,” 
he said, “ though that is ah extreme. The 
variation is irregular at all times, and I 
have not entirely made up my mind yet as 
to just what causesit. I have seen it stated 
jn various publications that it is due to the 
expansion and contraction caused by the 
heat of the sun. The people who lay it to 
this cause, however, assert that it moves to- 
ward the north, because the sun ts hottest 
in the south. My experience of eight years 
has been that the monument moves toward 
the southwest.

From 
these readings it is apparent that now, and 
for many years past, the Washington monu- 
ment has had its capstone circling around 
in space anywhere from one to four inches 
from where it ought to be. 

Let no one imagine from this fact of the

“It has also been stated that the varia- 
tion is due to winds. My experience has 
been that on days when the wind was blow- 
ing sixty miles an hour—so, hard, in fact, 
that you could not stand up by yourself out 
there on the hill—at the very time when you 
would expect the indicator to show a great 
variation in the direction in which the wind 
was blowing—there would still not be the 
least bending in that direction.”

Inetruaments te Detect Motion. 

It is much easier to prove that the monu- 
ment does move than to find out why it 
moves. There is an apparatus in the monu- 
ment now, which was placed there by Gen- 
eral Casey, under whose direction the mon- 
ument was completed, while he was at the 
head of the engineer corps of the army. 
This ‘consists of a delicate pendulum, the 
slightest vibration of which is recorded 
by two telescopes with hair line perpendic- 
ulars in them. The pendulum is suspended 
in a protecting cylinder of sheet iron, which 
exciudes all external forces which might 
affect the stability of the pendulum. The 
pendulum proper is a heavy brass weight, 
weighing perhaps twenty pounds, and it fs 
suspended by a brass wire which is at- 
tached to a level iron girder exactiy 174 feet 
abeve the level of the floor of the monu- 
ment. Fhis point, 174 feet up, is at the center 
of gravity of the marble shaft. That is, if 
it were possible to suspend such a gigantic 
mass of marble from one single point, where 
the weight would be equally distributed, 
that point would be found where the wire of 
the pendulum commences. 

As the center of gravity is but 174 feet 
above the level, or a trifle over one-third of 
the entire height, it follows that the top 
stone of the monument moves over three 
times the distance covered by the center of 
gravity. To be exact, whatever distance 
the center of gravity is out of the perpendic- | 
ular should be multiplied by 3.189, the num-' 
ber of times 174 will multiply into 506, the 


that generally accepted by scientists: 

“Tt has been known for a number of 
years,”’ he said, “that the monument does 
move. There is no doubt of that, for it has 
been preven time and again. The cause is 
undoubtedly the expansion of the stones on 
one side due to the heat of thesun. Thesun 
strikes one sidé and lengthens it out, while 
the opposite side, being unaffected by the 
heat, remains stationary. This bends the 
monument in a slight curve. It does not 
lean over in a straight line, but bends like 
a bow. If the center of gravity moves over 
a certain distance, and this center of grav- 
ity is but one-third of the way up the shaft, 
you cannot say positively that the cap stone 
moves just three times the distance the 
plumb line indicates. I am inclined to think 
that it will move a little more than that, 
since the biggest part of the curve would 
be above the center of gravity. The exact 
distance the cap stone does move, however, 
can be easily ascertained, though it would 
probably take some tone to make the calcu- 
lations.” 

‘In ease this mandi is due to the 
sun, why does not the monument move to- 
ward the north? The records show that it 
invariably moves toward the southwest.” 

“That is because in summer time the sun, 
when it rises, is in the northeast. It strikes 
the northeast sides of the monument and 
bends it to the southwest. By the time the 
sun gets to the south the monument com- 
mences to move back toward the north, 
and when the sun reaches the west, late in 
the afternoon, it has moved the stone shaft 
back again to the northeast, so that by 
evening: it is almost in its original position 
again. The indications show that the stone 
invariably returns to ite proper position at 
night. This is probably the only thing that 
affects the monument and makes it move.”

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I said about you tonight,’ sat down and read 
to Vasquez three solid columns about bis 
crimes, the preparations-for thé hanging, 
and a minute description of the gallows, 
with mention of the other criminals who had 
stepped upon it. Vasquez bore it in silence 
without a wince or a frown. He occasion- 
ally puffed the harder at his cigar, when the 
editor read of some extra murderous raid 
Vasquz had been on. 

“When the editor had gone away, Vas- 
quez turned to us and said cheerfully: 

‘I'm sorry, gentlemen, to have my time 
so engaged, especially when I have so little 
of it left for anybody or anything.’ 

“Soon there was a tramping of feet with- 
out, the key turned, and the iron doors were 
thrown open. Two men bearing a coffin, 
and followed by a black-coated undertaker 
with a pair of trestles in his hands, came in. 
The coffin, a finé one, studded with silver- 
headed nails, was placed on the trestlés, 
and the brigand, cigar in teeth, stepped up 
and inspected it with lively interest. He 
sor Squatted and ran his hand along the 
side 

“ “It’s too short,’ he said with surprise, 
looking at the awed undertaker, who as- 
sured him that it was all right; that it should 
be measured near the top, not near the 
botton. Then, pleased at the quality of the 
coffin which had been provided by his friends, 
he put his hand inside, felt the padding, 
pressed the little pillow, and, with an up- 
ward flirt of his cigar, observed: ‘ Well, I 
shall sleep there very well.’ 

“On the next morning Vasquez walked 
out into the sunlit jailyard, climbed the 
steps of the scaffold, gazed indifferently at 
the gaping mob of men below, threw a 
glance beyond the walls at the blue hills, 
and then gave all his attention to the busi- 
ness of the moment. They sought to un- 
button his coat and collar. He waved them 
aside politely and did it himself. He as- 
sisted the hangman in adjusting the straps 
and rope, glanced down to see that his feet 
were precisely on the crack, kissed the cruc!i- 
fix held out to him by the priest, and bore 
himself with patience and dignity while 
they drew over him a white shroud and 
placed. on his head and sheulders a great 
black hood. 

**T am ready,’ he said, serenely closing 
his €Ves, and that was the last of Vasquez.” 

Colonel Hiram Williams remarked that 
he believed that a man about to be hanged 
who could play a skillful game of billiards 
a few hours before the execution showed 
the greatest degree of nerve he could think 
of. 

“TI saw a fellow once who could play bil- 
liards for an hour or’so the night before he 
was hanged, and he made some mighty deli- 
cate plays, too. It was that man Comstock, 
who was hanged in San Bernardino in March, 
1873, or 1874. He killed a mining prospector 
off in the mountains for his gold, and sev- 
eral months later was tried and sentenced 
to be hanged. My brother was Deputy Sher- 
iff in the county at the time, and the jail 
was the old brick affair that was torn down 
six or seven years ago. I went into town 
with all my ranch hands the evening before 
the execution to get a good place-from 
which to view the hanging the next morning. 

Keeps His Nerve Well. 


“When I went inside the jail there was the 
condemned man, Comstock, in the Sheriff's 
private office, talking with his lawyer about 
the disposition of his mules and wagons and 
other property. My brother and several 
other Deputy Sheriffs sat near. When Com- 
stock had finished his directions to his law- 
yer I was introduced fo the man. Why. he 
was the very last man in any party that I 
could have thought was spending his last 
night on earth, and to whom the Governor 
had only an hour before telegraphed that 
his doom was inevitable. 

* "Howdy, do, Colonel!’ said he, as he 
shodk my hand. ‘ Suppose you have come 
to see me hanged. haven’t you?’ 

* I nodded assent. 

“* Well, from all I can hear, there'll be a 
big crowd there tomorrow. I have been to 
see several executions im my day, and never 
thought that I'd be the chief actor myself.’ 

“Just then the Sheriff himself came in. 
He was perspiring and flushed with excite- 
ment at the preparations outside for the 
hanging. 

*“* Now, here, Walt,’ said Comstock, 
‘ what’s the use of your bolling and fretting 
so about this execution business? You won't 
have no bother with me,’ 

“The Sheriff was too flustered to speak 
for a time. Then he asked Comstock what 
he could do to make his last night of life 
agreeable. 

“** Want anything particular to eat or any- 
body to see?’ he asked. 

*** Well, now that you do really want to 
make me happy.’ replied Comstock, grinning 
in the lamp light, “Ill tell you that I'd be 
tickled to go to that saloon next door, with 
you fellows as guards, of course, and havea 
last game of billiards. You know I used to 
be a crack billiard player in San Diego and 
Santa Ana, and many a time I’ve lain here 
in jail and heard those billiard balls clicking 
next door and longed to have one more game 
with a good player.’ 

“* H'm-m," replied the Sheriff, looking off 
into the dark corners of the room. ‘1 want 
to do the decent thing by you, Comstock, 
but I don’t see how I can do that.’ 

“*Come, now, Walt,’ said the doomed 
murderer, ‘I'll only play a little while, and 
‘you can put those steel ankle bracelets on 
me, and call your armed deputies to watch 
me. You needn’t have no fear that ll run 
away, for my rheumetism is too bad, any- 
how.” 

“The Sheriff finally agreed that if the 
billiard-room was cleared, and no outsiders 
could come there for an hour, the doors and 
windows bolted and guarded by a deputy, 
Comstock could be taken overthere. I went 
along. Henry Raymond, a crack billiard 
player in the neighborhood, was sent for, 
and he and Comstock began a game. The 
murderer wore light steel manacles at his 
ankles, and he could not possibly have es- 
caped from the billiard-room. 

Amused by the Game. 

“Por about an hour and a half the con- 
demned man played billiards. Talk about 
coolness! Why, you'd not believe any man 
could be so interested in any pleasure or oc- 
cupation with death at the end of a rope 
only ten or eleven hours away. Comstock 
entered into the game heart and soul from 
the moment he and his partner chalked cues 
and began banking for places. The only 
moments when he seemed to lose interest in 
the playing was occasionally when the clank- 
ing manacles at his ankles impeded his steps 
and he could not take the position he wished 
to make an expert shot. I believe he and his 
parther played five games before the Sheriff 
called a halt. Comstock never seemed to 
have a thought in the games of the fact 
that it was his last night of life. Between 
the games he joked Raymond about the 
times, a year before, when they used to play 
pool for the cigars on Alameda street in Los 
Angeles. I saw that he noticed how we 
were all too nervous: to laugh at the funny 
stories he told. Raymond, naturally, could 
not play a skillful game, knowing that his 
partner would be mere clay before another 
noon. Once Comstock exclaimed: 

“** My heaven, Hank, how clumsy you are 
tonight. I guess you ain’t playing billiards 
much nowadays. You shouldn't let them 
talents go to waste like that.’ 

“ At about 9 o’clock the Sheriff said the 
playing must cease, and that he would prob- 
ably be biamed for allowing his prisoner 
so much liberty, Comstock shook several 
of us from outside the jail by the hand, and 
remarked that he was glad we had all mét 
there as we did. 

“* Walter and I have some hitching-up 
business tomorrow mornin’,” said Comstock 
to me as the handcuffs were snapped over 
his wrists by a deputy. ‘I rather guess 
you'll be around to see how we do it.’ 

“ The last I saw of Comstock was the next 
day at 10 o’clock. There were thousands of 
people there to see the hanging,. Comstock 
laoked somewhat pale when he was led up 
the long gallows steps, but it was due only 

to the ce of the sea of faces staring 
a him, not to his approaching death. He 
threw away his cigar stub, shook hands with } 
the priest and the Sheriff, and said in a clear : 


voice: 

“* Walt, I'm ready.’

with a different class of people, and he will 
be safe from detection for years, except 
through accident, and it ‘will be a long 
chance at that. If he isa criminal tlhe police 
will get him sooner or later. but if he is not 
of that cless he is reasonably safe from in- 
terference. We look up cases of mysterious 
disappearance only when they are first re- 
ported. This is because people intcrested 
do not~ consider it worth while to keep us 
advised as to whether missing persons have 
been found or not, and we cannot afford to 
detail officers on a permanent hunt for men 
who may have long ago returned .to their 
homes, For this reason the missing man or 
woman who escapes identification in the 
first week or two is not likely to be found 
until he or she gets ready to'take off the 
mask. With the criminal classes, however, 
it is different. Officers are continually on 
the hunt for:them.> Their faces and their 
haunts are well known; ti:ezy cannot, strong 
as their desiré may be, avoid association 
with others of their class, ahd they do not 
long abstain from crooked work, so if we 
don’t get.them for one crime we do for an- 
other. This will explain why it is compara- 
tively easy to locate a thief, and exceedingly 
difficult to find an honest man who has rea- 
sons of his own for wanting to keep in 
hiding. It is only by accident men of this 
latter description are found unless they are 
careless in covering their trail.”’ 


Strange Case of John Matthews. 


One of the queerest cases of mysterious 
disappearance with which the Chicago Po- 
lice department has had to deal is that of 
John W. Matthews, who quietly dropped 
out of sight in this city last November and 
has never been heard from. An unusually 
vigorous search was made for Matthews 
because he was an intimate friend of Captain 
Campbell. secretary of the department, and 
the latter interested himself in seeing that 
the hunt was a thorough one. Matthews 
lived In Monmouth, Ill., and was a man 
of considerable wealth. He came to Chi- 
cago about the middle of November, wear- 
ing a new suit of clothes and with $700 in 
cash. Here he met and talked with several 
friends, all of whom afterward remarked 
that he was in fine health and spirits. Two 
days later Matthews was missing and no 
trace of him was to be found. The police 
weie baffled, when a mindreader gave them 
a clew which led to strange disclosures. 
This person said Matthews had been sud- 
denly taken insane.in Chicago and had gone 
to a hotel in Madison street, near Clark, 
where he registered under his proper name, 
but in an undecipherable running hand, and 
had been assigned to a room on the fourth 
floor.

Matthews’ signature was 
found on the hotel register and he had been 
assigned to a fourth floor room, which he 
had not occupied. Search along the south- 
ern lake front revealed a spot identical with 
that given by the mindreader as the place 
where Matthews had jumped into the water, 
and in the Calumet country the officers 
found the fishérman they were after. There 
also it was easy to make out the mindread- 
‘er’s picture of the copse-marked beach 
where the body had been cast up. As the 
fisherman stoutly denied having found such

making strides now which more than 
make up for their tardiness at the be- 
ginning. Up to a few years ago, the «reat 
public grounds stretching from the North- 
west to the Southwest Sides of the city were 
little more than huge unfinished wastes. 
Zoday they are in many respects the most 
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H. A. Nisbet. All of them are players of 
the highest ability and the. best exponents 
of the foreign game that could be selected. 
Against them they have all the best of 
America. The list of stanch defenders of 
this country’s prowess includes Champion 
R. D. Wrenn, W. A. Larned, E. P. Fischer, 
L.. BE. Ware, G. P. Sheldon Jr., G. L. Wrenn 
Jr.. and a dozen or two more of less skill 
and reputation. 

Narrowed down to the final result, how- 
ever, there practically stand but two men 
between the Englishmen and the American 
championship.

It has beer in the shape 
ef providing places for sport, enjoyment, 


and recreation for the people. It is this list 
of ‘pleasure-making institutions that is tak- 
ing a hold on the affections of the West- 
Siders which no amount of green grass. and 
beautiful shade.could possibly secure. 
Prominent among these new pleasure 
makers for the West Side are three im- 
provements recently completed in Garfield 
Park. Each of them appeals toa large class 
of enthusiasts, and the appreciation of each 
has already been amply shown since their 
introduction. They are the new band stand, 
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the bicycle track, and the speeding course. 
Strike the vicinity of any one of them dur- 
ing the times when théir particular attrac- 
tions are being made use of and the observer 
cannot fail to be treated to an object lesson 
on what the people want. 

All three of these recent improvements 
in Garfield Park are in that new portion 
of the public ground located south of Madi- 
son street and between Hamlin avenue, 
Colorado avenue, and Central Park avenue. 
This area was but a few years ago & piece 
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went a great way toward increasing the 
popular interest in the game in this city. 

The great throng of brilliantly dressed 
people who went in increasing numbers day 
after day to see the skill trials of the ath- 
letes saw some memorable contests. Matches 
which will live for many years in tennis 
annals were played before their eyes and 
results which may have changed the. out- 
come of the national tournament were ob- 
tained.

of perfectly flat open prairie. Today it is 
a beautiful green, grass covered plot, with 
growing shade trees, and interspersed with 
winding drives.
